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CHARTER 


THE    PENNSYLVANIA   MUSEUM    AND   SCHOOL    OF 
INDUSTRIAL  ART. 


The  subscribers,  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
desiring  to  develop  the  Art  Industries  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
for  that  purpose  to  acquire  and  enjoy  for  themselves  and  such  other 
persons  as  are  (or  may  hereafter  become)  members  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art,  the  powers  and  immu- 
nities of  a  corporation,  or  body  politic  in  law,  under  the  Act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
approved  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1874,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  and  regulation  of  certain  cor- 
porations," hereby  associate  themselves  for  the  purposes  and  ob- 
jects, and  under  the  conditions  and  name  specified  in  the  following 
articles: 

I. 

The  name  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  be  "The  Pennsylvania 
Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art." 

II. 

The  purpose  for  which  the  Corporation  is  formed,  is  to  establish 
for  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a 
Museum  of  Art,  in  all  its  branches  and  technical  application,  and 
with  a  special  view  to  the  development  of  the  Art  Industries  of  the 
State,  to  provide  instruction  in  Drawing,  Painting,  Modelling, 
Designing,  et  cetera,  through  practical  schools,  special  libraries, 
lectures,  and  otherwise.  The  institution  to  be  similar  in  its  gen- 
eral features  to  that  of  the  South  Kensington  Museum  of  London. 
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III. 

The  business  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  transacted  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia. 

IV. 

The  Corporation  is  to  have  perpetual  succession. 

V. 

The  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees,  who 
shall  be  chosen,  at  the  time  fixed,  in  number  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  By-Laws. 

VI. 

The  Corporation  shall  be  composed  of  persons  who  may  become 
members  upon  such  terms  as  the  Trustees  shall  determine.  Persons 
of  either  sex  shall  be  eligible  to  membership.  The  right  of  voting 
and  transacting  business  shall  be  confined  to  members  other  than 
Honorary  and  Corresponding. 

VII. 

The  Trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  make 
and  adopt  any  By-Laws,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  amend,  and 
make  such  regulations  for  the  government  and  management  of  the 
Corporation  as  shall  be  deemed  expedient,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsvlvania. 


BY-LAWS 


MEMBERS. 

Members  shall  be  divided  into  the  following  classes  : 

1.  Patrons,  those  who  contribute  five  thousand  dollars  or  more 
to  the  funds  of  the  Corporation. 

2.  Life  Members,  those  who  contribute  one  hundred  dollars  or 
more  at  one  time.

3.  Annual  Members,  those  who  contribute  ten  dollars 
yearly.  Provided,  that  if  the  number  of  annual  members  be  raised 
to  four  hundred  by  the  first  of  January,  1889,  the  annual  contri- 
butions shall  be  reduced  to  five  dollars  from  that  date.

Members  in  any  of  the  above  classes  shall  be  nominated  and 
elected  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Three- 
fourths  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  elect  Corresponding 
or  Honorary  Members.

All  funds  received  from  Patrons  shall  be  permanently  invested 
as  a  part  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  unless  otherwise  specifically 
given. 

All  funds  received  from  Life  Membership  shall  be  permanently 
invested  as  a  part  of  the  Endowment  Fund. 

The  yearly  dues  of  Annual  Members  shall  be  due  and  payable  on 
the  first  day  of  January  in  advance. 

Members  in  arrears  for  two  years  shall  be  considered  as  having 
resigned  and  their  names  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list. 
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III. 

The  business  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  transacted  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia. 

IV. 

The  Corporation  is  to  have  perpetual  succession. 

V. 

The  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees,  who 
shall  be  chosen,  at  the  time  fixed,  in  number  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  By-Laws. 


VII. 

The  Trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  make 
and  adopt  any  By-Laws,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  amend,  and 
make  such  regulations  for  the  government  and  management  of  the 
Corporation  as  shall  be  deemed  expedient,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania.

MEMBERS. 


Members  shall  be  divided  into  the  following  classes  : 

1.  Patrons,  those  who  contribute  five  thousand  dollars  or  more 
to  the  funds  of  the  Corporation. 

2.  Life  Members,  those  who  contribute  one  hundred  dollars  or 
more  at  one  time. 

3.  Annual  Members,  those  who  contribute  ten  dollars  yearly. 

4.  Corresponding  Members,  those  who  do  not  reside  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  who  shall  be  deemed  worthy  of 
election. 

5.  Honorary  Members,  those  who,  on  account  of  their  interest 
in  Industrial  Art  Education  or  the  Fine  Arts,  shall  be  deemed 
worthy  of  election. 

Any  person  may  be  elected  a  Patron  or  a  Life  Member  who  shall 
have  made  a  gift  other  than  money,  that  has  been  vahied  and 
accepted  by  the  Trustees  at  the  sum  requisite  for  admission  to  that 
class. 

Members  in  any  of  the  above  classes  shall  be  nominated  and 
elected  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Three- 
fourths  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  elect  Corresponding 
or  Honorary  Members.

Patrons  and  Life  Members  shall  not  be  liable  to  annual  dues. 

All  funds  received  from  Patrons  shall  be  permanently  invested 
as  a  part  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  unless  otherwise  specifically 
given. 

All  funds  received  from  Life  Membership  shall  be  permanently 
invested  as  a  part  of  the  Endowment  Fund. 

The  yearly  dues  of  Annual  Members  shall  be  due  and  payable  on 
the  first  day  of  January  in  advance. 

Members  in  arrears  for  two  years  shall  be  considered  as  having 
.  resigned  and  their  names  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list. 
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OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Treasurer  (all  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  from  the 
Board  of  Trustees),  a  Curator  and  a  Secretary  (not  necessarily 
members  of  that  body).  The  offices  of  the  Curator  and  the 
Secretary  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Trustees,  be  united  in  one 
person. 

The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  the  Trustees  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  and  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year  or  until  the  election  of  their  successors. 

Any  vacancy  among  the  officers  may  be  filled  by  the  Trustees  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  In  his  absence  a  Vice-President,  or,  in  the  absence  of 
both  Vice-Presidents,  one  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  chosen  to  per- 
form that  duty. 

The  President  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all  committees. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds,  securities  and 
the  evidences  of  title  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  deposit  them  in 
such  institution  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  from  time  to 
time  direct. 

He  shall  keep  accurate  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
during  the  year,  and  shall,  at  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  present  a  statement  of 
the  same.  He  shall  prepare  a  report  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Corporation,  which  shall  have  been  audited  by  a  committee 
appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  accompany 
their  Annual  Report.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  names  and 
addresses  of  all  the  members  of  the  Corporation  and  shall  report  in 
writing  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  the  end  of  each  year,  the  names 
of  all  of  those  who  are  at  the  date  of  the  report  in  arrears  for  dues. 
He  shall  issue  all  certificates  to  members,  which  shall  be  signed  by 
the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary.  He  shall  attend 
to  the  collection  of  all  dues  and  shall  make  such  payments  as  may 
be  ordered  by  the  Executive  Committee  or  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. He  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
in  such  amount  as  the  Board    of  Trustees  may  require. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 


The  Curator  shall  have  the  general  charge  and  custody  of  the 
Art  Collections  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee  on  the  Museum. 
He  shall  have  power  to  appoint  and  remove  employees,  subject  to 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall 
keep  a  record  of  the  works  of  art  belonging  to  the  Museum, 
describing  each  object,  relating  how  it  was  obtained,  its  cost,  the 
date  of  its  acquisition,  and  other  needful  information.  He  shall 
also  keep  a  record  of  the  works  of  art  loaned  to  the  Museum,  with 
the  names  of  the  owners  and  the  dates  of  reception  and  return. 
He  shall  not  allow  any  object  belonging  to  the  Museum  Collec- 
tions to  be  removed  from  the  building  without  a  written  order 
signed  by  two  members  of  the  Committee  on  the  Museum.  He 
shall  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as 
shall  be  required  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  receive  such 
yearly  salary  as  may  be  decided  upon  by  the  Board. 

The  Secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation,  of 
the  Trustees,  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  also  any  meet- 
ing of  any  Standing  Committees  when  required.  He  shall  send 
notice  of  meetings  to  each  member  thereof  at  least  two  days  before 
such  meeting,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings.  He 
shall  be  the  general  medium  of  communication  between  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  the  Executive  Committee,  and  all  other  constituted 
committees  and  the  schools  of  the  Corporation.  He  shall  give 
notice  to  those  bodies  having  the  right  to  appoint  Trustees  one 
month  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  Trustees  appointed 
by  them.  He  shall  prepare  warrants  corresponding  with  bills  to 
be  paid,  which  warrants  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  countersigned  by  him.  He  shall  have 
the  custody  of  the  seal  of  the  Corporation.  He  shall  receive  such 
annual  compensation  for  his  services  as  may  be  decided  upon  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees.

During  the  years  1886  and  1887,  the  Corporation  shall  be  man- 
aged by  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  the  Governor  of  the 
State,  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  persons  elected  by  the  Corpora- 
tion under  the  old  Charter  whose  term  of  service  shall  not  have 
expired,  and  five  other  persons  who  shall  also  be  members,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  chosen  annually  to  serve  for  one  year  (except  those 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  and  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  State,  who  shall  be  chosen  biennially  to  serve  for

two  years)  by  each  of  the  following  bodies,  provided  they  make 
such  appointment,  viz.  :  the  Senate  of  the  State,  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State,  the  Select  Council  of  the  City,  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City,  and  the  Fairmount  Park  Commissioners 
respectively  (it  being  understood  that  the  present  appointees  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  shall  continue  in  office 
during  the  term  for  which  they  have  been  appointed).  To  the 
end  and  purpose  that  during  the  year  1886  the  Trustees  shall  be 
twenty-three  in  number,  and  that  during  the  year  1887,  and  there- 
after, the  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees 
consisting  of  the  Governor  of  the  State,  the  Mayor  of  the  City, 
and  seventeen  other  persons,  twelve  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  Corporation  from  its  own  body,  and  of  the  remaining  five,  who 
shall  also  be  members,  one  shall  be  chosen  annually  to  serve  for 
one  year  (except  those  to  be  chosen  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  State,  who  shall  be  chosen  biennially  to 
serve  for  two  years)  by  each  of  the  following  bodies,  provided  they 
shall  make  such  appointment,  viz.  :  The  Senate  of  the  State,  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  State,  the  Select  Council  of  the 
City,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City,  and  the  Fairmount  Park 
Commissioners,  respectively.  Of  the  twelve  Trustees  elected  by 
the  Corporation,  four  shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  one  year,  four  to 
serve  for  two  years,  and  four  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  at  each 
annual  meeting,  commencing  with  that  to  be  held  on  the  third 
Monday  of  January,  1888,  four  Trustees  to  serve  for  three  years 
shall  be  elected  to  fill  the  places  of  those  whose  terms  shall  have 
then  expired. 

In  case  of  the  failure  in  any  year  of  any  of  the  bodies  above 
named  to  choose  a  representative,  the  person  already  chosen,  if  any, 
shall  continue  to  be  a  Trustee  until  a  successor  is  appointed. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  present  a  Report  of  the  working  and 
condition  of  the  Museum  and  School  during  the  preceding  year  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation. 

Any  Trustee  who  shall  have  been  absent  from  two  successive 
stated  meetings  of  the  Board,  without  a  sufficient  reason  given 
therefor,  shall,  after  due  notice,  be  dropped  from  the  list  of  Trustees. 

Any  vacancy  in  their  number  may  be  filled  by  the  Trustees  at 
any  meeting  by  temporary  appointment  to  serve  until  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  election  by  ballot  of  the  members  of  the  Corporation. 


COMMITTEES. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  they  shall  elect  by 
ballot  seven  of  their  members  to  serve  as  an  Executive  Committee 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  select  its  own  Chairman.  It 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  transact  the  current  business  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  except  such  as  may  by  the  Charter  and  By- 
Laws  be  especially  provided  for.  Reports  of  its  action  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  each  of  the  stated  meetings 
of  the  Board. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  elect  three  of  their  members  to 
serve  as  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees.  These  Chairmen 
shall  appoint  their  own  Standing  Committees. 

Any  member  of  the  Corporation  may  be  appointed  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committees. 

The  Standing  Committees  shall  be:  — 

1.  A  Committee  on  the  Museum,  of  four  members  and  the  Cura- 
tor, who  shall  have  charge  of  all  objects  in  the  Museum  and  of 
their  arrangement  and  exhibition. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Instruction,  of  eleven  members,  who  shall 
have  charge  of  the  conduct  and  management  of  the  School. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  of  five  members,  who  shall  devise 
plans  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Museum  and  School,  and  attend 
to  all  other  financial  matters  which  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
Executive  Committee  or  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Standing  Committees  shall  examine  and  approve,  if  correct, 
all  bills  relating  to  their  respective  departments,  and  make  reports 
of  their  proceedings  by  minutes  or  otherwise  at  the  stated  meet- 
ings of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  of  any  Standing 
Committee,  who  shall  have  been  absent  from  two  successive  meet- 
ings without  a  sufficient  reason  given,  therefor,  shall,  after  due 
notice,  be  dropped  from  the  Committee  and  another  person  ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the 
President. 

Any  vacancy  in  a  Standing  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Chairman  of  that  Committee. 


INDEBTEDNESS. 

No  contract  involving  an  expenditure  exceeding  $ioo  shall  be 
incurred  except  by  authority  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  All  bills  previous  to  payment  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Committee  having  charge  of  the  department  to  which  they 
relate  and  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee,  on  whose  ap- 
proval warrants  for  their  payments  shall  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer. 

QUORUMS. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  the  number  of  members 
present  in  person  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business  shall  be  fifteen. 

MEETINGS. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  every  Annual  Member  who 
is  not  in  arrears  for  dues,  and  every  Life  Member  and  Patron  for 
each  $ioo  contributed  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in  person. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Monday  of  January  in  each  year,  at  such  place  and  hour  as 
the  President  shall  determine. 

At  this  meeting  a  report  shall  be  presented  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  their  transactions  during  the  preceding  year.  The  Treas- 
urer shall  also  make  his  annual  report. 

The  election  of  Trustees  to  fill  the  place  of  those  whose  term  of 
office  expires  and  of  any  place  made  vacant  during  the  year  shall 
then  be  held.  The  Chairman  shall  appoint  two  tellers  to  conduct 
the  election,  which  shall  be  by  ballot. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  for  organization  immediately 
after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  possible.  At  this  meeting  they  shall  elect  by  ballot  a  President, 
two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  a  Curator,  and  a  Secretary,  and 
the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Stated  meetings  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Friday  in  March,  June,  September,  and  December. 

Stated  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Friday  in  each  month,  except  July  and  August. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  meet  once  every  month,  except 
in  July  and  August,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  its  Chairman.

Special  Meetings  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  called  at  any  time 
upon  an  order  of  the  President,  or  upon  the  written  demand  of 
fifteen  members  stating  the  object  of  the  meeting.

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MEFOET  m  THE  BOAMB  OF  IDIMECTOIRS. 


In  presenting  the  report  for  the  past  year,  your  Trustees  deem 
it  desirable  that  it  should  be  prefaced  with  a  sketch  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  formative  stages  of  the  movement  which  has  resulted 
in  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum 
and  School  of  Industrial  Art,  in  order  that  the  Members  and 
the  public  may  be  fully  informed  of  the  purposes  and  intention 
of  the  Institution,  and  of  the  motives  which  led  to  its  organiza- 
tion. So  much  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year,  all  of 
which  is  the  fulfilment  of  the  original  plan,  that  a  review  of  the 
work  from  its  commencement  will,  no  doubt,  be  of  interest,  and 
serve  to  show  the  growth  and  present  status  of  the  Museum. 

During  the  summer  of  1875,  the  approach  of  the  Interna- 
tional Exhibition  suggested  to  the  minds  of  several  persons 
who  had  previously  been  interested  in  the  subject  of  Industrial 
Art  Education,  that  there  would  here  be  presented  an  unusual 
opportunity  of  forming  a  nucleus  of  works  of  industrial  art,  the 
beginning  of  a  collection  which,  as  has  been  seen  in  the  history 
of  similar  enterprises,  would,  if  once  made,  grow  of  itself,  and 
which,  in  time,  could  not  fail  to  have  a  most  beneficial  influence 
upon  the  industries  of  our  State  and  City.  An  organization  was 
eficcted,  and  so  arranged  as  to  include  in  the  management  re- 
presentatives of  the  leading  educational  institutions  of  the  City, 
and  of  the  State  and  City  authorities,  thus  securing  the  coope- 
ration of  all  those  whose  devotion  to  the  public  good  proved 
their  value,  and  demonstrating  the  fact  that  the  new  Museum 
and  School  of  Industrial  Art  did  not  intrude  on  the  work  of 
established  organizations,  of  which  our  citizens  are  so  justly 
proud. 

A  charter  M'as  granted  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in 
February,  1876,  and,  in  pursuance  of  the  plan  adopted,  an  elec- 
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tion  of  a  board  of  Trustees  was  held,  composed  of  gentlemen 
representing  the  most  important  interests  of  the  State,  and,  im- 
mediately afterwards  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  public  for 
means  to  carr}'  out  the  scheme  proposed. 

A  fund  was  formed,  and  a  Committee  of  Selection  was  ap- 
pointed to  expend  twenty-fi\e  thousand  dollars  at  the  Inter- 
national Exhibition,  which  had  now  opened.  This  Committee 
were  in  daily  attendance  at  the  Exhibition,  and  secured  the  first 
choice  of  the  most  interesting  objects  there  di.splayed,  and  also 
received  many  valuable  gifts  from  the  Foreign  Commissioners 
and  Exhibitors,  besides  forming  associations  with  persons  who 
are  prominently  identified  with  similar  institutions  abroad.  The 
universal  courtesy  and  appreciative  interest  with  which  the 
Committee  were  received  by  the  Commissioners  from  Europe^ 
would  make  it  almost  invidious  to  mention  any  special  names 
in  this  connection,  but  the  great  obligations  under  which  the 
Corporation  is  placed  by  the  action  of  P.  Cunliffe  Owen,  C.  B., 
and  Colonel  Sir  Henry  Bruce  Sandford,  K.  B.,  of  Great  Britain, 
to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  the  loan  of  the  valuable  India 
Collection  and  the  gift  of  the  work  exhibited  by  the  South 
Kensington  Museum,  compels  the  most  public  acknowledge- 
ment and  sincere  gratitude  of  the  Corporation. 

Permission  having  been  granted  by  the  authorities  of  Memo- 
rial Hall  for  the  Corporation  to  occupy  the  building,  possession 
was  taken  after  the  close  of  the  Exhibition,  and  the  objects 
purchased  stored  in  that  building. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  from  this  slight  sketch,  which  is  really 
but  an  outline,  that  the  object  of  the  originators  of  the  Museum 
scheme  has  been  steadily  kept  in  view;  that  at  the  close  of  the 
Centennial  year  there  had  been  established  in  our  midst,  un- 
known, perhaps,  to  many,  a  comprehensiv^e  plan  of  Art  Iiduca- 
tion,  which  has  already  borne  fruit,  and  which  needed  only  the 
same  prudent  and  thoughtful  care  to  develope  into  a  power  which 
has  already  influenced  the  taste  of  the  public,  and  stimulated 
our  manufacturing  industries.    Three  important  steps  had  been 


taken  during  that  year  by  the  young  Museum, — the  formation 
of  an  effective  corporate  organization,  the  complete  utilization 
of  the  advantages  of  the  Exhibition,  and  the  occupation  of 
Memorial  Hall — and  these  during  a  condition  of  financial  de- 
pression which  discouraged  and  disabled  many  existing  Insti- 
tutions. To  the  fact  of  the  great  need  of  such  instruction  as 
can  be  afforded  only  by  an  Industrial  Art  Museum  and  School, 
can  be  attributed  the  success  of  our  corporation  up  to  this 
point,  together  with  the  strong  feeling  of  public  confidence 
shown  in  its  management. 

The  loss  which  the  corporation  sustained  by  the  death  of 
Mr.  Theodore  Cuyler  and  Mr.  John  L.  Shoemaker,  both  of 
whom  were  among  its  earliest  and  most  enthusiastic  promoters, 
was  severely  felt,  but  their  wise  advice  and  counsel  has  left  so 
great  an  impress  upon  the  character  of  the  organization,  that 
though  called  upon  to  mourn  their  death,  it  is  a  subject  of 
great  congratulation  that  the  Museum  had  their  coijperation 
while  living. 

The  description  of  the  rapid  growth  of  the  Museum  from 
that  time  until  now  belongs  to  the 

REPORT  FOR  1877. 

Although  the  work,  thus  far,  had  progressed  beyond  the  ex- 
pectations of  its  projectors,  yet  the  public  generally  were  not 
aware  of  its  existence,  or  of  the  value  of  what  it  proposed  to 
accomplish.  To  bring  the  Museum  more  prominently  to  the 
notice  of  the  people,  an  exhibition  of  objects  purchased  by  the 
Corporation,  and  others  loaned  by  citizens,  was  opened  January 
l6th,  in  the  rooms  of  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts. 
The  hearty  cooperation  of  the  owners  of  rare  and  interesting 
works  of  industrial  art,  who  generously  entrusted  them  to  the 
care  of  the  committee  in  charge,  the  appreciation  of  the  visitors 
and  the  presence  of  many  students  and  artizans,  served  to  make 
this  Exhibition  a  source  of  great  pleasure  and  instruction,  while 
the  purposes  of  the  Corporation  were  clearly  shown  to  the  pub- 
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lie.     The  number  of  Visitors  from  January'  i6th  to  March  31st, 
when  the  exliibition  was  closed,  was  as  follows :

Although  this  Exhibition  was  not  financially  successful,  owing 
to  the  great  expense  incurred,  yet  the  deficit  was  more  than 
repaid  by  subscriptions  from  those  whose  interest  was  aroused, 
and  who  were  for  the  first  time  made  aware  of  the  practical 
character  of  the  Museum  scheme.  The  successful  arrangement 
of  the  collections  displayed  was  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the 
kind  assistance  of  Messrs.  William  S.  Vaux,  Joseph  A.  Clay, 
Edward  S.  Clark,  and  Dr.  P'rancis  W.  Lewis,  who  also  con- 
tributed largely  from  their  private  collections. 

During  this  time,  the  authorities  having  in  charge  Memorial 
Hall,  the  Board  of  State  Centennial  Supervisors,  appointed  by 
the  State,  the  City  Councils,  and  the  P'airmount  Park  Commis- 
sioners, formed  a  body  of  representatives  of  each,  known  as 
the  Directors  of  Memorial  Hall.  With  this  body  this  Corpora- 
tion communicated,  and  a  lease  or  license  was  signed,  giving 
formal  possession  of  Memorial  Hall  to  the  Mu.seum,  and  stipu- 
lating that  not  more  than  25  cents  should  be  charged  for  en- 
trance fee.  If  it  should  be  found  that  this  location  should  not 
prove  best  for  the  purposes  of  the  Museum,  the  Trustees  will 
depend  upon  the  liberality  of  the  Members  and  citizens  to  pro- 
vide more  central  quarters  in  the  future.'  The  Centennial  Board 
of  Finance,  with  the  fairness  which  distinguished  all  their 
actions,  made  over  to  this  Corporation,  upon  its  obtaining  legal 
possession  of  Memorial  Hall,  a  sum  of  money  representing  the 
amount  necessary  to  repair  the  wear  and  tear  during  their  occu- 
pancy.    This  sum  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Chairman  of 
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the  Committee  on  Building,  Mr.  John  Baird,  who  devoted  his 
personal  attention  to  the  renovation  of  the  building,  removing 
the  partitions  in  the  large  saloons,  and  boarding  from  the  walls. 
\\'hile  these  repairs  were  in  progress,  overtures  were  made  by 
the  International  Exhibition  Company,  which  had  purchased 
the  Main  Exhibition  Building,  for  a  cooperation  in  some  way 
between  the  Museum  and  that  Company.  Finally,  they  pro- 
posed, in  consideration  of  certain  rooms  being  given  to  them 
to  place  statuary  and  pictures  in,  and  all  the  receipts  taken  at 
the  entrance  of  Memorial  Hall  to  revert  to  them,  to  pay  to  this 
corporation  the  sum  of  ,^6,000  for  one  year,  in  quarterly  instal- 
ments, and  in  case  of  the  Museum  being  kept  open  during  the 
winter  a  sum  of  $2,000  additional. 

An  agreement  was  made  to  this  effect,  as  it  was  thought  at 
that  time  that  the  Company  were  responsible,  and  that  it  was 
best  for  the  interests  of  the  Museum  to  accept  the  terms  offered 
rather  than  depend  for  support  upon  the  entrance  fees  of  such 
persons  as  might  accidently  visit  the  Museum,  the  communi- 
cation with  the  street  cars  being  practically  cut  off  by  the  Main 
Building.  It  is  a  subject  of  great  regret  to  the  Trustees  to  have 
to  report  that  their  expectations  have  been  entirely  disappointed^ 
a  small  fraction  only  of  the  amount  due  having  been  paid.  The 
matter  reaching  this  point,  the  Solicitors  of  the  Corporation  have 
been  instructed  to  bring  legal  proceedings  against  them  to  re- 
cover, if  possible,  the  amount  due. 

The  agreement  having  been  signed,  the  Trustees  have  through- 
out fulfilled,  in  every  respect,  the  part  of  the  contract  for  which 
the  Museum  was  responsible,  and,  in  order  to  accommodate  the 
Exhibition  Company,  every  effort  was  made  to  open  the  col- 
lections on  the  lOth  of  May,  1877. 

The  material-  and  show  cases  were  removed  from  the  Aca- 
demy of  the  Fine  Arts  at  the  close  of  the  Exhibition  there,  and, 
together  with  the  other  objects  belonging  to  the  Museum 
stored  at  Memorial  Hall,  were  arranged  in  time  for  the  opening 
day.     The  di.splay  made  at  that  time  was  greatly  increased  by 
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the  arrival  from  London  of  a  collection  of  English  Pottery  and 
Porcelain,  loaned  for  one  year  by  Messrs.  A.  B.  Daniell  &  Sons; 
of  French  Pottery  and  Glass  from  Messrs.  Londos  &  Co.;  and 
of  Spanish  Glass  and  Pottery,  loaned  for  one  year,  by  Signor 
Riano  of  Madrid.  These  loans  were  all  negotiated  and  arranged 
by. Mr.  P.  Cunliffe  Owen,  C.  B.,  and  with  them  arrived  a  col- 
lection of  objects  of  Persian  art,  purchased  for  the  Museum  by 
him. 

After  the  preliminary  arrangements  for  the  opening  day, 
attention  was  given  to  the  systematic  distribution  and  classifi- 
cation of  the  collections,  grouping  together,  so  far  as  practi- 
cable, objects  of  similar  character,  and  perfecting  the  plan  of 
labelling,  in  order  that  visitors  might  be  informed  of  the  ex- 
act character  of  each  object,  and  be  enabled  to  study  them 
more  intelligently.  During  the  summer  a  collection  of  Textile 
Fabrics  and  Embroideries,  of  great  interest  to  manufac- 
turers, with  objects  in  wrought  iron  and  stoneware  from  Ger- 
many, being  purchases  made  in  Europe,  have  been  received 
and  placed  in  their  proper  positions  in  the  Museum.  A  num- 
ber of  very  \'aluable  articles  have  also  been  left  as  loans,  among 
which  may  be  mentioned  a  collection  of  the  remains  of  the 
Lake  Dwellers,  deposited  by  Dr.  F.  W.  Lewis;  a  piece  of 
Beauvais  tapestry  by  Mr.  John  McClure;  an  India  carpet,  by 
Mr.  Ellis  Yarnall;  and  an  original  vase  by  Chantry,  owned  by 
Mrs.  Owen  Wister. 

The  arrival  during  October  of  models,  in  cork,  of  Windsor 
Castle  and  the  Tower  of  London,  by  Lloyd  Hoppin,  Esq.,  was  an 
event  of  special  interest.  These  valuable  works  were  presented 
to  the  Museum  by  the  following  gentlemen:  Messrs.  George 
W.  Childs,  A.  J.  Drexel,  J.  Vaughan  Merrick,  James  L.  Clag- 
horn,  Charles  W.  Trotter,  W.  H.  Merrick,  J.  Alfred  Kay,  Fred- 
erick Brown,  Joel  J.  Bailly,  Frederick  Graeff,  Lewis  H.  Redner^ 
Evan  Randolph,  E.  W.  Clark,  Ezra  Bowen,  F.  A.  Drexel,  Ed- 
win M.  Lewis,  and  others. 

The  American  Institute  of  Mining  Engineers  having  made

application  to  the  Corporation  for  permission  to  place  in  the 
Museum  building  their  collections  illustrative  of  Mining  and 
Metallurgy,  made  at  the  Centennial  Exhibition,  space  was  ac- 
corded them,  and  the  collections  received  on  loan  for  an  indefi- 
nite period.  This  material  is  of  the  greatest  interest  and  value 
as  bearing  upon  one  of  the  most  important  industries  of  the 
State,  and  although  not  possessing  any  art  character,  is  quite 
in  keeping  with  two  of  the  departments  of  the  original  Museum 
plan,  that  of  the  Raw  Material  collection,  and  of  the  collection 
illustrative  of  the  Mechanic  Arts. 

The  Act  of  Legislature  appropriating  money  for  building 
Memorial  Hall,  specifies  that  after  the  Centennial  Exhibition  it 
shall  remain  as  a  Museum  of  Industrial  Art,  and  open  forever  to 
the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  Trustees,  therefore, 
did  not  believe  that  they  had  the  right,  under  this  Act,  to  close 
the  Museum  to  the  public  on  Sundays,  and  they  are  glad  to  re- 
port that  from  the  date  of  taking  possession  the  people,  and 
especially  the  \vorking  people,  whose  time  is  occupied  during 
the  week,  have  visited  the  Museum  in  large  numbers  on  the 
first  day  of  the  week. 

The  total  number  of  visitors  to  the  Museum  from  May  loth, 
1877,  to  January  ist,  1878,  was  147,113,  and  the  total  number 
on  Sundays,  was :

The  absence  of  any  provisions  of  the  United  States  tariff  ex- 
empting from  duty  such  objects  as  the  Museum  has,  and  is 
likely  to  import,  gave  to  the  Trustees  considerable  anxiety  and 
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labor  in  connection  with  those  objects  ah'cady  purchased,  but 
they  are  pleased  to  report,  that  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
officials  at  Washington  they  have  been  enabled  to  enter  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Warehouse  Act  the  articles  purchased,  and 
have  also  received  the  assurance  of  the  Department  that  it  will 
endorse  the  passage  of  a  bill,  which  has  been  prepared,  exempt- 
ing from  duty  all  that  has  been  or  may  be  purchased  by  the 
Museum.  The  Trustees  urgently  recjuest  the  cooperation  of  the 
Members  in  this  matter,  so  that  there  may  be  no  difficulty  in 
the  future  in  importing  examples  of  Industrial  Art  for  the  pur- 
poses of  study. 

In  respect  to  the  attitude  of  the  State  authorities  to  the  Mu- 
seum, the  Trustees  have  taken  occasion  frequently  to  urge  upon 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  and  Executive,  the  existence 
and  objects  of  the  Museum,  as  involving  a  kind  of  education  of 
vital  interest  to  such  a  Commonwealth  as  Penns}'lvania,  and 
they  are  glad  to  report  that  the)'  have  met  with  great  encour- 
agement from  both.  His  Excellency  Governor  Hartranft,  in 
his  annual  message  of  la.st  year,  says  as  follows  : 

"  I  have  heretofore  earnestly  pointed  out  the  growing  neces- 
sity for  industrial  art  education.  First,  through  the  public 
schools  by  the  introduction  of  mechanical  and  free  hand  draw- 
ing; secondly,  by  night  schools  for  adults;  and,  thirdly,  by 
special  schools  of  industrial  design  for  all  clas.ses.  Museums, 
art  galleries,  and  other  public  collections  are  also  important 
forces  in  industrial  education.  Such  institutions  in  England, 
France,  Germany,  and  other  European  countries,  are  regarded 
as  an  essential  element  in  national  progress,  and  are  mostly 
under  the  patronage  of  the  government.  Intelligence  is  becom- 
ing more  and  more  a  most  important  element  in  every  depart- 
ment of  industry.  In  this  respect  our  educational  .system  is 
wholly  deficient.  It  turns  out  lawyers,  doctors,  preachers,  and 
professional  men  in  superabundance,  while  there  is  a  startling 
dearth  of  intelligent  farmers,  manufacturers,  miners,  and  me- 
chanics.    A  few  of  the  States  liave  started  forward  in  the  cause 
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of  industrial  education,  by  introducing  drawing  into  their  public 
schools,  and  providing  museums  and  schools  of  design.  The 
large  and  varied  industries  of  Pennsylvania  demand  a  similar 
liberality.  The  Centennial  year  has  brought  us  the  oppor- 
tunity, and  placed  the  materials  for  beginning  at  our  disposal. 
The  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art, 
modeled  after  the  celebrated  South  Kensington  Museum  of 
London,  has  secured  Memorial  Hall,  in  which  to  form  an  art 
library;  special  collections,  illustrative  of  industrial  processes; 
and  a  thorough  system  of  instruction  in  the  arts  of  design  as 
applied  to  manufactures,  accompanied  by  general  and  technical 
lectures.  In  this  they  are  about  to  place  the  nucleus  of  a  col- 
lection gathered  in  the  rich  field  of  the  Centennial  Exposition, 
intended  to  promote  the  improvement  of  American  industrial 
art.  I  trust  these  efforts  will  not  escape  your  notice.  Some 
means  ought  to  be  devised  to  make  available  the  rich  collec- 
tion of  the  Geological  Survey.  And  you  will,  no  doubt,  seri- 
ously consider  whether,  in  the  case  of  the  Museum  and  Indus- 
trial School,  the  State  ought  not  to  extend  a  hand  to  place 
upon  a  firm  foundation  a  work  of  so  much  public  utility." 

In  his  message  for  1878,  his  Excellency  repeats  his  views 
in  even  stronger  language,  as  follows : 

"  It  will,  perhaps,  be  a  slow  and  difficult  task  to  secure  the 
cooperation  of  the  present  geiieration  of  workingmen.  But  in 
all  large  cities  and  towns  where  that  class  is  principally  con- 
gregated, lecture  and  draughting  rooms  could  be  added  to  the 
night  schools,  and  such  instruction  given  as  would  interest  and 
benefit  adults.  Everything  that  will  tend  to  recognize  the  im- 
portance and  dignity  of  labor;  that  will  excite  the  pride  and 
emulation  of  the  artizan  in  his  work;  convince  him  of  the 
interest  of  the  State  in  his  welfare  and  the  welfare  of  his  child- 
ren, and  secure  the  fruits  of  his  industry  and  thrift,  should  be 
done;  and  I  am  convinced  that  nothing  will  contribute  so 
much  to  these  results  as  the  establishment  of  industrial  and 
scientific  schools  and  workshops  by  the  side  of  our  present 
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high  schools  and  academies.  Finally,  the  appreciation  and 
demand  of  works  of  art  and  skill  must  keep  pace  with  the 
capacity  to  create  them.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  other 
public  collections  are  also  important  factors  in  industrial  edu- 
cation. Accordingly,  I  took  occasion  last  year  to  recommend 
the  arrangement,  for  public  exhibition,  of  the  specimens  col- 
lected by  the  Geological  Survey,  and  to  suggest  that  you  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  extending  State  aid  to  the^ennsylvania 
Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art.  The'latter  institution 
has,  during  the  year,  opened  free  schools  of  drawing  and  de- 
sign, and  as  the  State,  if  it  decides  to  add  industrial  education 
to  the  public  school  system,  will  need  competent  teachers  in 
these  branches,  this  fact  gives  it  additional  claims  to  the  recog- 
nition of  the  authorities.  I  venture  to  hope  that  this  subject 
will  early  engage  your  labors,  and  that  the  public  school  sys- 
tem will  receive  a  symmetrical  development  corresponding  with 
the  conditions  of  a  highly  industrial  age,  and  the  large  and 
varied  resources  of  Pennsylvania." 

A  bill  was  prepared  by  a  sub-committee  of  the  Board,  and 
presented  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  but,  with  many 
others  of  like  character,  was  not  passed  upon.  A  similar  bill 
has  been  introduced  into  the  present  session,  asking  for  an  ap- 
propriation of  ;$20,ooo  for  1878,  and  a  like  amount  for  1879, 
$5,000  of  which  is  for  the  annual  maintenance  of  Memorial 
Hall,  for  the  support  of  which  there  is  no  existing  fund,  and 
;$ 1 5,000  for  the  Industrial  Art  Schools  of  the  Museum.  The 
interest  of  the  Members  and  others  is  earnestly  solicited  in  this 
matter,  in  order  that  the  Museum  may  be  so  firmly  established 
as  to  be  in  a  measure  independent  of  the  support  of  individuals, 
and  placed  upon  a  basis  worthy  of  the  object  for  which  it  was 
created. 
I  Having    completed    the    installation    of    the    collections    in 

/   ;      Memorial   Hall,  the  attention  of  the  Board  was  given  to  the 
,      second  subject  involved  in  the  original  scheme  of  the  Museum, 
as  expressed  in  the  charter  of  the  Corporation,  viz. :  "  to  pro- 
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vide  means  of  instruction  in  Drawing,  Painting,  Modelling, 
Designing,  etc.,  through  practical  Schools,  Lectures,  and  other- 
wise." 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  held 
August  13th,  1877,  the  Standing  Committee  on  Instruction  t 
were  requested  to  submit  a  plan  for  the  organization  of  the  I 
Schools,  and  a  report  was  presented  by  that  Committee  in  Oc-  *' 
tober.  This  report  recommended  a  plan  of  instruction  similar 
in  its  main  features  to  the  one  now  in  operation,  and  was 
adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who,  at  the  same  time, 
gave  to  the  Committee  on  Instruction  authority  to  carry  it  out 
as  soon  as  the  means  of  the  Corporation  would  permit.  To 
tMis  end  an  appeal  was  issued,  setting  forth  the  importance 
of  utilizing  the  valuable  collection  in  the  Museum  by  supple- 
menting what  had  been  done  by  instruction  in  the  principles 
of  the  application  of  Art  to  Industry,  and  asking  special  sub- 
scriptions to  the  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Schools.  The 
Committee  felt  sufficiently  encouraged  by  the  response  to 
their  appeal,  to  immediately  undertake  the  organization  of  the 
scheme.  A  suitable  building,  No.  312  North  Broad  street,  was 
selected  as  the  location,  and,  after  a  short  time, 'was  fitted  for  the 
use  of  the  School.  Advertisement  was  made  that  applicants 
of  either  sex,  over  fifteen  years  of  age,  would  be  received  for 
examination,  and  notice  given  that  there  would  be  no  charge 
for  tuition,  but  that  students  admitted  would  provide  their  own 
stationery  and  instruments. 

A  standard  of  examination  was  adopted  that  required  some 
knowledge  of  the  rudiments  of  drawing  on  the  part  of  the  ap- 
plicant. Out  of  about  two  hundred  applying,  one  hundred 
were  chosen  as  being  proficient,  and  where  they  showed  equal 
ability  preference  was  given  to  those  engaged  in  the  Art  Indus- 
tries, and  to  those  who  desired  to  gain  instruction  as  a  means  of 
livelihood.  On  the  loth  of  December  the  examinations  bcfjan, 
and  on  the  17th  the  Schools  opened  with  one  hundred  students, 
I-'ifty  in  the  morning  and  Fifty  in  the  evening  classes,  that  num- 


ber  being  the  maximum  that  could  be  accommodated.  The 
applications  ot  those  who  could  not  be  admitted  on  account  of 
want  of  room,  are  on  file  and  will  be  taken  up  in  the  order  of 
their  date  and  proficiency.  The  Committee  selected  Mr.  Charles 
M.  13urns,  Jr.,  as  instructor  in  the  Artistic  division  of  the  course, 
and  Mr.  Philip  Pistor  in  the  Scientific  branches,  with  Dr.  J.  T. 
Rothrock  as  Lecturer  on  Botany  as  applied  to  Decorative  Art, 
and  Mr.  George  Herzog  as  Lecturer  on  Historic  Ornament. 

The  course  consists  of  instruction  in  drawing,  both  with  in- 
struments and  freehand,  the  former  covering  the  ground  of 
plane  and  descriptive  geometry,  and  also  free  perspective,  and 
the  latter  involving  manipulation  with  the  pencil,  charcoal  or 
brush,  from  study  of  natural  objects,  casts,  architectural  details, 
and  objects  from  the  Museum  collections  as  models.  A  study 
of  color,  and  its  application  and  disposition  in  design,  will  be 
taken  up  as  the  classes  advance,  together  with  the  preparation 
of  original  designs  applicable  to  industrial  purposes. 

Without  proposing  anything  novel  in  the  instruction  given 
in  the  Schools,  it  is  intended  to  insist  upon  a  thorough  training 
by  means  of  the  course,  in  order  that  those  taking  advantage 
of  it  may  be  well  grounded  in  the  principles  underlying  what  is 
known  as  Design,  depending  upon  the  individual  ability  of  the 
students  to  develop  into  designers,  but  giving  them  the  founda- 
tion upon  which  this  much  desired  superstructure  may  be 
raised.  With  this  view  the  rules  and  regulations  have  been 
composed,  strictly  and  positively  placing  before  the  students 
the  fact  that  it  depends  upon  their  own  efforts  as  much  as  upon 
those  of  the  Instructors,  whether  they  succeed  or  not  in  the 
future,  and  so  arranged  as  to  prevent  the  classes  being  filled 
with  incompetent  or  careless  students, 

*  "With  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  School  of  Art  Needle- 
work was  established,  a  teacher  in  its  various  branches  hav- 
ing been  engaged  for  two  trial  months.  Although  only  in 
its  infancy,  this  School  has  aroused  sufficient  interest  to  en- 
courage hopes   that  it  will,   at  no  very  distant  day,  prove   a

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valuable  instrument,  not  only  in  furthering  the  aims  of  the 
Museum  by  improving  the  taste  of  our  people,  but  by  pro- 
viding with  a  means  of  support  many  women  who  are  ready 
to  accept  the  needle  as  their  only  legitimate  weapon  in  the 
struggle  for  existence.  To  these  classes  are  admitted  only 
those  who  look  to  this  Instruction  in  Art  Needlework  as  an 
aid  to  future  independence,  and  Six  Classes  of  Eight  pupils 
each  were  at  once  filled.  By  a  rigid  censorship,  as  well  of 
the  designs  employed  in  this  branch  of  Art  as  of  the  exe- 
cution of  the  work  attempted  here,  those  in  charge  of  this 
School  hope  to  establish  its  success  as  a  model  of  its  kind." 
To  meet  the  great  demand  for  this  kind  of  instruction  among 
persons  of  means,  classes  have  been  formed  of  pay  pupils,  so 
arranged  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  free  tuition  afforded 
others  unable  to  bear  that  expense.  The  following  women  have 
kindly  consented  to  act  as  an  advisory  committee  :

Lippincott,  Mrs.  Fairman  Rogers,  Mrs.  Thomas  Hockley,  Mrs. 
Charles  Henry  Hart,  Mrs.  F.  R.  Shclton,  Mrs.  Atherton  Blight, 
Miss  Laura  T.  Merrick,  Miss  Emilie  D.  Wagner,  and  Miss 
Mary  Read  Fisher. 

The  progress  of  all  the  classes  of  the  Museum  since  they 
began,  December  17th,  has  been  very  satisfactory.  The  stu- 
dents are  attentive,  punctual,  and  painstaking  in  their  work,  and 
have  already,  in  several  marked  cases,  shown  evidences  of 
latent  ability. 

It  must  be  understood  that  the  Schools  as  now  arranged  are 
but  a  beginning,  which,  as  time  goes  on,  will  be  amplified  and 
extended.  If  time  is  given  for  the  plan  to  develop,  and  for  the 
new  School  to  make  its  own  experience,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  results  will  be  of  great  value  to  the  community;  but 
those  of  its  friends  who  have  not  the  patience  to  wait,  but  fall 
into  the  popular  error  of  expecting  some  immediate  results, 
may  possibly  be  discouraged.  The  Trustees  would  call  the 
attention  of  those  who  may  hold  these  views,  to  the  wretched 
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character  of  that  so-called  ornamental  work  turned  out  in  the 
quick  and  easy  style,  which  disfigures  so  many  of  our  manu- 
factured objects  of  really  good  material,  and  urge  upon  their 
attention  the  necessity  of  some  reform,  and  the  fact  that  it  can- 
not be  brought  about  at  once. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  be  found  annexed,  from 
which  can  be  seen  the  amount  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures. 
It  has  been  the  constant  effort  of  the  Trustees  to  use  every 
economy  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  Museum,  and 
they  believe  that  no  unnecessary  expenditures  have  been 
made. 

To  those  who  have  by  their  means,  by  their  active  assistance 
and  by  their  good  wishes,  aided  the  work  of  the  Museum,  the 
Trustees  extend  their  sincere  thanks,  and  especially  to  the  Press 
of  the  City,  who  have  so  warmly  endorsed  the  scheme  from  its 
birth,  and  so  greatly  aided  in  making  it  known  to  the  public. 

With  a  large  and  influential  membership,  with  a  collection 
'unequalled,  in  many  respects,  by  any  in  this  country,  with 
Schools  in  full  operation,  the  Trustees  feel  that  they  have  just 
cause  to  congratulate  the  Members  upon  what  has  been  done, 
at  the  same  time  reminding  them  that  upon  their  continued 
interest  and  that  of  the  public,  the  future  success  of  the  Museum 
depends.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


The  third  year  of  the  existence  of  the  Museum  has  been 
an  eventful  one  in  its  history,  not  so  much  in  respect  to  its 
progress  in  any  new  direction,  as  that  the  original  plan  has 
been  so  developed  as  to  place  the  Institution  upon  a  more 
permanent  and  useful  basis.  Your  Trustees  have  not  )et 
found  any  radical  dei'ect  in  the  theory  of  the  scheme  as  com- 
posed by  the  founders  of  the  Museum.  They  have  used  every 
effort,  both  in  the  conduct  of  the  Schools  and  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  Collections,  so  far  as  the  means  at  their  disposal 
permitted,  to  complete  and  perfect  it — endeavoring  to  guide  it 
into  practical  chcinncls  where  its  influence  was  most  needed. 

Following  the  course  of  previous  Reports,  the  principal 
events  of  the  year  will  be  mentioned  in  the  order  of  their 
occurrence. 

It  was  soon  found  that  the  arrangement  made  with  the 
International  Exhibition  Company  was  not  satisfactory.  The 
inability  of  that  corporation  to  fulfil  its  obligations  placed 
3^our  Trustees  in  the  awkward  position  of  bearing  the  expense 
of  the  maintenance  of  the  Collections  without  receiving  the 
proper  equivalent  from  the  Exhibition  Company  for  the  privi- 
leges granted  them.  About  20  per  cent,  of  the  amount  due 
was  paid,  and  the  agreement  cancelled  on  April  6th. 

The  following  is  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  visitors  each 
month  during  the  year.     The  record  of  admissions  on  Sun-

The  return  of  the  Collection  of  EngHsh  Pottery  and  Porce- 
lain lent  by  Messrs.  Daniell  &  Sons,  of  London,  of  the  speci- 
mens of  Enamelled  Glass  by  Brocart,  and  Pottery  by  Deck,  lent 
by  Messrs.  Londos  &  Co.,  of  London,  and  of  the  Collection 
of  Spanish  Pottery  and  Glass  lent  by  Sciior  Riano  of  Madrid, 
made  large  vacancies  in  the  cases  of  the  Museum. 

The  Corporation  is  greatly  indebted  to  these  gentlemen, 
who,  through  the  influence  of  Sir  Philip  Cunliffe  Owen,  C.  B., 
K.  C.  M.  G.,  entrusted  their  valuable  objects  to  the  care  and 
for  the  use  of  the  Museum,  and  it  was  a  subject  of  great  regret 
to  your  Trustees  that  means  were  not  forthcoming  to  purchase 
some  of  these  interesting  specimens  of  Industrial  Art. 

To  fill  the  void  left  by  the  withdrawal  of  these  objects,  your 
Trustees  issued  a  call  to  the  public  to  lend  for  exhibition  such 
works  of  art  as  might  be  suitable  for  the  purpose,  and  met  with 
a  liberal  response.

The  period  of  the  loan  collection  was  from  May  13th  to 
November  i6th,  but  many  of  the  contributors  have  con.sented 
to  allow  their  property  to  remain  in  the  Museum  for  an  in- 
definite time.     It  is  hoped  that  this  example  may  be  followed 
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by  citizens  generally.  The  Museum  affords  a  secure  deposi- 
tory for  valuable  objects,  and  exhibits  them  to  the  public  in  a 
way  to  largely  increase  their  usefulness. 

Among  the  most  conspicuous  of  the  loans  in  the  collection 
were  the  testimonials  presented  to  Ex-President  Grant  during 
his  visit  to  Great  Britain,  consisting  of  engrossed  and  illumi- 
nated Addresses,  and  Silver  and  Gold  Caskets  containing  the 
freedom  of  the  cities,  deposited  by  Mr.  George  W.  Childs. 
Apart  from  the  international  interest  of  these  objects,  they  are 
mostly  excellent  specimens  of  art  workmanship. 

The  collection  of  Gra:co-Roman  Pottery,  lent  by  Dr.  F.  W. 
Lewis  and  Mr.  William  S.  Vaux,  attracted  much  attention,  and 
the  case  entirely  tilled  with  European  and  Oriental  Pottery, 
Porcelain,  and  Glass,  lent  by  Miss  Laura  T.  Merrick,  was  a 
general  object  of  admiration. 

The  French  Embroideries  deposited  by  the  Rev.  J.  Bloom- 
field  Wethcrill,  and  the  collection  of  Furniture,  arranged  in  a 
separate  room,  were  remarkably  attractive. 

The  collection  illustrative  of  the  natural  products  and  the 
manufactures  of  British  Lndia,  which  was  exhibited  at  the  Cen- 
tennial Exhibition,  and  afterwards  left  on  loan  for  one  year,  in 
care  of  the  Museum,  has  been  finally  presented  to  this  Cor- 
poration. The  British  Government  left  the  disposition  of  the 
collection  with  Col.  Sir  Herbert  B.  Sandford,  K.  B.,  and  it  was 
through  this  gentleman's  kind  action  that  the  Corporation  is 
the  possessor  of  this  most  valuable  and  interesting  material. 

The  only  stipulation  in  the  gift  was,  that  the  Museum  would 
be  expected  to  purchase  the  show  cases  containing  the  objects, 
the  price  being  placed  at  one-half  the  actual  cost;  and  as  they 
were  peculiarly  suited  for  the  contents,  )'our  Trustees  had  no 
hesitation  in  accepting  the  gift  on  such  reasonable  terms.  It 
is  estimated  that  to  collect  similar  .specimens  as  are  contained 
in  this  collection,  would  involve  the  expenditure  of  at  least 
Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars,  while  the  educational  value  of  the 
objects  is  immeasurable. 
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Other  gifts  liave  been  received  from  private  citizens,  of  less 
money  value  than  the  foregoing,  but  perhaps  of  greater  in- 
trinsic value,  as  the  beginning  of  what  your  Trustees  hope  to 
see  continued  by  others. 

Mr.  Frederic  Graff  sent  from  Naples  a  cork  model  of  the 
Temple  of  Neptune  at  Pa^stum,  made  by  an  Italian  architect. 
It  is  a  perfect  representation  of  the  original,  and  as  a  model  of 
Greek  architecture  is  of  the  greatest  use  to  students. 

A  plaque  of  Hizen  porcelain,  decorated  with  landscape 
figures  and  geometrical  designs,  purchased  at  the  Centennial 
Exhibition,  was  presented  by  Mr.  James  L.  Claghorn,  and 
Messrs.  Galloway  &  Graff  gave  a  terra-cotta  reproduction  of 
a  vase  in  the  British  Museum,  and  also  a  full-size  plaster  copy 
of  the  Apollo  Belvidcre. 

During  a  visit  to  Europe  of  one  of  the  Officers  of  the 
Museum,  your  Trustees  placed  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  Fifteen 
Hundred  Dollars,  to  purchase  objects  at  the  Paris  Exhibition. 

From  the  report  made  on  his  return  it  would  appear  that,  in 
his  opinion,  the  objects  exhibited,  the  value  of  which  was  within 
the  means  of  the  Museum,  differed  little  from  those  of  the  same 
class  purchased  at  the  Centennial  Exhibition.  He  therefore 
bought  but  few  specimens,  considering  it  best  to  invest  a  por- 
tion of  the  money  appropriated  to  the  purchase  of  books  on 
Industrial  Art,  having  opportunities  of  obtaining  these  works 
at  very  low  prices.  In  all,  about  Nine  Hundred  Dollars  were 
expended.  The  specimens  of  wrought-iron  work,  a  collection 
showing  the  manufacture  of  cameos,  some  objects  in  metal,  and 
a  few  pieces  of  pottery  and  porcelain,  are  placed  in  position  in 
the  collections,  and  the  books  are  at  present  in  the  School 
library  for  the  use  of  the  students. 

After  the  close  of  the  Loan  Collection,  November  i6th,  there 
being  many  objects  withdrawn, yourTrustees  invited  the  Numis- 
matic and  Antiquarian  Society  of  Philadelphia  to  deposit  a  col- 
lection of  medals  and  coins  which  would  show  artistic  merit,  and 
it  is  agreeable  to  report  that  the  Society  were  greatly  assisted 
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in  their  effort  by  the  American  Philosophical  Society  and  the 
Library  Company  of  Philadelphia,  both  of  whom  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Society  their  collection  of  medals  and  coins  for 
the  purpose  of  exhibiting  in  the  Museum. 

Besides  these  offers  of  assistance,  many  private  collectors 
have  contributed,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  department,  be- 
fore long,  will  be  filled  with  the  best  specimens  of  this  art 
available. 

A  collection  of  American  antiquities,  consisting  of  Indian 
Remains,  was  placed  on  loan  by  Dr.  M.  VV.  Dickerson.  The 
relation  between  Archaeology  and  Industrial  Art  may  seem  at 
first  remote,  but  when  it  is  considered  how  important  a  know- 
ledge of  the  history  of  Art  is  in  the  study  of  Art  aj^plied  to 
manufacture,  the  advantage  of  having  some  specimens  of  this 
character  will  be  apparent.  Many  of  the  objects  in  this  collec- 
tion show  a  vigor  of  decoration  very  suggestive  to  the  student, 
and  the  adjoining  collection  of  the  Lake  Dwellers'  Remains, 
deposited  by  Dr.  V.  \V.  Lewis,  presents  some  of  the  same  de- 
sirable features.  \\  hile  your  Trustees  object  to  receiving  any- 
thing in  the  way  of  mere  curiosities,  or  objects  without  any  art 
interest,  they  think  that  a  certain  amount  of  antiquarian  and 
archaeological  matter  will  be  in  full  accord  with  the  general 
purpose  of  the  Museum. 

During  the  Centennial  Exposition  The  American  Institute 
of  Mining  Engineers  gathered  together  a  collection  illustrative 
of  Mining  and  Metallurgy.  This  society,  numbering  among 
its  members  the  leading  engineers  of  the  country,  exerted 
itself  to  entertain  the  Foreign  engineers  visiting  America,  and 
had  opportunity  to  add  much  to  the  comfort  and  instruction 
of  those  desiring  to  study  the  progress  of  the  Arts  here. 
Many  of  the  Foreign  Commissioners,  grateful  for  the  kind- 
ness of  the  association,  deposited  with  them  the  valuable  ex- 
hibits illustrative  of  Mining  and  Metallurgy.  The  collection 
thus,  at  the  termination  of  the  exhibition,  suddenly  attained 
enormous  proportions.    These  valuable  relics  of  the  Centennial 
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were  placed  in  Memorial  Hall,  and  partially  arranged  for  view. 
The  large  east  hall  and  other  rooms  were  filled.  The  collec- 
tion, in  fact,  is  capable  of  quite  filling  the  whole  east  end  of 
the  building.  Your  Trustees  now  have  the  pleasure  of  report- 
ing that  negotiations,  long  pending  with  the  Committee  of  the 
Institution  having  charge  of  this  collection,  have  resulted  in  the 
entire  collection  being  leased  for  ninety-nine  years  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Museum.  It  is  to  be  known  as  the  Collection 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  Engineers,  and  so  adver- 
ti.scd,  by  signs,  on  all  the  rooms  containing  the  collection,  and 
on  the  labels.  It  is  to  be  at  all  times  accessible  to  the  member- 
ship of  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  Engineers  as  to  the 
members  of  the  Museum.  Its  permanent  instalment  will  pro- 
ceed as  rapidly  as  possible,  when  a  carefully  prepared  catalogue 
will  give  to  the  public  an  idea  of  its  vast  extent  and  great  value, 
as  well  as  the  historical  significance  of  the  collection.  With  it 
will  be  placed  all  objects  now  or  hereafter  owned  by  the 
Museum  which  are  germane  to  the  object  of  the  collection, 
and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  render  it  attractive  and  useful 
to  students. 

This  valuable  collection  is  of  peculiar  interest  to  the  people 
of  this  City  and  State,  as  it  is  illustrative  of  those  Mechanic  Arts 
and  Industries  which  contribute  to  so  great  an  extent  to  the 
prosperity  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  it  is  also  most  fitting  that 
so  interesting  a  relic  of  the  Centennial  Exhibition  should  remain 
on  the  scene  of  that  great  display,  as  a  partial  return  to  the 
citizens  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  money  expended  by  them  in 
honor  of  the  entire  nation. 

The  bill  introduced  by  your  Trustees  into  the  State  Legisla- 
ture at  its  last  session,  to  appropriate  twenty  thousand  dollars 
to  the  Corporation,  met  with  only  partial  success.  It  was 
reduced  in  Committee  to  five  thousand  dollars,  and  the  ex- 
penditure of  this  sum  limited  to  the  maintenance  and  repair  of 
Memorial  Hall. 

The  amount  was   received   and  expended   as   directed,  the 
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building  requiring  considerable  repair,  which  expense,  together 
with  that  of  heating,  cleaning,  and  watching,  far  exceeded  the 
amount  appropriated. 

It  is  eminently  proper  that  the  State,  and  also  the  City, 
having  so  large  an  amount  of  the  public  money  invested  in 
the  Memorial  Hall,  should  provide  for  its  maintenance  and 
repair. 

An  effort  will  be  again  made  this  winter  to  induce  the  State 
and  City  to  take  such  action  as  will  relieve  the  corporation  or 
this  heavy  burden;  and  the  influence  of  all  the  friends  of  the 
Museum  is  earnestly  solicited  in  this  behalf. 

The  insufficient  character  of  the  provisions  of  the  United 
States  tariff  exempting  from  duty  objects  imported  by  Educa- 
tional Institutions,  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Treasury 
Department  at  Washington,  and  the  subject  was  received  with 
respectful  consideration.  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
the  Hon.  H.  J.  French  prepared  an  act  so  constructed  as  to 
cover  all  articles  the  Museum  may  import,  and  urged  its  pas- 
sage with  the  weight  of  his  official  and  personal  influence. 
With  slight  alterations  the  bill  became  a  law,  and  relieves  from 
duty  also  those  Centennial  purchases  made  by  the  Museum 
which  were  under  bond. 

The  Corporation  is  indebted  in  this  matter  to  the  authorities 
at  Washington  for  their  active  assistance,  and  especially  to  the 
Custom  House  officials  at  Philadelphia,  for  their  kindness  and 
consideration. 

The  progress  of  the  Schools  during  the  past  year,  the  first 
of  their  existence,  has  more  than  equalled  the  expectations  of 
your  Trustees. 

The  pupils  have  shown  every  evidence  of  appreciation  of 
the  privileges  offered,  by  their  regular  attendance  and  atten- 
tion to  their  studies,  while  the  Schools  have  gained  a  position 
in  the  estimation  of  the  public  most  gratifying  to  those  who 
support  and  direct  them. 
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In  regard  to  one  department  of  the  course  of  instruction,  the 
Teacher  of  Free-hand  Drawing  reports  as  follows: 

"  The  direction  of  the  instruction  has  been  constantly  with 
a  view  of  inducing  the  students  to  cultivate  a  clear-headed 
judgment  as  well  as  an  individuality  in  the  use  of  both  hand 
and  eye,  to  get  them  into  a  habit  of  self-help  rather  than  allow 
them  to  depend  upon  the  rendering  of  a  master;  this  throwing 
out,  as  it  does,  all  reproduction  or  cop}'ing,  has  already  shown 
the  most  beneficial  results  in  the  quality  and  spirit  of  the-  ori- 
ginal work  which  has  been  done  by  the  students  outside  of 
the  school-hours."  In  regard  to  the  scientific  branches  taught, 
the  same  care  has  been  exercised  to  instil  into  the  mind  of 
the  students  the  principles  of  the  studies  taught,  rather  than 
furnishing  to  them  a  general  idea  of  the  subject,  or  allowing  the 
information  to  be  acquired  by  rote.  The  effect  of  the  plan  so 
far  has  been  to  stimulate  the  intellectual  faculties  of  the  students, 
as  seen  in  the  character  of  the  work  done  by  most  of  them.  One 
result  of  such  a  course  is  that  many  have  not  the  capacity  and 
industry  to  keep  up  with  the  class,  and,  in  consequence,  a 
number  have  been  dropped  during  the  year,  or  have  volun- 
tarily retired. 

Your  Trustees,  however,  believe  that  it  is  better  to  thor- 
oughly educate  a  few  than  to  imperfectly  instruct  many,  and 
so  far  as  the  experience  of  the  past  year  is  of  value  as  a  test, 
hold  to  the  opinion  that  the  plan  pursued  is  a  good  one.  The 
hours  of  attendance  were  changed  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Autumn  term,  so  as  to  require  each  class  to  be  present  twice 
a  week,  instead  of  every  day,  as  formerly.  It  was  found  that 
daily  attendance,  especially  with  the  ev^ening  classes — the  mem- 
bers of  which  are  engaged  during  the  day — was  too  severe  a 
strain  upon  them,  and,  by  the  new  arrangement,  the  number  of 
the  pupils  was  increased  to  two  hundred.  All  the  classes  are 
expected  to  attend  the  lectures. 

The  course  of  lectures  by  Dr.  J.  T.  Rothrock,  on  "  Plants 
and  Plant  Forms,"  now  being  delivered,  has  been  productive 


of  the  best  results,  presenting  to  the  students  a  knowledge  of 
natural  forms  most  valuable  to  those  who  may  become  design- 
ers. The  course  on  Historic  Ornament,  given  last  winter,  was 
discontinued,  as  being  somewhat  in  advance  of  the  general 
instruction,  and  Dr.  W.  W.  Keen  has  been  engaged  to  deliver 
a  few  lectures  this  season  on  "Animal  Anatomy  as  applied  to 
Decorative  Art,"  beginning  February  15th. 

The  professional  engagement  of  Mr.  Philip  Pistor,  instructor 
in  the  scientific  branches,  made  it  necessary  for  him  to  give  up 
the  direct  charge  of  the  morning  classes,  and  Mr.  Nelson  O. 
Whitney  was  appointed  assistant  in  this  department,  Mr.  Pistor 
still  retaining  charge  of  the  evening  classes. 

The  absence  of  a  systematic  course  of  teaching  Drawing  in 
the  Public  Schools  is  a  serious  drawback  to  any  effort  in  the  di- 
rection of  a  higher  art  education,  such  as  is  proposed  to  be  given 
in  the  Museum  Schools,  and  your  Trustees  would  earnestly 
call  upon  the  members,  and  all  others  interested  in  this  subject, 
to  exert  their  influence  upon  the  Public  School  authorities  to 
induce  them  to  make  a  thorough  study  of  Drawing  one  of  the 
essential  parts  of  the  course  in  all  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the 
city.  If  this  were  done  in  a  practical  and  effective  way,  a  por- 
tion of  the  public,  at  least,  before  long,  would  have  acquired  a 
rudimentary  knowledge  which  would  enable  them  to  more 
readily  take  up  the  course  at  the  Museum  Schools,  while  the 
education  offered  by  the  Museum  would  be  of  great  benefit  to 
those  intending  to  be  teachers,  or  who  are  already  giving  in- 
struction in  the  Public  Schools.  A  number  of  teachers  are 
now  students  at  the  Museum  Schools,  and  if  means  were  avail- 
able for  the  purpose,  two  classes,  of  fifty  each,  could  be  accom- 
modated without  any  difficulty. 

From  the  foregoing  sketch  of  the  working  of  the  different 
departments  of  the  Museum,  it  is  evident  that  each  has  been 
carried  out  as  fully  as  circumstances  would  permit,  and  while 
your  Trustees  are  well  satisfied  with  what  has  been  done,  yet 
they  cannot,  in  view   of  the  comprehensive   character  of  the 
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Museum  organization,  rest  contented  until  each  portion  of  the 
plan  is  developed  to  its  highest  point. 

It  so  completely  provides  that  which  is  most  needed  in  our 
present  civilization  that  it  should  appeal  to  every  intelligent 
citizen.  To  the  manufacturer  it  furnishes  native  talent  for 
designers — a  need,  if  not  felt,  is  none  the  less  present — to  the 
unemployed,  means  of  subsistence,  through  the  knowledge 
given  them;  and  to  the  public  generally  an  opportunity  of  im- 
provement and  refinement.  Surely  these  are  not  unimportant 
questions,  but  they  cannot  be  solved  by  any  means  without 
united  effort.  If  the  State  neglects  such  ways  of  advancing 
the  interest  of  the  people,  it  falls  upon  the  people  to  advance 
themselves,  and,  therefore,  to  the  people  of  all  classes,  your 
Trustees  look  for  practical  financial  aid  to  complete  what  has 
been  begun.  The  City  and  State  that  so  generously  poured  out 
its  money  for  the  support  of  that  great  Industrial  Exhibition, 
held  in  memory  of  the  Nation'sXentennial  birth-day,  will  cer- 
tainly not  neglect  to  profit  by  the  lesson  there  taught,  and 
with  equal  earnestness  sustain  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and 
School  of  Industrial  Art.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


This  Report  is  for   the    fiscal  year  ending    November  30, 

1879-' 

Circumstances  having  delayed  the  publication  of  the  last 
Annual  Report  until  April,  your  Trustees  determined  to  in- 
clude therein  the  transactions  of  the  Corporation  from  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  to  that  time.  In  the  present  Report, 
therefore,  only  such  reference  is  made  to  those  events  as  is 
necessary  to  make  this  a  complete  record  of  the  year. 

THE  MUSEUM. 

With  the  close  of  the  Loan  Exhibition  in  November,  1878, 
and  the  consequent  withdrawal  of  many  of  the  objects  con- 
tributed thereto,  the  opportunity  was  afforded  of  perfecting  the 
arrangement  and  classification  of  the  Museum  Collections.  A 
Curator  was  appointed,  February  i,  to  accomplish  this  work. 
During  the  year  the  collections  have  been  arranged  in  a  man- 
ner that  will  admit  of  the  development  of  each  department  of 
the  Museum  without  any  material  change  in  the  general  plan. 
While  doing  this,  a  registration  of  all  the  objects  owned  by,  or 
deposited  on  loan  with  the  Museum,  was  begun,  preliminary 
to  making  an  inventory  and  catalogue  of  the  same.  Also  a 
form  of  receipt  for  objects  received  on  loan,  defining  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Museum  for  their  safe  keeping,  was  pre- 
pared as  a  substitute  for  the  receipts  formerly  given. 

In  response  to  the  invitation  by  your  Trustees  to  the 
Numismatic  and  Antiquarian  Society  of  Philadelphia  to  de- 
posit a  collection  of  coins  and  medals  that  would  show  artistic 
merit,  mentioned  in  the  last  Report,  that  Society  has  made  a 


valuable  contribution,  consisting  of  selections  from  its  own 
collections,  and  from  those  of  the  American  Philosophical 
Society,  and  of  the  Library  Company  of  Philadelphia.  The 
Society  has  also  obtained  contributions  from  individual  col- 
lectors, notably  a  complete  set  of  Papal  Medals  from  the 
pontificate  of  Pope  Martin  V,  141 5,  to  that  of  Pope  Pius  IX, 
1872,  inclusive,  whicn  deserves  particular  mention  on  account 
of  the  fine  workmanship  of  each  piece,  and  the  historic  interest 
of  the  series  as  a  whole. 

The  collection  of  American  Antiquities,  chiefly  relics  of  the 
Mound  Builders,  deposited  by  Dr.  M.  W.  Dickeson,  has  been 
rearranged  in  the  North  Vestibule  of  the  Hall.  During  the 
year  this  collection  has  been  greatly  enlarged,  and  now  fills  all 
the  space  allotted  to  it.  Aside  from  the  archaeological  im- 
portance of  the  objects,  they  are  valuable  as  illustrating  the 
development  of  the  art  instinct  in  a  primitive  people. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year,  in  connection  with 
the  Museum,  was  the  reception  and  installation  of  the  collection 
of  minerals  and  metallurgy  belonging  to  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Mining  Engineers,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
lease  of  the  same  to  this  Corporation  for  a  term  of  ninety-nine 
years,  as  related  in  the  last  Report.  This  noble  collection  was 
formally  transferred  to  your  Trustees  on  March  26th.  The 
arrangement  of  the  specimens  in  the  portion  of  the  building 
assigned  for  their  reception  was  made  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Young,  of  the  Institute  of  Mining 
Engineers.  On  May  31st  the  collection  was  opened  to  the 
public.  Its  several  departments  occupy  nearly  the  whole  east- 
ern half  of  the  Hall,  and  furnish  to  the  student  of  the  indus- 
tries represented  facilities  for  study,  which,  when  they  be- 
come generally  known,  must  add  materially  to  the  reputa- 
tion and  usefulness  of  the  Museum. 

Among  the  other  additions  to  the  collections  made  during 
the  year,  are  the  articles  bought  at  the  Paris  Exposition,  speci- 
fied in  the  last  Report ;  three  specimens  of  enamelled  glass, 


by  Brocart,  and  six  pieces  of  pottery,  by  Deck,  purchased 
from  the  collection  lent  to  the  Museum  by  Messrs.  Londos 
&  Co.,  of  London,  at  the  soHcitation  of  Sir  PhiHp  Cunhffe 
Owen,  C.  B.,  K.  C.  M.  G.  The  loans  to  the  Museum  include 
some  interesting  fragments  of  Aztec  jewelry,  deposited  by  the 
American  Philosophical  Society,  and  numerous  examples  of 
artistic  workmanship  in  various  branches  of  industry,  de- 
posited by  individuals. 

Your  Trustees  are  gratified  to  report  that  the  practice  of 
depositing  in  the  Museum  art  objects  on  loan  for  a  stated 
period  is  becoming  more  general ;  and  your  attention  is  asked 
to  this  method  of  from  time  to  time  augmenting  the  collec- 
tions and  thus  increasing  the  interest  of  the  public  in  the 
Institution,  as  one  that  is  eminently  desirable  and  easy  of 
accomplishment.  There  are  in  this  city  numerous  private 
collections  of  glass,  china,  lace,  metal-work,  and  objects  of 
that  character,  which,  if  they  were  displayed  in  Memorial 
Hall,  in  Avhole  or  in  part,  would  be  highly  appreciated  by  the 
community.  And  many  persons  leaving  the  city  for  the  sum- 
mer, or  going  abroad  for  a  longer  season,  store  away  valuable 
art  objects  that  might  with  equal  or  greater  safety  be  placed 
on  view  in  the  Hall  for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  others. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  this  Museum,  while  it  de- 
pends for  support  upon  that  portion  of  the  community  who 
are  able  to  visit  similar  institutions  elsewhere,  exists  for  the 
benefit,  chiefly,  of  that  vast  majority  of  our  citizens,  the  arti- 
zans  and  mechanics,  for  whom  it  is  the  only  resort  of  the  kind 
accessible.  Nor  should  it  be  forgotten  that  the  acquaintance 
with  what  is  beautiful  in  the  arts,  with  what  trained  working- 
men  are  accomplishing  elsewhere,  will  stimulate  and  aid  the 
working  people  of  a  communit)'  in  the  development  of  home 
industries,  as  no  other  influence  will.  A  noteworthy  instance  of 
this  kind  happened  at  the  Hall  during  the  year.  A  blacksmith 
from  Phoenixville,  visiting  the  Museum,  was  interested  in  the 
examples  of  foreign  wrought-iron  work  that  he  saw  there.     He 
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came  again,  this  time  bringing  his  brother  with  him,  and  the 
two  men  made  studies  of  the  several  examples  on  exhibition. 
When  they  returned  home,  these  self-taught  artizans,  with 
much  patient  labor,  having  to  fashion  the  necessary  tools  as 
their  work  progressed,  wrought  in  iron  a  number  of  pieces 
similar  to,  or  suggested  by  those  they  had  seen  in  the  Mu- 
seum. Subsequently,  examples  were  lent  them  to  copy,  and 
the  replicas  which  they  made  were  afterwards  exhibited  here 
and  in  Chicago  and  Cincinnati,  where  they  attracted  much 
attention. 

The  testimonials  presented  to  General  Grant  during  his 
visit  to  Great  Britain,  deposited  in  the  Museum  by  Mr.  G.  W. 
Childs,  have  continued  to  attract  many  visitors  to  the  Hall. 
In  February  they  were  sent  to  Pittsburg  for  display  in  the 
Library  Loan  Exhibition  there,  and  in  August  they  were  sent 
to  Cincinnati,  together  with  a  large  collection  of  objects  repre- 
sentative of  the  scope  and  character  of  the  Museum,  as  a  loan 
contribution  to  the  Art  Department  of  the  Industrial  Exhibi- 
tion in  that  city.  At  the  same  time  a  similar  collection  was 
sent  to  the  Industrial  Exposition  in  Chicago.  The  extended 
notices  which  these  collections  received  in  the  official  cata- 
logues and  in  the  local  papers,  showed  the  high  appreciation 
with  which  this  effort  on  the  part  of  your  Trustees  to  advance 
the  interest  in  industrial  art  education  was  regarded. 

During  the  year  the  Library  has  received  additions  in  the 
valuable  collection  of  scientific  works  belonging  to  the  Ameri- 
can Institute  of  Mining  Engineers  ;  in  the  arrival  of  the  books 
bought  in  Paris  last  year,  and  by  gifts  from  the  Centennial 
Board  of  Finance  of  a  complete  set  o{  Reports  of  the  Centennial 
Exhibition,  and  from  Mr.  F.  O.  Horstmann  of  a  copy  of  The 
Silk  Goods  of  America.  Purchase  was  made  of  The  Alhavibra^ 
by  Owen  Jones.  L Art  pour  Tons,  and  The  Art  Interchange 
were  subscribed  to  for  the  current  year.  A  slip  catalogue  of 
all  the  books,  periodicals,  maps,  engravings,  photographs,  etc., 
in  the  Library,  has  been  prepared  for  reference. 
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In  furtherance  of  the  poHcy  of  extending  the  usefulness  of 
the  Museum  as  widely  as  possible,  your  Trustees,  in  May, 
reduced  the  price  of  admission  to  the  Hall  on  Sundays  to  fif- 
teen cents.  At  the  same  time  they  adopted  a  plan,  proposed 
by  the  President  of  the  International  Exhibition  Company,  by 
which  visitors  from  the  Exhibition  to  the  Hall  are  given  re- 
turn tickets  readmitting  them  to  the  Main  Building.  The 
practice  of  giving  Art  students  and  students  in  scientific 
schools  tickets  of  admission  on  application,  and  of  admitting 
the  pupils  of  charitable  educational  institutions,  when  accom- 
panied by  a  teacher,  without  charge,  has  been  continued 
during  the  year.  This  is  as  liberal  an  arrangement  as  the 
financial  condition  of  the  corporation  admits  of  at  present ; 
although  your  Trustees  are  desirous,  as  soon  as  means  for  the 
purpose  are  provided,  to  open  the  Hall  free  to  the  public,  reserv- 
ing only  certain  days  for  the  use  of  students,  on  which  days 
visitors  will  be  charged  a  small  admission  fee,  as  at  present.

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THE  SCHOOLS. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Industrial  Art 
School  during  the  year. 

In  February,  the  Art  Needlework  Department  was  trans- 
ferred to  an  organization  of  ladies,  and  became  a  separate 
school.  This  was  done  the  less  unwillingly,  because  your 
Trustees  were  assured  that  the  effort  they  had  inaugurated,  of 
imparting  this  desirable  instruction  to  women,  would  not  be 
permitted  to  languish  under  the  new  management.  That  the 
transfer  was  a  judicious  one  has  been  proved  by  the  fact  that 
the  school  is  now  well  established  and  daily  growing  in  public 
favor. 

Another  and  a  radical  change  was  made  at  the  close  of  the 
spring  term.  Up  to  that  time,  with  the  exception  of  a  special 
class  of  pay  pupils,  the  schools  had  been  free.  When  they 
opened  again  in  the  fall,  the  special  class  was  continued 
as  before,  but  a  tuition  fee  of  ten  dollars  in  the  Day 
school  and  five  dollars  in  the  Night  school  was  charged. 
Seventy-five  of  the  one  hundred  and  thirteen  students  in 
attendance  at  the  end  of  the  spring  term  returned  as  pay 
scholars ;  a  percentage  fully  justifying  the  opinion  that  the 
payment  of  a  moderate  fee  would  not  materially  lessen  the 
number  of  pupils. 

During  the  fall  term  there  have  been  thirty-three  students 
in  attendance  at  the  Day  school  and  special  class,  and  sev- 
enty-four in  the  Night  school — a  total  of  one  hundred  and 
seven.

On  May  31,  the  closing  exercises  of  the  Spring  term  were 
held  in  Memorial  Hall,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  an  au- 
dience of  some  five  hundred  persons  being  present.  On  that 
day  an  exhibition  of  the  drawings  made  by  the  students  was 
opened,  which  continued  during  the  summer,  and  attracted 
much  attention  from  visitors  to  the  Museum.  It  is  proposed 
to  have  similar  exhibitions  annually  hereafter. 

During  the  month  of  June,  the  special  class  met  twice  a 
week  in  the  Hall  for  instruction.  At  this  time  the  adapt- 
ability of  the  Hall  for  school  as  well  as  for  Museum  purposes 
was  abundantly  proved. 

In  the  spring,  it  became  evident  to  the  Trustees  that,  in 
consequence  of  the  uses  to  which  a  building  recently  erected 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  school  was  put,  they  would  be 
compelled  shortly  to  abandon  the  location.  Pending  the  con- 
sideration of  this  subject,  an  invitation  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Franklin  Institute,  inviting  this  cor- 
poration to  remove  its  schools  to  the  Institute  building.  No.  15 
South  Seventh  street.  The  Board  offered  the  use  of  their  school 
rooms  rent  free,  and  engaged  to  make  the  alterations  neces- 
sary for  the  accommodation  of  the  scholars.  This  generous 
offer  was  accepted  by  your  Trustees,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
spring  term  the  lease  of  No.  312  North  Broad  street  v/as  given 
up,  and  the  school  furniture  removed  to  the  Franklin  Institute. 
The   fall    term   opened  September  29,  in  the  latter  building, 
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since  which  time  the  school  rooms  have  been  open  daily  for 
the  use  of  the  scholars.  Other  generous  acts  on  the  part  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Franklin  Institute  were,  placing 
one  of  the  reading-rooms  at  the  disposal  of  your  Trustees  for 
use  as  an  office,  and  extending  to  the  students  the  privilege  of 
free  admission  to  the  library  and  lectures  of  the  Institute. 

The  course  of  instruction  arranged  at  the  formation  of  the 
schools  has  not  been  changed,  and  the  same  efficient  instruct- 
ors employed  in  the  beginning  continue  in  charge  of  the 
classes.  One  of  the  advanced  scholars  has  been  given  charge 
of  the  Junior  class  in  Geometry. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Professor  Rothrock  and 
Dr.  Keen  to  continue  their  courses  of  lectures,  which  were  at- 
tended with  such  excellent  results  last  year.  At  the  request 
of  the  last  named  gentleman,  both  the  Academy  of  the  Fine 
Arts  and  the  Academy  of  the  Natural  Sciences  kindly  placed 
at  his  disposal  whatever  material  in  the  collections  he  required 
in  illustration  of  his  lectures  before  the  schools. 


During  the  year  the  Corporation  has  lost,  by  the  death  of 
Mr.  G.  Dawson  Coleman  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Knight,  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  two  of  its  most  valued  members.  The  last  named 
gentleman  was  the  representative  of  the  Franklin  Institute  in 
your  Board  of  Trustees,  and  as  such  took  an  active  part  in  all 
measures  for  promoting  the  usefulness  of  the  Museum  and 
Schools. 

The  Corporation  now  has  37  Contributing,  150  Life  Mem- 
bers and  129  Annual  Members.  Ten  Life  Members  and  105 
Annual  Members  have  been  received  during  the  year.  These 
additions  to  the  membership,  although  satisfactory  as  showing 
an  increasing  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Corporation,  still 
leave  the  total  far  short  of  what  it  should  be.  This  is  especially 
the  case  with  the  list  of  Annual  Members,  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  Trustees,  can,  with  a  little  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
friends  of  the  Corporation,  be  greatly  extended.     An  annual 
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income  of  five  thousand  dollars  ought  to  be  secured  from 
this  source  alone.  This  would  allow  of  the  subscriptions  of 
Contributing  and  Life  Members  being  placed  to  the  credit  of 
the  Endowment  Fund,  which  is  now  in  contemplation.  For 
this  fund  it  is  proposed  to  raise  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, the  interest  on  which  sum,  with  the  annual  subscriptions, 
it  is  thought,  will  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  necessary- 
expenses  of  the  Museums  and  Schools.  Your  Trustees  feel 
that  this  effort  should  be  successful,  as  in  the  four  years  of  its 
existence  the  Corporation  has  proved  its  usefulness  to  the 
community.  Its  Museum  stands  foremost  in  the  country,  and 
its  Industrial  Art  School,  already  well  organized,  is  doing  a 
most  important  educational  work. 
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SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT. 


January,  1880. 

The  pressing  need  of  a  systematic  course  of  instruction  in 
drawing  in  the  public  schools  of  Philadelphia  has  long  been 
apparent  to  all  who  have  studied  our  public  school  system. 
It  has  been  the  chief  difficulty  your  Trustees  have  had  to 
encounter  in  their  endeavor  to  carry  out  the  scheme  of  in- 
struction proposed  when  the  School  of  Industrial  Art  was  es- 
tablished, because,  although  most  of  the  applicants  for  admis- 
sion to  the  school  belong  to  the  mechanic  or  artizan  classes, 
and  have  been,  at  one  time  or  another,  pupils  of  the  public 
schools,  nine-tenths  of  them  have  no  knowledge  whatever 
of  drawing,  and  but  a  vague  idea  of  its  application  in  the 
industrial  arts.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  educational 
work  of  the  Institution  has,  so  far,  necessarily  been  of  the 
most  elementary  character,  and  not  at  all  what  it  was  intended 
it  should  be.  With  the  view  to  determine  just  what  was 
needed  to  remedy  this  defect,  your  Trustees  recently  inspected 
che  public  schools.  They  found  that  the  Manual  of  Instruc- 
tion contained  a  carefully  prepared  graded  course  in  drawing, 
well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  scholars  ;  but  when  they  came 
to  observe  the  manner  in  which  drawing  was  taught,  they 
found  that,  in  the  majority  of  instances,  no  systematic  instruc- 
tion was  given,  because  the  teachers  themselves  knew  little  or 
nothing  of  what  they  were  called  upon  to  teach.  Neverthe- 
less, it  was  gratifying  to  observe  how  keenly  alive  the  teachers 
were  to  their  deficiencies  in  this  respect.  It  was  learned  that 
some  of  them  had  organized  drawing  classes  among  them- 


selves,  and  that  others  had  availed  themselves  of  the  opportu- 
nities to  study  drawing  under  the  instructors  employed  by 
publishers,  when  the  latter  had  a  new  system  of  drawing 
books  to  introduce  into  the  public  schools.  The  teachers  real- 
ized, however,  that  such  instruction,  although  often  good,  could 
not  be  thorough  or  lasting,  and  that  what  they  needed  was  an 
established  permanent  school  where  instruction  adapted  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Manual  to  teach  drawing  in  the  pri- 
mary, secondary  and  grammar  schools,  could  be  had  at  all 
seasons  of  the  school  year  and  during  the  hours  they  were 
not  occupied  in  school  work. 

Having  proceeded  thus  far,  your  Trustees  invited  the 
Teachers'  Institute  to  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  your 
Committee  on  Instruction,  to  devise,  if  possible,  some  plan  by 
which  this  instruction  could  be  given  to  the  teachers.  The 
committee  was  appointed  and  a  meeting  held,  at  which  the 
Teachers'  Committee  proposed  that  the  Pennsylvania  Museum 
and  School  of  Industrial  Art  undertake  this  work,  and  ex- 
pressed the  belief  that  if  this  was  done  the  Institute  would 
give  the  movement  their  hearty  co-operation  and  support. 

The  general  features  of  the  plan  submitted  are  : — 

1.  The  establishment  of  free  scholarships  for  a  certain  number  of  graduates  of 
the  senior  classes  in  the  public  schools,  to  be  determined  annually  by  competitive 
examination  during  the  last  week  in  June. 

2.  The  adoption  of  a  course  of  instruction  for  teachers  in  each  of  the  following 
departments  of  dr^iwing  : — 

(a)  Freehand  Drawing  and  Design. 

(b)  Model  and  Object  Drawing. 

(c)  Geometrical  and  Perspective  Drawing. 

(d)  A  Supplemental  or  Advanced  Course. 

3.  The  division  of  the  course  of  instruction  in  each  department  into  four  sec- 
tions or  grades,  commencing  each  section  in  February  and  September  of  each  year, 
and  completing  the  course  for  each  department  in  two  years. 

4.  Such  action  on  the  part  of  your  Board  of  Trustees  as  will  provide  for  every 
teacher  in  the  public  schools  a  course  of  instruction,  free  of  charge,  in  at  least  one 
of  the  departments  organized,  to  which  every  teacher  can  have  access  at  any  time 
and  at  every  stage  of  advancement  in  the  course,  provided  such  teacher  possess 
requisite  qualifications  or  proficiency  to  pursue  the  course  as  specified. 

5.  The  granting  of  certificates  of  proficiency  to  teachers  who  shall  pass  satis- 
factory examination  in  the  course  specified  for  the  department  in  Freehand 
Drawing  and  Design  and  either  of  the  other  two  departments. 
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6.  Provision  for  the  appointment  or  election  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art  of  one  or  more 
members  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  of  one  or  more  principals  of  grammar 
schools  from  among  the  Cwe  receiving  the  highest  numi)cr  of  votes  of  the  Teachers' 
Institute. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  from  the  above  statement  of  facts, 
tliat  the  teachers,  as  a  body,  are  anxious  to  teach  drawing  in 
the  pubhc  schools  as  it  should  be  taught,  and  that  all  that  is 
wanting  to  bring  this  about  is  to  give  the  teachers  the  requi- 
site instruction.  The  Committee  from  the  Teachers'  Institute 
ask  this  Institution  to  supply  this  want.  It  is  a  task  of  mag- 
nitude and  involves  great  responsibilities,  yet  your  Trustees  are 
of  the  opinion  that  it  should  be  undertaken. 

No  properly  organized  effort  has  been  made  to  have  the 
study  of  drawing  given  its  proper  place  and  attention  in  our 
public  school  system,  and  if  the  plan  proposed  above  shall 
bring  this  about,  the  results  will  be  such  that  the  community 
can  hardly  fail  to  give  it  all  the  aid  and  encouragement  in 
th  ir  power.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THl-  TRUSTEES, 

For  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  November  30th,  1880. 


During  the  period  included  in  this  report — the  fifth  year  of 
the  Museum  and  the  third  year  of  the  School — ^progress  has 
been  made  toward  effecting  the  purpose  for  which  the  corpora- 
tion was  formed.  This  purpose,  as  stated  in  the  charter,  "is  to 
establish  for  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, a  Museum  of  Art,  in  all  its  branches  and  technical  appli- 
catiouj  and  with  a  special  view  to  the  development  of  the  Art 
Industries  of  the  State,  to  provide  instruction  in  Drawing, 
Painting,  Modelling,  Designing,  et  cetera,  through  practical 
schools,  special  libraries,  lectures  and  otherwise.  The  Institu- 
tion to  be  similar  in  its  general  features  to  the  South  Kensington 
Museum  of  London."  The  progress  made  may  be  briefly  sum- 
marized as  follows  :  The  Museum  collections  have  been  added  to 
and  further  arranged,  and  the  School  has  been  removed  to  more 
convenient  quarters  (1 709  Chestnut  Street),  and  placed  in  charge 
of  an  experienced  teacher  as  principal. 

At  the  time  the  change  in  the  location  and  discipline  of  the 
School  was  under  discussion,  the  question  was  raised  of  the  de- 
sirability of  endeavoring  to  unite  the  two  departments  of  the 
institution — the  Museum  and  the  School — under  one  roof  in  the 
central  portion  of  the  city.  It  was  conceded  that  there  would 
be  numerous  advantages  in  such  an  arrangement,  especially  an 
immediate  benefit  to  the  School.   But  your  Trustees  were  agreed, 
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regarding  the  institution  as  designed  to  become  to  Pennsylvania  and 
Pliiladel^jliia  what  South  Kensington  is  to  England  and  London, 
that  the  Museum  could  not  be  more  appropriately  or  advanta- 
geously placed  than  in  Memorial  Hall.  Furthermore,  the  possi- 
bility had  to  be  considered  of  experience  showing  that,  in  so  large  a 
city  as  this,  better  educational  results  might  be  had  from  several 
schools,  like  the  Chestnut  Street  School,  situated  in  widely-sepa- 
rated districts,  than  could  be  obtained  from  one  school  centrally 
located.  A  permanent  location  with  ample  accommodation  and 
provision  for  the  safety  of  the  collections  is  necessary  for  the 
Museum,  while  for  the  school  or  schools  accessibility  is  the  chief 
requisite.     Both  of  these  are  had  by  the  present  arrangement. 

In  the  spring.  Park  workmen  began  the  much-needed  repairs 
to  Memorial  Hall,  under  an  appropriation  from  Councils  for  that 
purpose.  The  work  was  continued  until  the  money  was  ex- 
hausted, but  so  much  remains  to  be  done  that  another  appropria- 
tion will  be  necessary  next  year.  If,  when  this  is  made,  a  sum 
is  added  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Hall,  the  institution  will  be 
relieved  of  a  burden  of  expense  that  has  seriously  hindered  its 
progress  and  you  will  be  enabled  to  open  the  Museum  free  to  the 
public* 

Reviewing  the  history  of  the  corporation  from  its  beginning, 
five  years  ago,  numerous  evidences  appear  to  show  that  the  most 
difficult  part  of  the  work  has  been  accomplished.  The  Museum 
iuis  been  established  and  the  School  begun,  and  both  brought  to 
a  high  degree  of  excellence,  during  a  period  of  financial  de- 
pression and  with  the  community  at  large  indifferent  of  their 
success.     Now,  with  returning  prosperity,  there  is  awakening 


*  Councils  passed  an  appropriation  "for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of 
Memorial  Hall,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars.  Provided  that  only  five  thou- 
sand (5,000)  dollars  of  this  item  shall  be  expended  unless  said  Hall  be  thrown 
open  to  the  public."

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an  interest  in  everything  pertaining  to  industrial  education — art 
and  technical.  Museums  and  art  schools  are  being  established 
in  the  principal  cities  of  the  east  and  "west.*  Several  of  the 
great  manuflicturing  jntercsts  are  establishing  special  schools  for 
their  employes.  Drawing  is  beginning  to  be  generally  taught 
in  the  public  schools.  And  all  of  these  influences  are  so  favora- 
ble to  the  success  of  an  institution  of  this  character  that  your 
Trustees  recommend  the  present  as  an  opportune  time  to  enlist 
public  interest  in  this  institution,  believing  that  it  is  only  neces- 
sary to  make  its  scope  and  purpose  better  known  througliout  the 
city  and  State  to  secure  hearty  co-operation  in  its  support. 

During  the  year  your  Board  of  Trustees  has  lost  by  the  death 
of  Hon.  William  Bigler  and  Chapman  Biddle,  Esquire,  two  of 
its  senior  members.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  were  earnest  pro- 
moters of  the  scheme  at  its  inception,  and  were  among  those 
named  in  the  charter  as  Trustees  for  the  first  year. 

Following  is  a  statement  for  the  twelve  months  of  the  work 
done  in  the  Museum  and  in  the  School : 

THE  MUSEUM. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  months  much  inconvenience  was 
experienced  from  the  leaks  in  the  roof  and  from  fragments  of 
the  decaying  zinc  ornamentation  of  the  building  breaking 
through  the  glass  dome  of  the  rotunda.  In  stormy  weather,  the 
employes  of  the  Museum  were  kept  busy  using  means  to  pre- 
vent the  water  from  falling  on  the  cases  of  exhibits.  In  the 
spring,  an  appropriaton  of  $5,000  was  made  by  Councils  to  the 

*  Tlie  fortlicoming  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education  for  1879-80 
contains  a  list  of  thirty-five  institutions  of  this  cliaracter,  most  of  tliem  re- 
ceiving State  or  municipal  ai<l,  and  several  of  them  liberally  endowed  by  in- 
dividuals. 
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Park  Commissioners  for  the  repair  of  the  building,  and  work- 
men were  sent,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Park,  to  remove  the  eagles,  the  statue  of  Columbia  and  other 
decaying  ornaments  which  threatened  to  fall^  Some  of  the  most 
necessary  repairs  to  the  roofs  and  dome  were  also  made,  but  the 
appropriation  was  exhausted  before  the  repairs  to  the  dome  were 
completed.  Sufficient,  however,  has  been  done  to  make  the  ro- 
tunda available  for  exhibition  purposes,  and  several  new  cases 
have  been  erected  there. 

The  number  of  objects  on  deposit  returned  to  their  owners  has 
been  more  than  supplied  by  the  new  loans  received.  This  plan — 
of  receiving  art  objects  on  deposit  for  a  certain  specified  time,  can 
be  made  a  very  attractive  and  instructive  feature  of  the  Museum, 
if  the  members  will  interest  themselves  in  it  sufficiently  to  so- 
licit and  contribute  loans.  Besides  the  numerous  valuable  pri- 
vate collections  that  might  be  obtained,  there  are  the  small 
cabinets  and  the  countless  number  of  single  objects  here  and 
there,  from  which  selections  could  be  made  to  illustrate  periods 
and  methods  of  art  workmanship. 

The  gifts  to  General  Grant,  deposited  by  ^Mr.  G.  W.  Childs, 
continue  in  the  custody  of  the  Museum,  and  prove  a  never-fail- 
ing attraction  to  visitors.  In  September  they  were  sent  to 
Chicago,  as  a  loan  to  the  Industrial  Exhibition  there.  Another 
loan  from  its  collections  was  made  by  the  Museum  in  February, 
to  the  Social  Art  Club.  At  that  time  a  pair  of  elaborately  orna- 
mented vases  of  Doulton-ware  were  exhibited  for  the  first  time. 
These  vases,  selected  by  Sir  Philip  Cunliffe  Owen,  C.  B.,  K.  C. 
M.  G.,  were  presented  to  the  Museum  by  four  of  your  Trustees. 

The  most  important  contribution  the  Museum  has  received,  is 
the  collection  of  objects  of  industrial  art  to  be  donated  by  Mrs. 
Moore  as  a  memorial  of  her  husband,  the  late  Bloomfield  H. 
Moore,  Esquire.     Upwards  of  one  hundred  pieces  for  this  col- 
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lection  have  already  been  received  and  others  are  awaiting  deliv- 
ery in  the  custom-house.  One  of  the  suite  of  nortli  rooms  has 
been  designated  to  receive  this  generous  gift,  Avhich  is  always  to 
be  known  as  "  The  Moore  Collection  of  Industrial  Art." 

The  stained  glass  window,  containing  figures  symbolizing  Art 
and  Industry,  designed  and  manufactured  as  a  gift  to  this  insti- 
tution, by  W.  H.  Constable,  Esq.,  of  the  Cambridge  Stained  Glass 
Works,  England,  was  received  in  July.  This  beautiful  example 
of  the  glass-stainer's  art  has  been  placed  on  the  east  side  of  the 
vestibule,  opposite  the  window  which  was  manufactured  at  the 
above-named  works  for  exhibition  at  the  Centennial. 

The  Committee  of  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  Engi- 
neers, to  inspect  the  collection  of  mining  and  metallurgy,  made 
their  annual  visit  in  December,  and  expressed  themselves  well 
satisfied  with  the  arrangement  and  classification  of  the  specimens. 

There  are  now  on  exhibition  the  following  objects  belonging 
to  the  Museum  :

Of  these,  2,677  have  been  catalogued.  All  are  plainly 
labelled. 

In  the  spring  a  circular  of  inquiry  was  sent  to  some  four 
hundred  manufacturers  in  this  city,  to  ascertain  their  disposition 
to  contribute  to  an  exhibition  representative  of  the  local  indus- 
trial art  of  Philadelphia,  proposed  to  be  held  in  Memorial  Hall 
during  the  State  fair.  But  the  number  of  affirmative  responses 
was  so  small  that  the  committee  having  the  subject  in  charge  de- 
cided that  it  would  be  unwise  for  the  institution  to  assume  the 
financial  risk  of  the  undertaking.  Since  then,  however,  per- 
sonal inquiry  among  manufacturers  has  shown  that  the  object  of 
the  proposed  exhibition  had  not  been  clearly  understood,  and 
it  is  probable  that  another  efiPort  would  be  successful.  Certainly, 
one  of  the  chief  purposes  of  a  museum  of  this  character  is  to 
illustrate  the  progress  of  local  art  manufactures  as  compared 
with  foreign  production.  And  if  periodical  exhibitions  of  in- 
dustrial art  can  be  given  by  this  institution — as  exhibitions  of 
fine  arts  are  given  by  the  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts,  and  of  me- 
chanic art  by  the  Franklin  Institute — its  usefulness  to  the  com- 
munity will  be  greatly  increased.

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THE  SCHOOL. 

The  experience  of  the  two  years  during  which  the  school  had 
been  in  existence  having  convinced  your  Trustees  ,that  it  was 
doing  a  good  and  needed  work,  and  that  no  effort  should  be 
spared  to  increase  its  usefulness,  they  have  given  particular  at- 
tention to  this  branch  of  the  institution.  During  those  two 
years  the  students  had  been  instructed  by  two  gentlemen — non- 
professional teachers — who  had  generously  given  to  the  work  all 
the  time  and  attention  that  they  could  spare  from  their  own  occupa- 
tions. But  early  in  the  fall  term  of  1879,  it  was  seen  that  the 
school  had  progressed  so  far  that  the  students  needed  the  undi- 
vided attention  of  a  trained  instructor  as  principal.  Accord- 
ingly an  engagement  was  made  with  Mr.  li.  W.  Miller,  at  that 
time  art  master  of  the  Normal  School  of  Salem,  Mass.,  and 
instructor  of  drawing  in  one  of  the  Boston  adult  night-schools^ 
to  take  charge  of  the  Museum  classes.  Mr.  Miller  moved  to 
Philadelphia  in  the  summer  to  make  ready  for  the  re-opening  of 
the  school  in  September.  A  curriculum  was  prepared  provid- 
ing a  three  years'  course  of  instruction  in  drawing,  painting  and 
modelling.  It  is  so  arranged  that  the  student,  on  the  completion 
of  the  first  year's  work,  may  choose  which  of  the  two  studies — 
painting  or  modelling — he  will  take  during  the  second  year.  A 
certificate  will  be  given  on  the  completion  of  the  work  of  each 
year,  and  a  diploma  on  the  completion  of  the  course.  The  ses- 
sion began  with  a  diminished  number  from  the  last  year,  but  the 
attendance  increased  so  rapidly  that  before  the  first  month  was 
passed  the  accommodations  in  the  Franklin  Institute,  which 
were  shared  with  the  classes  of  the  latter,  proved  insufficient  for 
both  schools.  A  speedy  change  of  location  having  thus  become 
necessary,  the  rooms  at  1709  Chestnut  Street,  which  the  school  is 
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now  occupying,  were  rented.  The  removal  was  made  on  No- 
vember 8th,  and  its  advantages  are  ah'eady  evident. 

The  usual  closing  exercises  of  the  school  year  were  lield  in 
the  Hall  on  May  22d.  An  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the 
scholars  was  opened,  and  speeches  were  made  by  the  Hon.  John 
Welsh,  Mr.  Charles  G.  Leland,  Mr.  C.  M.  Burns  and  Dr.  A.  C. 
Lambdin.  The  great  need  for  the  foundation  of  a  popular  sys- 
tem of  industrial  art  education  being  laid  in  the  public  schools 
was  ably  shown  by  these  speakers,  and  one  pointed  out  how  it 
might  be  possible,  building  on  this  foundation,  for  the  several 
institutions  in  this  city  conducting  schools  of  fine,  industrial  or 
mechanic  art,  to  unite  in  constructing  a  scheme  of  higher  educa- 
tion that  would  fulfill  all  the  requirements  of  a  university  of 
the  arts.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

For  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  November  30tli,  1881.^ 


In  making  this  Sixth  Annual  Report,  your  Trustees  have  the 
satisfaction  of  reviewing  the  events  of  a  year  in  which  the  institu- 
tion has  made  an  encouraging  advance  towards  that  position  of 
usefulness  in  the  community  which  it  was  projected  to  fill.  Dur- 
ing the  past  twelve  months  the  School  has  been  well  established 
under  a  competent  Principal,  in  a  convenient  locality,  and  the 
Museum  has  been  opened  free  to  the  public  without  any  restric- 
tion whatever. 

It  is  too  soon  yet  for  the  School  to  expect  any  general  recogni- 
tion, or  even  for  the  development  of  the  full  measure  of  its  useful- 
ness, for  the  study  of  art  in  any  of  its  branches  is  too  new  and  in 
too  experimental  a  stage  with  us  for  any  well-defined  conceptions, 
either  of  its  range  or  limitations,  to  be  very  generally  appreciated 
or  understood.  But  the  number  is  yearly  increasing  of  earnest 
and  ingenious  persons  who  find  in  the  artistic  possibilities  of  va- 
rious industrial  pursuits  an  incentive  to  worthier  efforts  than  are 
called  for  in  the  mechanical  routine  into  which  the  trades  have 
seemed  to  be  drifting — persons  who  can  estimate,  tlierefore,  at  its 
true  value  the  advantages  of  such  education. 

Standards  of  popular  taste  are  perceptibly  raised  and  instruction 
in  the  elements  of  art  is  beginning  to  be  very  generally  regarded 
as  a  necessary  part  of  any  educational  scheme.  It  is  impossible 
that  this  feeling  should  not  continue  and  increase,  and  that  the 
usefulness  of  the  School  should  not  grow  with  an  extended  knowl- 
edge of  its  methods  and  its  aims.  Meanwhile,  the  students  are 
making  encouraging  progress  in  the  use  of  the  implements  and 
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resources  of  the  designers,  and  in  that  phase  of  artistic  culture 
whose  influence  is  most  widely  diff'used,  and  whose  application  is 
not  confined  to  any  craft  or  profession. 

The  opening  of  the  Museum  free  to  the  public,  long  desired  by 
your  Trustees,  and  deferred  until  this  time  only  because  the  funds 
of  the  institution  were  not  sufficient  to  permit  it,  was  made  pos- 
sible by  the  appropriation  by  City  Councils  of  $10,000  for  the 
maintenance  and  repair  of  Memorial  Hall  during  the  year  1881* 
This  event  marks  a  memorable  era  in  the  history  of  the  institution- 
Previous  to  this  time,  during  the  three  years,  1878-79-80,  when 
an  admission  fee  was  charged,  the  total  number  «of  visitors  to  the 
Museum  was  but  42,000,  while  during  the  eleven  months  of  1881 
included  in  this  report,  it  was  visited  by  128,000  persons. 

It  is  probable  that  next  year  the  attendance  will  be  greater  even 
than  that  here  recorded.  For  with  the  removal  of  the  Main 
Building,  and  the  steam  cars  running  every  few  minutes  during 
the  day  from  Broad  and  Market  streets  to  the  Girard  Avenue 
Station,  the  public  will  have  conveniences  of  access  to  the  Hall 
never  before  possible.  And,  surely,  with  so  large  a  proportion  of 
our  citizens  informed  of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  Museum 
for  rational  enjoyment,  culture  and  self-improvement,  it  cannot  be 
long  before  the  community  must  realize  the  importance  of  sustain- 
ing in  Philadelphia  an  institution  of  this  kind  and  of  contributing 
liberally  to  its  support. 

The  appropriation  by  Councils  for  the  maintenance  of  Memorial 
Hall  has  relieved  the  institution  of  certain  expenses  which  have 
heretofore  seriously  crippled  its  usefulness,  but  the  need  for  an 
Endowment  Fund  not  only  remains,  but  is  more  urgent  now  than 
ever  before.  It  is  needed  to  develope  the  educational  work  of  the 
school  and  to  give  permanency  to  the  Museum.  Although  your 
Trustees  have  no  fund  with  which  to  make  purchases  for  the  col- 
lections, yet  the  latter  are  constantly  growing  by  the  acquisition  of 
gifts  and  the  increasing  number  of  deposits  on  loan.  This  fact 
alone  demonstrates  the  need  for  giving  the  institution  that  perma- 
nence which  an  endowment  fund  will  best  assure  to  it.  It  also 
shows  that  with  an  endowment  fund  secured  the  institution  will 
have  no  difficulty  in  maintaining  a  steady  and  continuous  growth. 
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This  is  the  history  of  all  the  great  Museums  in  Europe,  and  in  our 
own  record  of  the  past  year  we  find  a  noteworthy  illustration  of 
the  way  this  growth  is  attained.  We  refer  to  the  munificent  gift 
from  Mrs.  Moore  as  a  memorial  of  her  husband,  the  late  Bloom- 
field  H.  Moore,  Esq.  This  gift  consists  of  an  extensive  collection 
of  carved  wood,  ivory,  metal  work,  glass,  porcelain  and  pottery, 
gold  and  silversmiths'  work,  jewelry,  and  other  objects  of  artistic 
value,  selected  by  Mrs.  Moore  herself,  or  by  experts  acting  for  her, 
for  this  particular  purpose. 

It  is  as  the  custodian  of  art  treasures  such  as  these,  intended 
expressly  for  the  public  use,  that  the  institution  is  seeking  to  ob- 
tain a  fund  sufficient  to  insure  its  permanency.  And  although  no 
sum  of  money  has  yet  been  received  for  this  purpose,  your  Trustees 
have  secured  a  sufficient  number  of  pledges  of  subscription,  con- 
ditioned on  the  raising  of  a  certain  specified  amount,  to  encourage 
them  to  persevere  in  their  efforts.  Heretofore,  what  has  been  done 
towards  the  foundation  and  the  support  of  the  institution  is  the 
result  of  unremitted  effort  on  the  part  of  your  Officers,  seconded  by 
the  assistance  of  a  few  generous  friends,  but  your  Trustees  think 
that  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  the  members  and  the  public 
generally  should  be  called  on  actively  to  interest  themselves  in  the 
work  of  securing  an  endowment  fund.  The  approaching  bi-cen- 
tennial  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Philadelphia  offers  a  favora- 
ble opportunity  to  accomplish  this,  as  no  more  fitting  memorial  of 
the  event  could  be  erected  than  a  museum  of  this  kind — where  the 
history  of  the  city's  progress  in  art  manufactures  will  be  preserved 
in  examples,  and  where  her  artisans  will  be  stimulated  to  fresh  ex- 
ertions by  seeing  displayed  the  best  work  of  their  fellow-artisans 
in  other  centres  of  industry. 

Following  is  the  detailed  report  of  the  Museum  and  the  School 
for  the  year : 

THE  MUSEUM. 

The  repairs  made  to  the  roof  and  dome  of  Memorial  Hall,  in 
the  spring  of  1880,  greatly  improved  the  condition  of  the  building, 
but  the  heavy  snows  of  the  succeeding  winter,  and  the  subsequent 
rains  and  thaws,  developed  numerous  leaks,  showing  that  much 


remained  to  be  done  to  insure  its  proper  preservation.  One  com- 
mon source  of  leakage  was  the  freezing  of  the  eaves-pipes,  causing 
a  back-flow  of  water  under  the  glass  roof.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
winter  an  attempt  to  remedy  this  was  made  by  introducing  steam- 
jets  into  some  of  the  pipes.  The  experiment  proved  perfectly 
successful,  and,  during  the  summer,  similar  steam-jets  have  been 
introduced  into  all  the  other  pipes.  The  other  work  done  on  the 
building  this  year  out  of  the  appropriation  made  by  Councils  for 
that  purpose,  may  be  summarized  as  follows :  Further  repairs  to 
the  glass  and  tin  roof  and  to  the  dome;  replastering  the  damaged 
portions  of  the  walls  and  tinting  or  whitening  the  discolorations ; 
repairs  to  the  marble  flooring:  providing  iron  gates  for  the  area 
entrances  and  iron  gratings  for  the  windows  of  the  suite  of  north 
rooms,  and  repointing  the  granite  bases  to  the  statues  of  Clio  and 
Calliope  on  the  South  Terrace. 

Beginning  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1881,  the  Museum  was 
opened  free  to  the  public.  The  following  table  shows  the  num- 
ber of  visitors  in  each  month,  and  the  total  number  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  November  30 :

This  great  increase  in  the  number  of  visitors  over  previous 
years,  added  considerably  to  the  labor  of  the  employes,  and  made  it 
necessary  to  close  the  Hall  one  day  in  the  week  (Monday  is  the 
day  selected)  for  the  purpose  of  sweeping,  dusting,  etc.  It  was  also 
deemed  prudent,  in  order  to  increase  the  authority  of  the  attendants

to  have  two  of  them  appointed  speeial  policemen.     Tt  is,  however, , 
gnitifying  to  report  that  the  conduct  of  visitors  has  been  uniformly 
orderly  and  well-behaved — a  good  evidence  of  their  appreciation 
of  a  free  resort  of  this  character. 

In  the  Spring  a  brief  pamphlet  "  Guide  to  the  Museum  "  was  pre- 
pared. Copies  of  this  with  the  Catalogue  of  the  "  India  Collec- 
tion," Mr.  Phillips'  "Notes  on  the  Collection  of  Coins,"  Mr. 
Hoppin's  "Guide  to  Windsor  Castle  "  and  to  "  The  Tower  of  Lon- 
don," and  photographs  of  objects  in  the  Museum  were  placed  on 
sale  at  the  catalogue  stand  in  the  south  vestibule.  They  are  sold  for 
a  price  just  sufficient  to  cov^er  the  cost  of  publication  and  the 
wages  of  a  sales-lad. 

The  completion  of  the  slip  inventory  of  the  collections  and  the 
progress  made  on  the  classification  lists,  will  enable  the  publication 
of  a  series  of  descriptive  catalogues  to  be  begun  early  next  year 
(1882).  In  anticipation  of  the  rearrangement  of  objects  which 
will  then  be  made,  five  new  cases  have  been  placed  in  the  Rotunda, 
and  five  in  the  South  Vestibule.  To  sup})ly  the  need  for  additional 
exhibition  space,  one  new  case  has  been  placed  in  the  Textile  room 
and  two  new  cases  in  the  North  Corridor. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  departments  of  Mining  and 
Metallurgy  since  last  year,  when  the  committee  a})pointed  by  the 
American  Institute  of  Mining  Engineers  visited  it  and  expressed 
themselves  pleased  with  the  arrangement. 

During  the  Summer  vacation  an  exhibition  was  made  in  the 
Rotunda  of  the  work  of  the  students  in  the  School.  There  was 
also  placed  permanently  in  the  North  Corridor  a  series  of  drawings, 
illustrating  the  course  of  study  they  had  pursued  during  the  year. 
This  series  shows,  better  than  any  circular  could  explain,  the 
system  and  methods  employed,  and  competent  judges,  who  have 
examined  the  plates,  express  themselves  well-pleased  with  the  re- 
sults. 

In  September  the  Huffnagle  collection  of  curiosities  and  works 
of  art  was  deposited  in  the  Museum  by  Mr.  George  W.  Huffnagle 
Such  portions  of  it  as  were  not  desirable  for  exhibition  purposes  have 
been  stored,  and  the  remainder  placed  on  view,  chiefly  in  the 
Rotunda.     A  number  of  valuable  objects  have  been  obtained  in  this 
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.  way,  notably  a  mummy-case   from  the   tombs   of  Sakhara,  in  a 
very  perfect  state  of  preservation. 

The  room  appropriated  to  the  Moore-memorial  collection  has 
proved  too  small  for  the  purpose,  and  arrangements  are  now  mak- 
ing to  place  cases  in  the  adjoining  room,  in  order  properly  to  dis- 
play the  inany  beautiful  objects  which  make  this  valuable  gift. 

Among  the  objects  belonging  to  the  Museum  placed  upon  view 
this  year,  are  Eight  Etchings,  completing  the  set  illustrating  the 
work  of  the  students  in  the  etching  class  at  South  Kensington; 
Eight  Electrotype  Plates  from  the  Strogonoff  School,  Moscow; 
Ninety-eight  samples  of  Swedish  flax  :  Thirteen  pieces  of  Egyptian 
Textiles,  and  a  collection  of  Watch-Makers'  Files  from  Switzer- 
land.

Pictures:  29  oil 
paintings  (not  catalogued),  15  medallion  heads  and  miniatures.

THE  SCHOOL. 

Since  the  removal  of  the  School  to  its  present  location,  1709 
Chestnut  Street,  a  steady  improvement  in  its  working  has  been 
observable.  Indeed,  it  is  only  since  that  time  that  the  atmosphere 
and  association  which  are  so  necessary  to  its  success  have  been  pos- 
sible. The  curriculum  prepared  by  the  Principal  for  a  three  years' 
course  of  instruction  has  required  no  modification,  and  will,  doubt- 
less, be  completed  without  change.  The  rooms  are  located  in  a 
central  and  easily  accessible  part  of  the  city,  and  are  furnished  with 
all  the  necessary  appliances  for  thorough  and  systematic  study. 
Models  and  casts  to  meet  the  requirements  of  advanced  students 
are  added  as  needed,  and  the  portion  of  the  library  which  would 
be  of  most  direct  help  in  their  studies  has  been  brought  in  from  the 
Museum. 

The  usual  closing  exercises  of  the  School-year  were  held  on  th^ 
afternoon  of  June  4th,  in  the  School-building.  Addresses  were 
made  by  Coleman  Sellers,  Prof.  Henry  Morton,  and  L.  W.  Miller, 
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the  Principal  of  the  Sciiool.     An  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the 
students  followed. 

""  With  the  view  of  extending  its  usefulness  and  of  bringing  the 
work  of  the  School  into  closer  relations  with  that  of  the  public 
schools,  your  Trustees,  at  a  meeting  held  July  12,  1880,  voted  to 
place  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education  five  free 
scholarships,  to  be  annually  filled  by  appointment  of  the  Board, 
the  scholarships  to  be  for  a  three  years'  course  of  instruction.  The 
offer  Avas  accepted  by  the  Board,  and  five  appointments  were  made, 
the  recipients  of  which  are  now  doing  good  work  in  the  school. 
The  five  appointments  for  this  second  year  will  be  filled  before 
this  report  is  in  print. 

The  importance  of  Technical  Education,  as  a  means  of  advancing, 
not  only  the  interests  of  the  individual,  but  the  industrial  prosperity 
of  the  State,  claims  more  and  more  attention  each  year,  and  there 
seems  to  be  no  question  that  the  necessary  instruction  can  be  given 
in  schools  with  greater  economy  of  time,  and  with  more  satisfactory 
results — because  the  training  may  be  made  broader  and  more  intel- 
lectual— than  in  the  worka-e»  itself,  to  say  nothing  of  the  fact  that, 
owing  to  causes  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  specify  here,  the  work- 
shops of  to-day  are  practically  closed  to  the  seeker  after  instruc- 
tion. 

But  whatever  methods  of  technical  education  may  be  in  future 
adopted,  and  how  far  the  imparting  of  such  instruction  Avill  be 
found  to  belong  to  the  province  of  the  public  schools,  there  can 
never  be  any  question  of  the  importunce  of  the  methods  of  study 
pursued  in  this  School,  in  their  intimate  relation  to  all  skilled  labor. 
And  it  is  the  hope  of  your  Trustees  that  in  the  normal  instruction 
which  it  is  largely  the  business  -of  the  School  to  furnish,  may  be 
laid  the  foundations  of  an  art  education  deeper  and  more  far-reach- 
ing than  can  be  well  foreseen  at  present;  for  it  is  inevitable  that 
for  many  years  to  come  the  students  who  pursue  to  graduation  the 
studies  required  here  should  find  their  place  chiefly  as  teachprs, 
while  an  inportant  part  of  the  usefulness  of  the  School  must  always, 
as  at  present,  be  found  in  the  Normal  Art  instruction  of  public 
school  teachers,  who  have  not  had  the  benefit  of  such  training.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

For  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  December  30th,  1882. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  held  January  9th,  1882,  it  was 
deemed  advisable  to  change  the  ending  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the 
Corporation  from  November  30th  to  December  31st.  This  Report, 
tiierefore,  covers  a  period  of  thirteen  months. 

During  this  time  both  departments  of  the  Institution,  the  Museum 
and  the  School,  have  maintained  a  steady  growth. 

Although  no  purchases  have  been  made,  the  collections  of  the 
Museum  have  been  augmented  by  the  acquisition  of  valuable  gifts 
and  bequests  from  individuals,  and  the  number  of  objects  received 
upon  loan  has  been  greater  than  the  number  of  objects  returned. 
There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  School,  and  the 
Evening  Class  is  now  as  large  as  can  be  conveniently  accommo- 
dated in  the  rooms  the  School  now  occupies.  Thus  far  in  the 
present  school  year  nine  scholars  from  the  public  schools  have  been 
received  upon  the  free-scholarship  foundation. 

During  the  twelve  months  of  1882  the  Museum  was  visited  by 
159,283  persons — 23,753  more  than  during  the  previous  year.  Of 
a  pleasant  Sunday  afternoon  in  summer  it  was  not  unusual  to  have 
2,500  visitors,  and  as  many  as  1,549  persons  have  passed  through 
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the  stiles  in  a  single  hour.  This  increase  in  the  number  of  visitors 
is  the  more  noteworthy  because,  during  all  this  time,  the  work  of 
taking  down  the  Main  Exhibition  Building  cut  oif  all  access 
to  the  Hall  from  that  direction,  and  compelled  visitors  to  take  the 
long  and  fatiguing  walk  around  the  Exhibition  enclosure.  When 
this  obstruction  is  removed  and  a  pathway  is  made  from  the 
Hall  to  Elm  Avenue,  the  Museum  will  be,  for  the  first  time  in  its 
history,  easily  accessible  to  the  public.  The  measure  of  its  popu- 
larity and  usefulness  will  then  be  greatly  increased. 

The  year  has  been  memorable  in  the  history  of  the  Institution 
by  the  formal  gift  to  the  Museum  by  Mrs.  Bloomfield  Moore,  on 
the  12th  of  May,  of  the  Moore  Memorial  Collection.  This  very 
valuable  collection  of  objects,  illustrating  industrial  art  in  a  mul- 
titude of  ways,  occupies  the  whole  of  the  east  corridor  of  the  build- 
ing. A  portrait  of  the  late  Bloomfield  Moore,  Esq.,  who  is  com- 
memorated in  this  noble  gift,  has  a  j)rominent  place  in  the  room. 

Other  noteworthy  additions  to  the  Museum  are  the  collections  of 
Grteco-Roraan  and  Pueblo  pottery  bequeathed  to  it  by  the  late 
William  S.  Vaux,  Esq.,  and  the  gift  by  John  T.  Morris,  Esq.,  of 
a  beautiful  white  bronze  bell,  made  by  the  celebrated  Italian  bell 
founders,  the  Poli  Brothers.  Mr.  Morris  bought  this  bell  at 
the  Milan  Exhibition  of  1881,  and  in  his  letter  of  presentation 
he  suggests  that  the  attention  of  all  those  interested  in  the  Institu- 
tion who  purpose  going  abroad  be  called  "  to  the  fact  that  if  each 
traveler  would  bring  home  an  object  for  the  Museum,  it  would  help 
on  the  good  work.  New  Yorkers,"  he  adds,  "are  remembering 
their  museums,  and  why  should  not  Philadelphians  do  the  same 
with  ours  ?  Thoughtlessness,  in  some  cases,  I  feel  sure  is  the  cause." 
Your  Trustees  earnestly  hope  that  this  timely  suggestion  will 
prompt  others  to  follow  the  generous  example  of  Mr.  Morris. 

The  need  of  an  Endowment  Fund  sufficiently  large  to  insure  the 
perpetuity  of  the  Institution,  so  earnestly  urged  by  your  last  Board 
of  Trustees,  becomes  more  pressing  with  each  year  that  is  allowed 
to  pass  without  securing  the  Fund.  Every  acceptance  of  gifts 
and  bequests  of  objects  to  the  Museum  carries  with  it  an  implied 
obligation  to  provide  for  their  permanent  preservation.  During 
the  past  year  your  Trustees  have  continued  their  efforts  to  make 


such  provision,  and  have  obtained  subscriptions  amounting  to 
$47,000,  toward  a  fund  of  $50,000.  Of  these  subscriptions,  Mrs. 
Susan  R.  Barton  gave  $10,000  and  W.  E.  Garrett,  Esq.,  Jr., 
$5,000  in  cash,  which  are  now  invested  and  drawing  interest.  The 
other  subscriptions  have  been  made  payable  when  the  whole 
amount  is  subscribed. 

The  appropriations  of  Councils  for  the  maintenance  and  repair 
of  Memorial  Hall  enables  the  Institution  to  display  its  collections 
free  to  the  public,  in  a  building  admirably  adapted  to  the  purpose ; 
but  with  the  strictest  economy  in  the  wages  and  the  number  of  per- 
sons employed,  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  Museum  in  this 
building  exceeds  the  appropriation  for  maintenance.  This  excess 
and  the  deficit  on  the  School  account  have  to  be  paid  by  the  annual 
subscriptions  of  members.  As  both  of  these  sources  of  income  are 
variable  and  uncertain,  your  Trustees  again  urge  upon  members 
and  friends  of  the  Institution  the  importance  of  providing  an 
endowment  that  will  secure  its  existence,  independent  of  annual 
appropriations  or  subscriptions.  Nothing  now  limits  its  useful- 
ness but  a  lack  of  funds. 

■  Following  are  the  Reports  of  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  and 
the  Principal  of  the  School  : 

THE  MUSEUM. 
During  the  year,  the  work  of  numbering  and  making  an  inven- 
tory of  the  Museum  collections  has  been  completed.  Every  object 
in  these  collections  has  been  marked  with  its  proper  number  in  a 
sequence,  showing  its  date  of  acquisition  by  the  Museum.  For  each 
object  a  ciird  slip  has  been  written,  describing  it  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible, as  follows  :  1,  The  name  of  the  object ;  2,  its  nature  or  ma- 
terial ;  3,  its  title  or  description ;  4,  place  of  manufacture ;  5,  date 
of  manufacture ;  6,  shape  or  dimensions ;  7,  condition  (if  neces- 
sary) ;  8,  whether  donated  (with  name  of  donor)  or  purchased ;  9, 
date  of  acquisition.*  After  these  slips  are  copied  into  the  register 
— in  the  sequential  order  mentioned — they  are  arranged  alphabeti- 
cally, in  the  order  of  the  name  of  the  objects  described,  under  the 
division  to  which  they  belong,  as  metal  work,  glass,  etc.     An  inspec-

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tion  of  these  slips  shows  that  the  Museum  contains  9,978  objects  and 
groups  of  obje(;ts,  arranged  under  nineteen  divisions,    (See  Table  A.) 

The  room  n)entioned  in  the  last  report,  that  was  fitted  up  for 
the  reception  of  the  Moore  Memorial  Collection,  soon  proved  too 
small  for  the  proper  display  of  all  the  objects  which  Mrs.  Moore 
signified  her  intention  of  including  in  her  munificent  gift,  and  at 
her  request  the  whole  of  the  East  Corridor  was  placed  at  her  dis- 
posal for  that  purpose.  Here  the  collection  was  arranged  under  the 
personal  supervision  of  Mrs.  Moore.  On  the  12tli  of  May,  after 
she  had  made  a  formal  gift  of  the  collection  to  the  Institution,  the 
room  was  opened  to  the  public.  During  the  summer  and  fall, 
Mrs.  Moore  has  made  numerous  additions  to  the  original  collec- 
tion, chief  among  which  are  the  series  of  four  large  Brussels  tapes- 
tries designed  by  Tem[)esta,  that  now  adorn  the  east  wall.  The 
value,  variety,  and  beauty  of  the  contents  of  this  room  make  it  the 
most  attractive  feature  of  the  Museum. 

The  Grant  Gifts,  which,  by  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  George  W. 
Childs,  were  so  long  on  exhibition  here,  and  which  proved  a  source 
of  so  much  interest  to  visitors,  were  returned  early  in  the  year  to 
their  distinguished  owner. 

Three  large  cases  have  been  filled  with  the  William  S.  Vaux 
bequest  of  Gra^co-Roman  and  Pueblo  pottery. 

Three  wall  cases  for  the  collection  of  Coins  and  Medals  belonging 
to  the  Numismatic  and  Antiquarian  Society  have  been  arranged 
by  a  committee  of  the  Society.  Other  cases  are  now  in  course  of 
arrangement  by  them.  Another  member  of  the  Society,  who  is 
also  a  Trustee  of  the  Museum,  has  kindly  undertaken  the  task  of 
j)reparing  for  exhibition  the  collection  of  electrotype  copies  of  coins 
in  the  British  Museum  which  was  given  to  this  Institution  by 
Mrs.  J.  Owen  Wister  last  year. 

The  growth  of  the  Museum  has  necessitated  the  removal  of 
the  collections  of  Mining  and  Metallurgy  from  the  east  gallery  to 
make  room  for  the  display  of  objects  more  properly  within  the  scope 
of  the  Institution  and  more  generally  attractive  to  the  public. 
Such  portions  of  the  collection  as  are  not  stored  are  kept  on  view 
upon  ap])li(!ation  in  the  suite  of  north  rooms. 

In  February,  the  Museum,  in  conjunction  with  the  School,  con-

Not  only  has  the  number  of  those  in  attendance  at  the  School 
been  considerably  increased  the  present  year,  but  the  students  have 
for  the  most  part  manifested  the  most  serious  purpose  and  a  disposi- 
tion to  comprehend  tlie  purpose  of  the  School  in  a  spirit  that  is 
every  way  gratifying. 

This  purpo.se  is  based  upon  the  necessity,  which  has  all  along  been 
apparent,  for  thorough  elementary  training  in  botii  free-hand  and 
instrumental  drawing,  without  which  no  attempt  to  teach  any  form 
of  the  application  of  art  to  industry  can  succeed.  The  great  draw- 
back to  the  success  of  this  School,  as,  indeed,  of  all  Art  Schools  in 
America,  has  been  the  lack  of  preparation  in  the  students  applying 
for  admission.  So  true  is  this,  that  not  only  has  it  been  necessary 
to  devote  a  good  deal  of  the  time  and  energy  of  the  teachers  to 
the  imparting  of  knowledge  of  an  extremely  elementary  character, 
but  it  has,  in  many  cases,  been  necessary  to  first  convince  the  stu-

dents  themselves  of  the  necessity  for  such  instruction,  and  this  is 
often  the  hardest  task  of  all. 

This  part  of  our  work  is,  however,  pretty  well  accomplished 
now,  and  the  steady  increase  in  the  attendance  in  spite  of  the  rigid 
insistance  upon  the  requirements  of  the  course  of  study  proves 
that  the  advantages  of  this  course  are,  in  the  end,  understood  and 
appreciated  by  the  pupils. 

To  the  scholarships  that  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board 
of  Education  four  appointments  Avere  made  during  the  year,  making 
nine  holders  of  these  scholarships  at  present  in  the  School. 

The  average  age  of  the  students  is  twenty  years,  and  two-thirds 
of  those  in  attendance  are  men. 

An  exhibition  of  work  from  the  Museum  and  from  the  School 
was  held  in  connection  with  the  Philadelphia  Society  of  Artists 
and  the  School  of  Art  Needlework  at  the  galleries  of  the  Society, 
1725  Chestnut  Street,  in  February,  and  an  exhibition  of  the  work 
of  the  School  was  made  at  Saratoga  in  July  at  the  meeting  of  the 
National  Educational  Association. 

The  usual  closing  exercises  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  were 
held  at  City  Institute  Hall  on  May  27th.  Addresses  were  made  by 
the  Rev.  Henry  J.  Morton,  D.  D. ;  by  Dr.  A.  C.  Lambdin,  and 
others.  Diplomas  were  awarded  to  two  students'^  for  the  comple- 
tion of  the  full  course  of  study  and  nine  certificates  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  course  in  industrial  drawing.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

For  the  Fiscal  Year  Ending  December  31st,  1883. 


In  making  this,  their  Eighth  Annual  Report,  tlie  Trustees  are 
gratified  to  observe  that  a  review  of  the  history  of  the  Institution 
during  tlie  past  year  shows  evidence  of  substantial  progress  in  sev- 
eral important  directions,  particularly  in  respect  of  a  growing 
appreciation  by  the  community  of  the  value  and  importance  of  the 
Museum  and  the  School  as  educational  factors. 

After  the  Centennial  the  ladies  who,  as  the  Women's  Centennial 
Executive  Committee,  had  labored  so  efficiently  for  the  success  of 
the  Exhibition,  continued  their  organization  nnder  the  name  of  the 
Committee  of  Charities.  On  our  invitation  these  ladies  associated 
themselves  with  this  Board,  in  March  last,  as  the  Associate  Com- 
mittee of  Women,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  furthering  the 
work  of  this  Institution.  One  of  the  large  pavilions  in  the  ^Museum 
has  been  set  apart  for  their  use,  in  which  "to  maintain  a  national 
memorial  of  the  work  done  by  the  women  of  the  country  during 
the  Centennial."  As  they  were  particularly  interested  in  the  work 
of  the  School,  throe  of  their  numl)er  were  appointed  a  committee 
auxiliary  to  the  Committee  on  Instruction. 

The  financial  needs  of  the  Institution  also  engaged  the  attention 
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of  these  ladies,  and  in  addition  to  a  subscription  of  a  one  thousand 
dollar  U.  S.  four-per-cent.  bond — the  fund  of  the  Committee  on 
Charities — a  ball  was  given  through  their  efforts  at  the  Academy 
of  Music  on  the  evening  of  December  17th,  which  netted  for  the 
Endowment  Fund  the  large  sum  of  forty-five  hundred  dollars. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  co-operation  of  the  ladies  has 
infused  new  life  into  the  Institution,  and  that  with  their  continued 
aid  the  public  will  take  a  livelier  interest  in  its  success  than  ever 
before. 

The  subscriptions  to  the  Endowment  Fund  amount  to  fifty-five 
thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  of  which  forty-four  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  has  been  invested,  as  shown  in 
the  Report  of  the  Treasurer.  Thirty-five  new  names  have  been 
added  to  the  list  of  annual  members.  But  even  with  the  additional 
revenue  derived  from  these  sources  the  income  of  the  Iustituti(»u 
has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet  its  current  expenses,  and  the  indebt- 
edness has  been  increased  from  eight  thousand  four  hundred  and 
fiftv  dollars  to  ten  thousand  one  hundred  dollars.  To  secure  this 
indebtednes>,  debenture  bonds  for  ten  thousand  dollars  have  been 
issued,  and  tlie  income  of  all  sums  received  for  the  Endowment 
Fund  in  excess  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  pledged  for  its  extinguish- 
ment. We  do  not  deem  it  prudent  that  this  debt  should  l)e  made 
anv  larger.  It  will  be  necessary,  therefore,  to  at  once  obtain  a  sum 
of  savtwo  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  sufficient  to  meet  its  esti- 
mated current  expenses,  if  the  Institution  is  to  be  continued  on  its 
present  basis  during  the  coming  year.  There  certainly  need  be  no 
difficulty  in  doing  this  if  only  the  individual  members  will  interest 
themselves  in  its  accomplishment. 

There  being  as  yet  no  fund  provided  for  the  purchase  of  objects 
for  the  Museum,  the  only  accpiisitions  to  the  collections  during  the 
year  have  been  by  gift  and  by  the  deposit  of  objects  on  loan.  We 
have,  however,  received  numerous  valuable  gifts  and  loans.  Not- 
able among  the  former  are  the  additions  made  by  Mrs.  Bloomfield 
Moore  to  the  Moore  Memorial  Collection.  These  include  embroid- 
ered ecclesiastical  vestments,  Instred  maiolica  wares,  jewelry,  and 
miscellaneous  objects.  This  generous  friend  of  the  Institution  has 
also  recently  sent  to  ns  from  Europe  a  gift  of  six   marl>le  busts 


with  ptHlcstals  and  a  collection  of  ciirhty-thrcc  pictnrcs,  canvas  and 
panels,  chiefly  oil  paintings.  As  the  catalogue  of  these  works  has 
not  vet  been  received,  they  have  not  been  put  on  exhibition. 

The  Musenni  has  again  been  fortunate  in  receiving  from  a  num- 
ber of  individuals,  who  subscribed  together  to  make  the  gift, 
another  of  Mr.  Lloyd  Hoppin's  beautiful  cork  models,  namely,  his 
model  of  St.  Peter's,  at  Rome,  which  is  considered  one  of  his  most 
perfect  works, 

Dnring  the  sunuuer  an  interesting  special  exhibition  was  made  of 
arms  and  armor,  consisting  of  pieces  belonging  to  the  Museum, 
grouped  together  with  numerous  contributions  from  the  private 
collections  of  gentlemen  in  Philadelphia,  which  were  kindly  loaned 
for  the  occasion.  The  removal  of  the  collection  of  Mining  and 
Metallurgy,  belonging  to  the  American  Institute  of  Mining 
Engineers,  from  the  East  Gallery  of  the  Museum,  as  mentioned  in 
the  last  report,  was  followed  early  in  the  year  by  the  transfer  of  the 
collection  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  in  Washington.  Work- 
men are  now  engaged  in  their  removal. 

This  transfer  enables  the  Museum  to  devote  the  whole  building  to 
the  exhibition  of  works  of  industrial  art  and  kindred  uses,  and  in- 
sures for  the  collection  of  the  Mining  Engineers  a  much  better 
disposition  and  arrangement  than  it  could  have  had  here. 

The  School  has  been  continued  during  the  year  in  the  upper 
stories  of  the  building  No.  1709  Chestnut  Street.     The  number  of 
students  in    attendance    is    eighty-four.       Six  appointments    have 
been  m*ade  from  the  public  schools  on  the  free  scholarship  foun- 
dation. 

Upon  the  termination  of  the  engagement  of  the  Principal,  Mr. 
Leslie  AV.  Miller,  on  the  1st  of  July,  hewas  re-engaged  for  another 
year  from  that  date.  Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  he  has  had 
to  contend  against  in  the  way  of  insufficient  accommodations  for 
the  students,  Mr.  Miller  has  made  for  the  school  a  reputation  for 
thoroughness  and  excellence  of  its  methods,  and  the  Trustees  earn- 
estly hope  that  before  the  year  is  ended,  some  arrangement  shall 
be  made  by  which  the  work  that  has  been  so  well  begun,  may  be 
continued  under  more  favorable  conditions.  In  the  spring  a  course 
of  free  lectures  on  industrial  art  was  given   under  the  aiLspices  of 
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this  Institution  in  the  Hall  of  the  Central  High  School,  before  the 
teachers  of  the  public  schools  and  others  interested  in  industrial 
art  and  technical  education.  The  idea  of  the  lectures  was  to 
demonstrate  in  a  practical  way  the  necessity  for  systematic  instruc- 
tion of  this  character,  and  the  following-named  gentlemen  kindly 
consented  to  speak,  explaining  the  value  and  importance  of  skilled 
labor  and  design  in  the  several  manufacturing  industries  wdth  w^hich 
they  are  connected  :  Mr.  Coleman  Sellers,  on  machine  construction 
and  metal  work  ;  Mr.  Theodore  C.  Search,  on  textile  manufactures ; 
Mr.  Harold  Tyndale,  on  pottery  and  glass  ;  Mr.  James  F.  Young, 
on  wood  construction  and  carving.  The  introductory  lecture  of 
the  course  on  the  general  subject  of  industrial  education  was 
delivered  by  Mr.  Philip  C.  Garrett. 

During  the  summer  several  conferences  were  held  w'ith  the  In- 
dustrial Art  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  with  a 
view  toward  devi:^iug  some  means  by  which  the  Museum  School 
could  be  made  available  for  facilitating  the  instruction  of  the  pub- 
lic school  teachers  in  drawing.  No  definite  plan  was  decided  upon, 
but  it  was  agreed  that  the  Institution  hold  itself  ready  to  act  when 
the  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education  see  their  way 
clear  to  invite  our  co-operation. 

On  the  15th  of  May  a  reception  was  given  by  the  Trustees  in 
the  Penu  Club,  to  Mr.  James  MacAllister,  the  new  Superintendent 
of  the  Public  Schools.  Mr.  MacAllister  was  also  elected,  in  recog- 
nition of  his  interest  in  our  work,  an  honorary  member  of  the 
Institution.  * 

Before  closing  this  review  of  the  year,  it  is  our  sad  duty  to  re- 
cord the  death  of  Mr.  Edwin  Greble,  who  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1881.  He  was  a  constant  attendant  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  in  this  and  other  ways,  by  his 
counsel  and  advice,  he  manifested  an  active  and  zealous  interest  in 
the  Institution. 

Following  are  the  Reports  of  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  and 
the  Principal  of  the  School : 


THE  MUSEUM. 

Diirino;  the  year  the  system  adopted  for  cataloguing,  elassifving, 
and  arranging  the  collections  lias  been  perfected,  and  the  card 
catalogue  is  now  being  compared  with  the  accession  book  and  re- 
written in  a  form  more  convenient  for  reference.  A  record  has 
been  made  of  all  the  objects  in  the  Musenm,  locating  their  position. 
This  record  is  kept  in  sucli  a  way,  that  the  contents  of  any  case  or 
any  change  in  its  arrangement  can  be  ascertained  at  a  moment's 
notice. 

As  the  preparation  and  publication  of  special  class  catalogues 
was  deemed  inexpedient  at  present,  the  work  of  writing  temporary 
descriptive  labels  was  begun  in  the  spring  and  has  been  hastened 
as  rapidly  as  possible.  New  case  fittings  have  been  prepared  for  a 
majority  of  the  cases. 

The  transfer  of  the  collection  of  mining  and  metallurgy  belong- 
ing to  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  Engineers  to  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution  releases  a  large  space  for  the  uses  of  the 
Museum,  and  will  make  a  rearrangement  of  the  collections  by 
classes  possible. 

The  Museum  is  greatly  in  need  of  cases  uniform  in  design  and 
appearance,  for  the  proper  display  of  its  collections. 

In  the  spring  a  special  loan  exhibition  of  arms  and  armor  was 
undertaken,  and  through  the  courtesy  of  two  or  three  gentlemen, 
who  contributed  from  their  private  collections,  a  very  interesting 
and  instructive  display  was  made. 

In  March  a  loan  of  objects  from  the  Museum  was  made  to  the 
Philadelphia  Society  of  Artists  for  their  spring  exhibition. 

Afler  fitting  up  and  arranging  the  Moore  Room,  numerous  ob- 
jects had  to  be  stored  for  want  of  space.  These  have  since  been 
placed  in  cases  in  the  adjoining  gallery,  so  that  now  the  whole  of 
the  collection  is  on  view.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  one  of  the 
sets  of  furniture  was  re-covered,  at  Mrs.  Moore's  request,  with 
brocades  sent  by  her  from  Euro^je  for  that  purpose. 

There  has  recently  arrived  a  large  collection  of  oil  paintings  and 
several  pieces  of  statuary,  also  the  gifl  of  Mrs.  Moore,  which  are 
to  form  part  of  the  Moore  ]Memorial. 

One  of  the  large  corner  pavilions  has  been  prepared  for  the  use 
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of  tlie  Associate  Committee  of  Women,  to  make  there  an  exhibition 
of  women's  work. 

In  October  a  plank  walk  was  laid  from  the  southern  entrance  to 
tlie  Museum,  across  the  space  formerly  occupied  by  the  Main 
Exhibition  Buihling,  to  Elm  Avenue,  thus  providing  the  Museum 
for  the  first  time  in  its  history,  with  a  siiort  and  convenient  approach 
from  the  horse-cars.  The  building  is  still  difficult  of  access  for 
carriages,  but  this  difficulty  will  be  obviated  when  the  Concourse 
now  under  construction  is  completed. 

The  appended  table  shows  the  number  of  admissions  to  the  Mu- 
seum during  the  year,  to  have  been  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-one,  an  increase  of  nearly  ten 
thousand  over  last  year.  This  record  shows,  also,  that  the  largest 
number  of  visitors  in  any  one  month  was  in  September  last, 
when  thirty  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-five  visited  the 
Museum  ;  on  the  second  Sunday  in  that  montii,  four  thousand  three 
hundred  and  twenty -three  persons  were  admitted. 

No  purchases  were  made  for  the  Museum  during  the  year,  but 
the  gifts  numbered  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  objects,  and  the 
loans  four  hundred  and  thirty-seven.  A  few  books  were  added  to 
the  library.

THE  SCHOOL. 

Gnitifvino;  evidence  continues  to  be  furnished  of  the  soundness 
of  the  basis  on  which  the  School  is  organized,  and  of  its  apprecia- 
tion by  those  whose  approval  is  worth  the  most. 

The  day  class  is  composed  of  young  men  and  women  in  about 
equal  proportions,  who  are  fitting  themselves  to  be  draughtsmen, 
designers,  and  teachers  ;  and  the  night  class  is  filled  with  young 
men,  who  are  already  engaged  in  occupations  which  demand  accu- 
rate draughtsmanship,  or  which  offer  opportunities  for  the  applica- 
tion of  artistic  skill. 

In  accordance  with  the  policy  adopted  at  the  beginning,  the 
work  is  made  at  once  as  general  and  as  thorough  in  the  elementary 
branches  as  possible,  it  having  been  the  aim  throughout,  to  save  the 
School  from  the  reproach  which  has  too  often  been  attached  to 
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similar  institutions,  of  sacrificing  fundamental  studies  to  attractive 
superficial  ness. 

An  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  School  was  made  at  Saratoga 
in  July,  at  the  meeting  of  the  National  Teachers'  Association. 

To  the  scholarships  which  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  six  appointments 
have  been  made  this  year,  making  twelve  of  these  scholars  at 
present  in  the  School. 

Of  the  six  appointments,  five  were  the  regular  ones  for  the  open- 
ing of  the  School  this  year,  and  one  was  made  to  fill  a  vacancy 
caused  by  the  non-attendance  of  the  original  holder. 

The  usual  closing  exercises  at  the  close  of  the  school-year  were 
held  at  City  Institute  Hall,  on  Saturday,  May  26th.  Addresses 
were  made  by  Mr.  James  MacAllister,  Superintendent  of  Public 
Schools  for  the  City  of  Philadelpliia,  by  Rev.  Chas.  G.  Ames,  Mr. 
Theodore  C.  Search,  and  others.  Diplomas  for  the  full  course  in 
drawing,  painting,  and  modelling,  were  awarded  to  two  (2)  stu- 
dents, two  (2)  certificates  were  aAvarded  for  the  completion  of  the 
course  in  painting  and  design,  and  twelve  (12)  for  the  course  in 
industrial  drawing.

THE  NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


This  Report  is  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31st,  1884. 

During  this  time  the  efforts  of  the  Trustees  have  been  directe'd 
entirely  to  developing  the  School. 

In  these  efforts  they  have  been  ably  assisted  by  the  Associate 
Committee  of  Women. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  obtaining  a  permanent  location 
in  a  neighborhood  easily  accessible  to  those  who  would  become 
students,  the  Committee  having  the  matter  in  charge,  after  carefully 
examining  the  other  properties  suggested,  recommended  the  j)ur- 
chase  of  the  house  No.  1336  Spring  Garden  Street  as  one  particu- 
larly well  adapted  to  school  purposes,  and  centrally  situated  for 
students.  Accordingly,  in  June,  this  property  Avas  purchased,  and 
arrang-ements  were  imraediatelv  begun  to  remove  the  School  then? 
upon  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term.  The  location  could  not 
be  better  for  the  purpose.  The  lot  on  which  the  house  stands  is 
forty-two  feet  front  on  Spring  Garden  and  "Whitehall  Streets,  with 
a  depth  between  the  two  streets  of  one  hundred  feet ;  thus,  there  is 
ample  space  for  the  erection  of  the  work-rooms  it  is  proposed  to 
build  when  the  plans  now  in  contemplation  are  fully  matured. 
The  present  building  is  a  substantial  three-story  brick  structure, 
forty-two  feet  front  by  forty-two  feet  deep,  with  an  ell  extension 
at  the  rear  fifteen  feet  by  thirty-four  fest     The  rooms  are  largo, 
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light,  well  heated  and  ventilated,  and  in  other  respects  the  interior 
arrangements  can,  at  a  trifling  cost,  be  altered  to  suit  the  wants  of 
the  students  as  their  numbers  increase.  Altogether,  the  Trustees 
consider  that  the  institution  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  a 
property  in  every  respect  so  desirable  as  this. 

In  September,  the  School  was  opened  in  its  new  quarters  with  a 
corps  of  seven  teachers,  including  instructors  in  drawing,  model- 
ling, the  application  of  design  to  oil-cloths  and  textiles,  weaving, 
and  wood-carving.  During  the  summer  the  rooms  had  been  fitted 
up  with  appliances  for  teaching  these  branches  of  art  industry. 
The  wood-carving  room  has  seven  benches  with  a  full  set  of  tools 
for  each  bench.  The  weaving-rooms  have  two  pattern  hand- 
looms,  duplicates  of  those  in  use  at  the  Bradford  Technical  School, 
Bradford,  England ;  one  Jacquard  loom,  made  especially  for  the 
School,  and  capable  of  carrying  thirty-six  hundred  threads  for 
thirty-six  inch  goods ;  and  one  Cpmpton  loom,  forty-four  inch, 
twenty-seven  sets  harness.*  This  latter  was  the  generous  gift  of 
Mr.  George  Opmpton,  of  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  who  in  his 
letter  conveying  the  gift  wrote  : 

'  "  I  present  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Industrial 
Art  with  this  loom,  with  my  compliments  and  best  Avishes  for  the 
success  of  the  School  in  the  most  thorough  and  practical  line.  The 
only  condition  I  wish  to  make  is,  that  whenever  the  School  shall 
have  finished  using  the  loom,  it  will  be  returned  to  me.  This, 
however,  I  trust  will  never  occur." 

The  Trustees  feel  that  no  more  gratifying  evidence  could  be  had 
of  the  interest  taken  in  the  success  of  this  department  of  the  School 
by  manufacturers  abroad,  than  such  a  gift  from  such  a  source  as 
this. 

The  work  herein  outlined  involved  an  expenditure  considerably 
in  excess  of  the  funds  of  the  institution,  therefore,  in  order  to  pro-

vide  the  means  necessary,  the  ladies  of  the  Associate  Committee  of 
"Women  organized  an  entertainment  at  the  Academy  of  Music,  on 
December  IGth.  From  the  proceeds  of  this  entertainment,  the  sum 
of  six  thousand  dolhirs  has  been  handed  to  the  treasurer,  out  of 
which  amount  these  extraordinary  expenses  have  been  paid. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  treasurer,  it  will  be  seen  that, 
exclusive  of  the  appropriation  from  the  city  for  the  maintenance 
and  repair  of  Memorial  Hall,  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  ISIuseum 
during  the  year  has  been  six  hundred  and  forty-tliree  dollars  and 
forty  cents.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the  School  for  the  same 
period  has  been  seven  thousand  eight  hundnul  and  sixteen  dollars 
and  sixteen  cents.  The  gross  receipts  on  this  latter  account — as 
the  report  will  show  in  detail — have  been  six  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-four  dollars  and  ninety-four  cents.  The  present 
indebtedness  of  the  corporation  is  twelve  thousand  three  hundred 
and  eighty-eight  dollars  and  sixty-eight  cents.  The  principal 
of  the  endowment  fund  amounts  to  fifty  thousand  two  hundred 
and  fifty-five  dollars  and  seventy-four  cents. 

A  most  gratifying  incident  in  the  history  of  the  year  is  the 
formal  gift  to  the  institution,  on  April  23d,  by  Mr.  Joseph  E. 
Temple,  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  stocks  and  bonds,  in  trust, 
the  income  to  be  paid  to  him  during  his  life,  and  after  his  death 
three-fifths  part  of  the  income  to  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
works  of  art  .for  the  Museum,  and  the  remaining  two-fifths  part  in 
the  establishment  of  scholarships  and  prizes  for  the  competition  of 
students  in  the  School.     (See  Appendix  A.)  (  Fa<^  9-^6  ) 

During  the  year  the  Trustees  have  had  to  record  the  death  of 
two  of  their  members — the  Hon.  Henry  M.  Phillips,  President  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  and  the  representative  of 
that  body  in  this  Board,  and  Mr.  James  L.  Claghorn,  President 
of  the  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts  and  one  of  the  incorporators 
of  this  institution.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  were  liberal  pro- 
moters of  the  efforts  making  to  advance  the  cause  of  art  and  to 
beautify  our  city,  and  their  loss  will  long  be  felt  in  this  commu- 
nity. 

Following  are  the  reports  of  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  and  of 
the  Principal  of  the  School : 


THE  MUSEUM. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  cataloguing,  classifying,  and 
arranging  the  collections  has  been  completed.  The  Museum  has 
now  a  record  of  all  the  objects  in  the  collections  arranged  by 
classes,  in  alphabetical  sequence,  cross-referenced,  with  the  cost  of 
each  object  purchased,  the  date  of  acquisition,  and  all  other  neces- 
sary information. 

This  record  shows  that  the  purchases  were  made  as  follows  :

Since  1880,  no  objects  have  been  purchased  for  the  collections. 

No  valuation  has  been  attempted  of  the  objects  given  or 
bequeathed  to  the  Museum. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  thousand  one 
hundred  and  sixty  persons  have  visited  the  Museum,  an  increase 
of  fourteen  thousand  iw  o  hundred  and  twenty-nine  over  last  year. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Bloom- 
field  H.  Moore  Memorial  Collection,  under  the  personal  supervision 
of  Mrs.  Moore.  A  number  of  new  pictures  have  been  hung  on  the 
walls  of  the  room. 

By  the  liberality  of  a  friend  of  the  Museum,  a  beautiful  antique 
marble  fountain  has  been  erected  in  the  rotunda.  This  fountain 
was  purchased  some  years  ago  by  Mr.  Robert  H.  Gratz,  at  a  sale 
of  the  effects  of  the  Borghese  Palace,  Rome,  where  it  had  a  place 
in  the  vestibule.  Mr.  Gratz  presented  the  fountain  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  Fairmount  Park,  but  it  arrived  here  so  badly  broken 
by  careless  packing  that  no  use  was  made  of  it,  until  the  gentle- 
man referred  to  above  received  permission  from  the  Commissioners 
to  have  it  repaired  at  his  own  expense  and  erected  in  Memorial 
Hall,  as  stated. 


During  the  month  of  August,  a  summer  school  for  teachers, 
conducted  by  Miss  Caroline  West,  occupied  two  of  the  studio 
rooms  in  the  building.  Miss  West  reported  that  her  experiment 
demonstrated  the  practicability  and  advantage  of  having  classes 
meet  here,  where  the  collections  of  the  Museum  are  at  hand  for 
study  and  reference.

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THE  SCHOOL. 

Important  changes  in  the  work  of  the  School  have  been  made 
(luring  the  year. 

On  the  closing  of  the  School  known  as  the  Normal  Art  School, 
on  February  1st,  the  pupils  of  that  institution,  fifty-seven  in  num- 
ber, twenty-four  of  whom  were  teachers  in  the  public  schools,  were 
received  in  the  Museum  School. 

Two  of  the  teachers  who  had  been  employed  at  the  Normal  Art 
School,  Miss  Elizabeth  Carter  and  ]\Ir.  William  A.  Mason,  were 
at  the  same  time  added  to  the  corps  of  our  instructors. 

During  March  and  April  a  course  of  evening  lectures  on  the 
following  subjects,  and  by  the  following  gentlemen,  was  given  at 
the  School : 

Two  lectures  by  Dr.  Harrison  Allen,  one  on  "  The  Laws  of 
Composition  as  Applied  to  the  Human  Figure,"  and  another  on 
"  Naturalistic  and  Conventional  Conceptions  of  the  Human 
Figure."  Two  lectures  on  "  Insect  Forms  in  Decorative  Art," 
by  Dr.  Horace  Jayne,  one  on  the  same  subject,  by  Rev.  Henry  C. 
McCook,  D.  D.,  and  one  on  "  Animal  Locomotion,"  by  Mr. 
Eadweard  Muybridge. 

The  public  was  admitted  to  these  lectures  by  means  of  tickets, 
which  were  issued  on  application,  and  the  attendance  was  encour- 
agingly large,  much  larger  than  it  has  been  at  any  course  of 
lectures  which  has  been  given  before  since  the  establishment  of 
the  School. 

The  experiment  of  offering  prizes  for  original  designs  was  tried 
for  the  first  time  this  year  Avith  gratifying  results.  For  these 
prizes  tlie  School  was  indebted  to  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Theodore 
C.  Search,  who  placed  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  for  the  prizes 
named  below  at  the  disposal  of  a  committee  appointed  for  this 
purpose  by  the  Committee  on  Instruction.  The  Committee  con- 
sisted of  Mr.  Charles  E.  Dana,  Miss  Agnes  Irwin,  and  the  Princi- 
pal of  the  School.

The  usual  closing  exercises  were  held  at  No.  1709  Chestnut  Street, 
on  Saturday  evening,  May  24th.  Addresses  were  made  by  the  Presi- 
dent, by  Mr.  diaries  Emory  Smith,  Mr.  William  T.  Seal,  Mr. 
James  MacAlister,  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  tlie  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, Mr.  T.  C.  Search,  and  others. 

Certificates  were  awarded  to  fifteen  students  who  had  completed 
the  course  in  industrial  drawing,  to  four  for  the  course  in  paint- 
ing, and  to  two  for  the  course  in  modelling. 

An  exhibition  of  students'  work  was  held  at  the  School  during 
the  first  week  in  June. 

An  exhibit  was  also  made  at  the  National  Teachei*s'  Convention, 
at  Madison,  Wisconsin,  and  one  at  the  Industrial  Exposition,  at 
Milwaukee. 
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At  the  New  Orleans  Exposition,  Avhicli  is  in  progress  at  the  date 
of  this  report,  the  School  is  represented  by  three  exhibits,  one 
being  made  as  part  of  the  exhibit  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  one 
with  the  department  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  Education,  and 
one,  consisting  entirely  of  the  work  of  lady  students,  with  the 
Women's  Department. 

On  the  removal  of  the  School  iii  September,  to  the  building  at 
No.  1336  Spring  Garden  Street,  which  it  occupies  at  present, 
important  changes  in  tlie  organization  of  classes  and  in  enlarge- 
ment of  the  facilities  for  instruction  were  made. 

JNIr.  Mason  was  reappointed  as  head  assistant  in  the  general 
course,  and  Mr.  Howard  F.  Stratton,  a  graduate  of  the  School, 
who  had  been  for  four  years  employed  as  an  instructor  in  the 
evening  class,  was  appointed  to  assist  in  the  day  class  as  well. 
Miss  Carter,  who  was,  during  the  last  half  of  the  preceding  year, 
the  instructor  in  water-color  painting  and  applied  design,  having 
declined  a  reappointment,  the  work  in  water-color  and  in  drawing 
from  nature  was  placed  in  charge  of  Mr.  Stratton,  and  a  separate 
department  was  made  of  the  work  in  applied  design.  Miss  Flor- 
ence M.  Knowles,  a  graduate  of  the  Lowell  School  of  Practical 
Design,  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  in  Boston, 
was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  day  class,  and  Mr.  Paul 
Rosenzwey,  from  VEcolc  des  Arts  et  Metiers,  and  later  V Atelier  de 
3fessr.  Henri  3fartin,  in  Paris,  and  a  practical  designer  of  many 
years  experience,  was  secured  for  the  evening  class. 

Although  the  distinct  purpose  of  tlie  School  has  always  been 
the  promotion  and  development  of  the  artistic  element  in  the 
industries,  tlie  necessity  has  long  been  apparent  of  providing 
instruction  in  the  fundamental  processes  of  such,  at  least,  of  the 
industries  themselves  as  are  of  most  importance  to  the  designer, 
from  the  extent  of  the  influence  which  these  processes  exert  in 
determining  the  character  of  the  design. 

Of  the  industries  of  Philadelphia,  the  textile  industry  is  at  pres- 
ent by  far  the  most  important  to  the  student  of  design,  not  only 
because  of  the  closeness  with  which,  in  all  classes  of  woven  fabrics, 
the  design  depends  upon  the  process  of  manufacture,  but  because 
of  the  very  great  proportions  which  this  branch  has  assumed  in 
this  city. 
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Provision  lias  accordingly  been  made  for  the  instruction  of 
classes  in  all  branches  of  weaving. 

Mr.  AVilliam  Holgate,  late  of  Leeds,  England,  and  at  present 
designer  at  the  Ontario  Worsted  Mills,  in  Philadelphia,  has  been 
engaged  as  an  instructor  in  this  department.  The  School  is  sup- 
plied with  power,  hand,  and  Jacquard  looms,  on  which  every 
variety  of  patterns,  from  the  simplest  to  the  most  complex,  can  be 
executed.  . 

This  department  has  already  attracted  a  class  of  earnest  adults, 
composed  of  both  worlcmen  and  business  men,  large  enough  to  test 
severely  the  accommodations  which  we  have  been  able  to  provide 
for  it,  and  to  seriously  incommode  the  regular  classes  in  drawing, 
])ainting,  and  modelling.  The  necessity  of  providing  increased 
facilities  for  this  class  is  therefore  imperative. 

Public-spirited  manufacturers  have  generously  presented  the 
School  with  additional  looms  and  other  appliances  for  practical 
work,  for  which  there  is  no  room  in  the  building  which  we  occupy 
at  present,  and  added  accommodations  will  have  to  be  provided  if 
tlie  work  so  well  begun  is  to  continue. 

A  school  of  wood-carving  has  also  been  established  under  an 
accomplished  and  practical  instructor,  Mr.  Joseph  Celleskey,  of 
the  Hope  Manufacturing  Company. 

These  technical  classes  have  only  been  in  operation  since 
November  5th,  but  the  work  which  has  already  been  done  in 
them  gives  abundant  assurance  of  their  usefulness  and  import- 
ance. 

The  success  which  attended  the  offering  of  the  prizes  last  spring 
has  led  to  the  offering  this  year  of  a  considerable  number. 

Through  the  liberality  of  some  of  the  leading  manufacturers  ot 
Philadelphia,  the  Committee  have  been  enabled  to  offer  a  graded 
system  of  money  prizes  for  designs  in  each  of  the  three  depart- 
ments of  wall-papers,  of  oil-cloths,  and  of  carpets,  the  awards  to 
be  made  by  committees  appointed  by  the  manufacturers. 

To  the  scholarships  which  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  of  this  city,  four  (4)  appointments  have 
been  made  tiiis  year.  Two  (2)  holders  of  former  appointments  are 
still  in  the  School.

APPENDIX   A. 


The  deed  of  trust,  after  reciting  tlie  various  securities  given  and 
directing  how  the  principal  is  to  be  kept  invested,  continues : 

"  In  further  trust  to  pay  over  the  income  thereof  as  received, 
without  deduction  for  commissions,  to  the  said  Joseph  E.  Temple 
during  his  natural  life,  and  after  his  death  to  expend  the  income 
thereof  from  time  to  time  without  requiring  the  income  of  each 
year  to  be  expended  in  the  same  year  in  manner  following,  viz. : 

"Three-fifths  parts  thereof  in  the  purchase  of  works  of  art,  exe- 
cuted by  artists,  artisans,  or  workmen,  preferring  and  favoring 
Americans,  if  possible,  to  be  selected  by  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  when  practicable,  from  those  exhibited  for  competition, 
and  said  works  of  art  to  be  placed  and  kept  in  Memorial  Hall  in 
Fairmount  Park  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  for  the  adornment 
thereof  so  long  as  the  said  Memorial  Hall  shall  be  kept  in  order 
by  the  party  of  the  second  part  open  to  the  public,  and  whenever 
the  said  Memorial  Hall  shall  cease  to  be  kept  in  order  by  the  party 
of  the  second  part  open  to  the  public,  the  said  works  of  art  shall 
become  the  property  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part ;  and  the 
Museum  in  which  said  works  of  art  purchased  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  exhibited  shall  always  be  kept  open  free  to  the  public  at  least 
two  days  in  each  week,  if  the  income  from  the  endowment  fund  of 
the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  be  sufficient  to  maintain  its  Mu- 
seum and  Schools  of  Industrial  Art  without  charging  for  admission 
to  the  Museum  every  day  of  the  week ;  and  the  remaining  two- 
fifths  parts  of  said  income  in  the  establishment  of  scholarships  in 
the  Schools  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  and  in  prizes  for 
competition  by  the  students  in  the  said  Schools,  said  scholarships 
and  prizes  to  be  created  and  regulated  by  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  and  each  of  the  said  works  of  art  to  be  marked  as 
'  from  the  Joseph  E.  Temple  Trust,'  and  the  said  scholarships  and 
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prizes  to  be  known  and  awarded  as  the  Joseph  E.  Temple  scholar- 
ships and  prizes  respectively ;  and  should  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  at  any  time  cease  to  exist  or  perform  any  of  the  sub- 
stantial purposes  of  its  character,  in  further  trust  in  that  event  to 
pay  and  transfer,  assign,  set  over  and  deliver  the  income  and  prin- 
cipal of  the  said  trust-funds  and  investments  thereof  as  follows, 
viz. :  one  half  part  thereof  to  the  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts  of  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  as  an  endowment  trust- fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Academy,  and  the  other  half  part  thereof  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital,  at  Eighth  and  Spruce  Streets,  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, the  principal  to  be  by  them  kept  invested  in  the  securi- 
ties aforesaid,  and  the  income  thereof  to  be  expended  by  them  in 
the  maintenance  of  free  beds,  to  be  known  as  ^  The  Joseph  E. 
Temple  Free  Beds/ 

"  And  upon  either  of  the  parties  of  the  third  part  ceasing  to 
hold  the  office  herein  designated  as  being  held  by  him  in  the  Penn- 
sylvania Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art,  his  rights  and 
duties  as  trustee  herein  as  a  party  of  the  third  part  shall  cease,  and 
be  exercised  by  his  successor  in  said  office."

THE  TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


This  Report  is  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31st,  1885. 

Daring  this  period,  as  last  year,  the  efforts  of  the  Trustees  were 
devoted  to  developing  the  School,  and  ♦n  this  work  again,  as  here- 
tofore, they  had  the  active  co-operation  and  assistance  of  the  Asso- 
ciate Committee  of  Women. 

One  department  of  the  School — that  of  Weaving  and  Textile 
Design — chiefly  engaged  their  attention,  because  instruction  in 
these  arts,  although  it  will  have  an  important  influence  upon  one 
of  the  largest  manufacturing  industries  in  Philadelphia,  is  given 
in  no  other  Scliool  in  this  city. 

The  manufacturers  themselves  showed  their  interest  in  the  success 
of  this  department  in  several  substantial  ways.  Early  in  the  year 
Mr.  Theo.  C.  Search,  the  Chaii'man  of  the  Committee  on  Instruc- 
tion, announced  that  the  Philadelphia  Textile  Association,  of  which 
he  is  a  member,  had  authorized  him  to  expend  on  this  department, 
at  his  discretion,  some  thirty  thousand  dollars,  which  had  been 
subscribed  by  the  Association  toward  its  establishment  and  main- 
tenance. During  the  summer  a  brick  wing  or  extension  to  the 
School  building  was  erected,  and  in  it  were  placed  looms  of  various 
patterns  and  other  necessary  machinery  that  had  been  given  or 
loaned  by  manufacturers.  The  cost  of  the  extension-,  some  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  was  met  mainly  by  private  subscri^)- 
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tlon.  The  report  of  the  Principal  gives  full  detail  of  this  and  the 
other  departments  of  the  School.  His  report  shows,  also,  a  grati- 
fying increase  in  the  number  of  scholars. 

The  growth  of  tlie  School  materially  increased  the  cost  of  its 
maintenance,  but,  chiefly  owing  to  the  indefatigable  efforts  of  the 
Associate  Committee  of  Women  and  the  success  of  their  entertain- 
meftts,  the  proceeds  of  whicli  were  given  exclusively  to  the  School, 
the  excess  of  expenditures  over  receipts  was  only  two  hundred  and 
twenty-one  dollars  and  twenty-six  cents.  The  cost  of  establishing 
and  maintaining  the  Textile  School,  three  thousand  six  hundred 
and  ninety-two  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents,  was  provided  for  by 
the  Textile  Association  in  the  manner  previously  stated. 

The  report  of  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  sliows  that  the  num- 
ber of  visitors  was  somewhat  less  than  last  year,  but  largely  in 
excess  of  all  other  previous  years.  In  August  the  cost  of  the  repairs 
to  Memorial  Hall  having  reduced  the  sum  which  the  Trustees  re- 
ceived from  the  Park  Commissioners  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Museum  nearly  three  thousand  dollars  below  the  amount  they 
had  expected  to  receive,  it  became  necessary  to  discharge  all  but 
three  of  the  ]\Iuscum  employees.  In  order  to  obviate  the  necessity 
of  closing  the  building,  the  Park  Commissioners  detailed  four 
Park  Guards  in  the  places  of  some  of  the  discharged  men.  In 
June  there  was  a  slight  fire  in  the  roof  of  Memorial  Hall,  but, 
fortunately,  the  collections  received  no  injury.  Owing  to  lack  of 
means,  the  Trustees  thus  far  have  been  unable  to  have  labels 
printed  describing  the  objects  in  the  collections ;  as  a  temporary 
expedient,  therefore,  written  descriptive  labels  were  provided  this 
year  in  their  stead. 

The  Amendments  to  the  Charter  and  By-Laws,  made  by  the 
Corporation  in  April,  were  granted  by  the  Court  in  June,  and  are 
now  in  force. 

Subscriptions  to  the  Endowment  Fund  and  Life  Membership 
fees,  amounting  to  six  hundred  and  ninety  dollars,  were  received. 
The  Fund  now  amounts  to  fifty  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fif- 
teen dollars  and  seventy-four  cents,  exclusive  of  four  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents  in- 
vested in  the  School  building,  1336  Spring  Garden  Street. 


Notwithstanding  the  assistance  received  from  tlic  city  in  niaiii- 
taining  the  Museum,  and  the  large  sum  of  money  collected  by  the 
Associate  Committee  of  Women  for  the  School,  together  with  that 
paid  by  the  Textile  Association  for  the  same  purpose,  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  Corporation  has  been  increased  four  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  nineteen  dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents,  and  now  amounts 
to  sixteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  seven  cents. 
It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  some  means  must  be  devised  to  pro- 
vide for  this  deficiency  if  the  Institution  is  to  continue  as  at  present 
organized. 

Following  are  the  reports  of  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  and 
the  Principal  of  the  School : 

THE  MUSEUM. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  thousand  three 
hundred  and  twenty -six  persons  visited  the  Museum.  Of  this 
number  ninety-three  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven, 
more  than  one-half,  were  Sunday  visitors. 

One  of  our  greatest  needs  is  an  easy  and  direct  approach  from 
the  Lansdowne  drive  for  carriages.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
this  need  is  a  chief  reason  why  the  Museum  is  so  seldom  visited 
and  so  little  known  by  the  very  class  of  our  citizens  on  whom  w'e 
are  chiefly  dependent  for  encouragement  and  support. 

No  additions  by  purchases  were  made  to  tlie  collections. 

Among  the  gifts  the  most  notable  were  a  large  Chinese  proces- 
sional banner  of  silk  with  insertions  of  figures  and  flowers,  and 
Mr.  Lloyd  Iloppin's  beautiful  cork  model  of  Westminster  Abl)ey. 
The  latter  gift  makes  the  Museum  the  owner  of  Mr.  Iloppin's 
four  most  important  works,  namely,  the  models  of  Westminster 
Abbey,  Windsor  Castle,  the  Tower  of  London,  and  the  Basilica  of 
St.  Peter's  at  Rome. 

Among  the  loans  the  most  important  addition  were  the  numer- 
ous objects — statuary,  painting,  furniture,  and  bric-a-brac  deposited 
by  Miss  Laura  T.  Merrick.  A  valuable  and  highly  interesting 
loan  of  another  kind  is  the  collection  of  watches — mostly  in  painted 
and  enamelled  cases — deposited  by  Mrs.  Bloom  field  II.  Moore,  in 
the  Moore  Memorial  Room. 


On  the  sixth  of  June  there  was  a  slight  fire  in  the  roof,  caused 
by  the  upsetting  of  a  tinsmith's  furnace.  No  damage  was  done  to 
the  collections,  although  some  fifteen  or  twenty  cases  had  to  be 
hurriedly  emptied  of  their  contents.  After  the  fire  had  been  extin- 
guished, it  was  easy  to  quickly  determine,  by  consulting  the  case 
registers,  that  not  a  single  object  was  missing.  This  was  a  good 
test  of  the  efficiency  of  the  check  system  we  are  using. 

In  deference  to  Mrs.  Moore's  wishes,  the  objects  in  the  Moore 
Memorial  Collection  have  not  been  labeled.  With  these  excep- 
tions, however,  every  object  in  the  Museum  is  now  marked  by  a 
descriptive  label.

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THE  SCHOOL. 

The  most  important  change  in  the  organization  and  working  of 
the  School  lias  been  in  the  direction  of  extending  and  developing 
the  department  of  Weaving  and  Textile  Design.- 

An  addition  to  the  building  at  1336  Spring  Garden  Street  was 
built  for  this  purpose  during  the  summer  vacation,  and  fur- 
nished with  looms  and  other  machinery,  so  that  the  work  of  the 
weaving  classes  is  not  only  pretty  complete  as  such,  but  designs 
for  carpets  and  other  classes  of  figured  goods  produced  in  the  other 
classes  are  worked  into  actual  fabrics  under  the  same  roof.

Seven  hand-looms,  one  of  them  a  Jacquard,  have  also  been  pur- 
chased for  this  department  by  the  Philadelphia  Textile  Associa- 
tion, through  whose  co-operation  and  under  whose  supervision  the 
department  is  conducted. 

In  these  classes,  as  well  as  in  the  Carving  Class  and  the  Class  in 
Applied  Design,  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  School  to  execute  orders  as 
well  as  to  instruct  pupils.

The  usual  closing  exercises  were  held  at  1336  Spring  Garden 
Street,  on  Tuesday  evening,  June  2d. 

Addresses  were  made  by  the  President,  by  Mr.  William  Arrott, 
Mr.  Geo.  C.  Lambdin,  and  by  Mr.  T.  C.  Search, 

Certificates  were  awarded  to  five  students  who  had  completed  the 
course  in  industrial  drawing,  to  four  for  the  course  in  painting, 
and  to  one  for  that  in  modelling. 

An  exhibition  of  students'  work  was  held  at  the  School-rooms 
during  the  first  week  in  June. 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  current  School  year  the  textile  depart- 
ment, which  had  during  the  preceding  year  been  conducted  as  an 
evening  class  only,  wavS,  with  the  additional  facilities  which  had 
been.provided  during  the  summer,  made  a  day  class  as  well. 

The  corps  of  instructors  was  augmented  by  the  engagement  of 
Mr.  E.  A.  Posselt,  a  graduate  of  the  Government  Advanced  Weav- 
ing School,  of  Reichenberg,  Austria,  and  a  designer  of  much  ex- 
perience and  success,  who  has  been  placed  in  general  charge  of  this 
department ;  of  ]\Ir.  John  F.  Lee,  from  the  Bradford  Technical 
College  in  England,  and  of  Mr.  E.  W.  France,  who  has  charge  of 
the  Loom  Work. 

The  class  in  wood-carving  is  in  charge  of  Mr.  John  Scott. 

To  the  scholarships  which  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  of  the  city,  five  appointments  have 
been  made  this  year.  Three  holders  of  former  appointments  are 
still  in  the  School.

THE  ELEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


This  Report,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31st,  1886,  is 
made  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  the  report  of  last  year  it  was  stated  that  "  Notwithstanding 
the  assistance  received  from  the  city  in  maintaining  the  Museum, 
and  the  large  sum  of  money  collected  by  the  Associate  Committee 
of  Women  for  the  School,  together  with  that  paid  by  the  Textile 
Association  for  the  same  purpose,  the  indebtedness  of  the  Corpora- 
tion has  been  increased  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  nineteen 
dollars  and  thirty -nine  cents,  and  now  amounts  to  sixteen  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  seven  cents.  It  is  evident, 
therefore,  that  some  means  must  be  devised  to  provide  for  this  de- 
ficiency if  the  Institution  is  to  continue  as  at  present  organized." 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  on  January  18th,  to 
consider  this  question,  a  proposition  to  dissolve  the  connection  be- 
tween the  Museum  and  the  School  was  voted  down,  and  at  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Corporation  and  of  the  Associate  Committee  of 
Women,  on  February  19th,  it  was  decided  to  hold  a  public  meet- 
ing at  the  Board  of  Trade  Rooms,  to  devise  means  to  carry  on 
the  Institution  on  the  existing  basis  of  Museum  and  School. 

At  this  meeting,  held  Marcli  18th,  a  plan  to  solicit  dollar  sub- 
scriptions to  aid  in  reducing  the  floating  indebtedness  was  adopted. 

Forty-three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  were  obtained  in  this  way. 

(5) 


The  Treasurer's  Report  shows  that  even  this  extra  eflPort  was  in- 
sufficient to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Institution,  and  that  the  debt 
has  been  increased  some  twenty-five  hundred  dollars.  It  now 
amounts  to  nineteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  two  dollars  and 
t  wenty-fouf  cents. 

Again,  therefore,  the  members  are  called  upon  to  discuss  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  Corporation. 

The  condition  of  the  Endowment  Fund  remains  the  same  as  last 
year. 

The  Curator's  Report  shows  that  the  Museum — which  is  open 
to  the  public  daily  free  of  charge — was  visited  by  two  hundred  and 
twenty-six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-four  persons,  an 
increase  of  forty  thousand  over  last  year.  The  condition  of  the 
collections  remains  practically  the  same,  the  principal  changes 
being  the  reception  and  return  of  objects  loaned  to  the  Museum 
for  atated  lengths  of  time.* 

The  entirely  inadequate  income  has  made  it  necessary  again  to 
reduce  the  amount  appropriated  to  this  branch  of  the  Institution. 
It  is  now  below  the  minimum  necessary  for  the  proper  care  of  our 
own  collections  and  of  the  objects  intrusted  to  us  as  loans. 

In  March,  because  of  this  lack  of  funds,  the  assistant  to  the 
Curator,  who  had  been  taught  the  methods  of  marking,  registering, 
and  receipting  for  objects,  was  discharged.  This  leaves  no  one 
familiar  with  these  matters  to  take  the  place  of  the  Curator  should 
he  be  disabled  by  accident  or  illness,  and  thus  subjects  the  whole 
business  of  his  office  to  the  liability  of  being  thrown  into  confusion. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year — until  the  appropriations  by 
Councils  for  the  maintenance  and  repairs  of  Memorial  Hall  became 
available,  and  the  old  employees  of  the  Museum  who  were  dis- 
charged last  year  could  be  re-engaged — the  Park  Commission 
detailed  four  of  the  Park  Guards  to  take  the  places  of  the  em- 
ployees temporarily  discharged  from  lack  of  funds.  As  the  appro- 
priation is  for  the  repairs  as  well  as  for  the  maintenance  of  Memo- 

*  It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  past  eight  years,  during  which  time 
the  present  system  of  registration  has  been  perfected,  upward  of  three  thousand 
loans  have  been  received  and  placed  on  view  with  the  Museum  collections.  In  all 
this  time  not  a  single  object  has  been  lost  or  mislaid. 


rial  Hall,  this  condition  of  affairs  may  happen  again  at  any  time. 
Here,  also,  the  Curator  is  justly  concerned  for  the  proper  care  and 
safe  keeping  of  the  collection  while  the  attendants  are  men  inex- 
perienced and  unknown  to  him. 

The  Principal's  Report  shows  the  continued  prosperity  of  the 
School.  In  this  department  the  Trustees  have  had,  as  heretofore, 
the  earnest  and  able  co-operation  of  the  Associate  Committee  of 
Women,  More  than  three-fourths  of  the  money  contributed 
during  the  year  in  excess  of  the  regular  income  was  collected  by  this 
Committee.  Numerous  manufacturers,  also,  have  shown  their 
interest  in  this  work  by  gifts  of  costly  machinery  and  material. 
In  organization,  equipment,  and  efficiency  the  School  was  never 
so  well  off  as  at  the  present  time. 

During  the  year  the  Institution  has  lost  two  most  valued  mem- 
bers— the  Hon.  John  Welsh  and  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Temple. 

Mr.  Welsh  was  one  of  our  founders  and  corporators,  and  at  the 
meeting  of  March  10th,  1876,  he  was  elected  the  first  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  pressure  of  public  duties  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Centennial  Celebration  compelled  him  to  resign  this 
office  after  three  months'  service,  but  his  interest  in  our  success 
remained  unimpaired  during  his  lifetime,  and  he  was  always 
ready  with  his  advice  and  assistance. 

Mr.  Temple  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  His  munificent  gift  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
is  still  fresh  in  the  memory  of  us  all.  Already  the  proportion  of  the 
interest  of  this  sum  which  is  available  for  the  purpose  of  the  School 
has  been  applied  to  the  foundation  of  scholarships  in  Mr.  Temple's 
name,  and  the  good  work  which  he  made  possible  has  been  begun. 

Following  are  the  reports  of  the  Curator  of  Museum  and  the 
Principal  of  the  School  : 

THE  MUSEUM. 

During  the  year  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-four  persons  visited  the  Museum.  More  than 
fifty  per  cent,  of  this  large  number  were  Sunday  visitors. 

Three  teas  were  given  on  the  afternoons  of  May  10th,  17th,  and 
24th,  by  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
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Museum.  One  of  the  Pavilions  and  the  adjoining  Arcade  were 
used  for  these  entertainments. 

On  May  31st  the  closing  exercises  of  the  School  were  held  in 
the  Rotunda.  The  exhibition  of  the  work  of  students  made  on 
this  occasion  was  kept  open  on  public  view  during  the  summer. 

Heretofore  it  was  necessary,  on  account  of  the  crowded  condition 
of  the  Moore  room,  to  display  the  numerous  other  gifts  and  loans 
made  by  Mrs.  Moore  in  remote  parts  of  the  building.  All  of  these 
objects  have  recently  been  brought  together,  at  the  request  of  this 
generous  patron  of  the  Institution,  into  the  Pavilion  adjoining  the 
Moore  room  on  the  north,  where  preparations  are  now  making 
for  their  arrangement  and  exhibition. 

No  other  changes  have  been  made  in  the  arrangement  of  the 
collections.

THE  SCHOOL. 

The  history  of  the  School  is  one  of  continued  improvement. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  School  building  was  enlarged 
by  the  addition  of  a  Mansard  roof,  the  room  thus  obtained,  some 
forty  feet  square,  being  used  as  a  lecture  room. 

The  only  change  which  has  been  made  in  the  corps  of  instruc- 
tors has  been  the  appointment  of  Miss  Myrtie  D.  Goodwin  as  in  - 
structor  in  the  class  in  applied  design,  in  place  of  Miss  Knowles. 

Mi.ss  Goodwin  is  a  graduate  of  the  school,  and  had  done  excel- 
lent work  in  this  class  during  the  two  preceding  years. 

Gratifying  evidence  of  the  direct  influence  of  the  instruction 
provided  here  upon  industrial  pursuits,  and  of  the  estimation  in  which 
the  work  of  the  School  is  held  by  manufacturers,  continues  to  accu- 
mulate. Some  of  the  students  have  earned  many  times  the  amount 
of  their  tuition  fees  by  the  sale  of  their  designs,  and  applications 
for  designers  are  constantly  on  file  at  the  School  in  advance  of  our 
ability  to  supply  them. 

Former  pupils  have  been  sent  during  the  year  to  occupy  posi- 
tions as  designers  for  metal  work,  cabinet  work,  commercial  en- 
graving, and  the  manufacture  of  textile  fabrics.

THE  TWELFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1887. 


Siuce  the  last  meeting  of  the  Corporation  the  financial  needs  of 
the  Institution  have  continued  to  demand  the  earnest  solicitude  of 
your  Trustees.  The  insufficiency  of  the  resources  to  meet  the 
demands  upon  them  and  the  growing  load  of  debt  seemed  for  a 
time  seriously  to  impair  the  prospect  of  the  successful  continuance 
of  the  work  intrusted  to  them. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  a  resolution  was 
adopted  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  of  Ten 
Citizens  to  devise  plans  to  raise  money  to  carry  on  the  School,  to 
pay  the  Floating  Debt,  and  to  obtain  contributions  to  the  Endow- 
ment Fund.  This  plan  did  not  meet  with  such  encouragement  as 
was  hoped  for. 

In  February  a  joint  committee  of  the  Trustees  and  the  Associate 
Committee  of  Women  was  appointed  to  go  to  Harrisburg  to  solicit 
legislation  in  favor  of  an  appropriation  for  the  support  and  exten- 
sion of  the  School.  This  Committee  met  with  gratifying  success. 
They  secured  for  these  purposes  an  annual  appropriation  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  for  two  years.  While  this  provision  has  relieved 
your  Trustees  from  immediate  anxiety  about  the  permanency  of 
our  School,  the  insufficiency  of  the  resources  for  the  work  to  be 
done  has  been  constantly  forced  upon  their  minds.  In  particular 
they  feel  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  pay  off  the  floating  debt, 
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which  now  amounts  to  fourteen  thousand  one  hundred  and  one 
dollars  and  fifty-six  cents,  in  order  to  insure  the  continued  life  of 
the  School  and  endow  it  with  proper  vitality.  AVith  the  same 
view  they  deem  it  essential  to  avoid  the  system  of  temporary  loans 
or  overdrawn  accounts.  They  are  happy  to  say  that  they  have  been 
able  to  reduce  this  class  of  liabilities  to  a  very  small  figure  and 
intend  in  the  future  to  refuse  again  to  incur  them.  It  is,  in  their 
opinion,  better  to  limit  their  expenditures,  even  at  some  disadvant- 
age, than  to  adopt  measures  which  are  likely  to  entail  financial 
embarrassment  and  discredit. 

As  heretofore  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women  have  been 
untiring  in  their  efforts  to  aid  the  School.  Their  Treasurer  now 
holds  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  ready  to  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Institution  for  the  reduction  of  the  debt  when  the 
Trustees  shall  have  obtained  a  like  sum  for  the  same  object.  A 
further  sum  of  about  three  thousand  dollars  has  been  subscribed  by 
certain  of  the  Trustees  for  the  same  purpose,  on  condition  that 
enough  is  raised  to  extinguish  the  floating  debt.  It  is  confidently 
hoped  that  sufficient  interest  will  be  taken  by  the  members  in  the 
subject  to  free  the  Institution  from  this  incubus.  Without  such 
interest  there  can  be  little  hope  of  permanent  success. 

Your  School  has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  leading  institutions  of 
industrial  education  in  the  country.  Its  Textile  Department  in 
particular  stands  in  the  very  first  rank. 

As  the  school  building  proved  inadequate  for  the  accommodation 
of  all  the  students  seeking  admission  to  the  fall  term,  a  large  room 
in  a  neighboring  building  was  rented,  and  the  class  in  the  Chemistry 
of  Dyeing,  Bleaching,  etc.,  was  located  there. 

The  Museum  in  Memorial  Hall  continues  to  attract  increasing 
numbers  of  visitors.  The  record  of  this  year,  showing  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty  admissions, 
exceeds  that  of  last  year  by  nearly  fifty  thousand.  The  only  im- 
portant changes  in  the  Exhibits  were  those  caused  by  the  reception 
and  the  return  of  objects  deposited  on  loan. 

An  order  was  sent  to  England  during  the  summer  for  a  copy^ 
similar  to  the  one  in  the  South  Kensington  Musem,  of  the  cele- 
brated Bayeux  Tapestry.     This  interesting  work  was  purchased 


from  the  income  of  the  Joseph  E.  Temple  trust  fund.  It  is  now 
in  the  Custom  House  and  will  shortly  be  placed  on  exhibition  at 
the  Hall. 

In  order  to  awaken  an  interest  in  this  important  department  of 
the  Institution  and  to  stimulate  the  growth  of  the  collections,  the 
Curator,  in  his  report,  proposes  a  plan  which  your  Trustees  recom- 
mend to  your  favorable  consideration.  If  the  arrangement  pro- 
posed can  be  successfully  carried  out  the  Museum  in  Memorial 
Hall  will  shortly  become  an  important  as  well  as  a  popular 
feature  in  the  educational  system  of  the  State  and  city. 

The  condition  of  the  Endowment  Fund  remains  the  same  as 
last  year. 

lu  March  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  adopted  a 
resolution  making  the  financial  year  run  from  June  1st  to  June 
1st ;  for  which  reason  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  whicli  is 
presented  herewith,  covers  only  the  five  months  ending  on  June 
1st,  1887. 

During  the  year  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  caused  by 
the  resignation  of  Dr.  F.  W.  Lewis,  was  filled  by  the  election  of 
Mr.  John  Struthers  for  the  unexpired  term  of  Dr.  Lewis. 

Following  are  the  reports  of  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  and 
the  Principal  of  the  School : 

THE  MUSEUM. 

During  the  year  two  hundred  and  seventy-one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  sixty  persons  visited  the  Museum,  Of  these  one 
hundred  and  fifty-two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
were  Sunday  visitors.  No  count  was  taken  of  the  number  of  per- 
sons who  were  passed  through  the  building  on  October  18th,  the 
day  of  the  unveiling  of  the  Meade  Memorial,  and  on  July  4th 
and  August  13th,  the  days  of  the  balloon  ascensions  in  front  of 
Memorial  Hall,  the  building  was  closed  altogether. 

On  June  4th  the  closing  exercises  of  the  School  were  held  in  the 
Rotunda. 

Early  in  the  spring,  in  compliance  with  the  wishes  of  Mrs. 
Bloomfield-Moore,  all  the  objects  loaned  or  given  to  the  Museum 
by  her  in  excess  of  those  displayed  in  the  Moore  Room,  were  col- 


lected  from  the  cases  iu  different  parts  of  the  building,  where  they 
were  on  exhibition,  and  arranged  in  the  Northeast  Pavilion.  This 
room,  however,  remains  closed  to  the  public  because  the  present 
force  of  employees  have  all  they  can  do  to  take  proper  care  of  the 
rooms  that  are  already  open. 

During  the  year,  while  only  some  eighty  objects  have  been  re- 
ceived on  loan,  several  of  the  largest  and  most  important  loan 
collections  have  been  withdrawn.  This  has  necessitated  a  rear- 
rangement and  concentration  in  fewer  cases  of  the  Museum  col- 
lections and  the  remaining  loans. 

In  June  the  Trustees  authorized  the  purchase  for  the  "  Joseph 
E.  Temple  Trust "  of  a  fac  simile  colored  photographic  reproduc- 
tion of  the  Bayeux  Tapestry.  This  interesting  work  has  arrived 
and  will  be  placed  on  exhibition  as  soon  as  it  can  be  framed  and 
mounted.

In  view  of  the  very  slow  growth  of  the  Museum  as  shown  by 
these  figures,  I  suggest  that  the  Trustees  of  this  Institution  seek 
to  unite  with  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Memorial  Hall  in  reviv- 
ing and  carrying  out  the  purpose  specified  in  the  Act  of  Assembly 
and  ordinance  of  Councils  appropriating  money  in  1873  to  build 
Memorial  Hall,  that  purpose  being  to  make  the  building  a  public 
Museum  of  History,  Science  and  Art,  belonging  to  the  people  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  open  to  them  free  forever. 

As  the  history  of  these  enactments  is  known  to  or  remembered 
by  very  few  persons,  I  have  embodied  it  in  a  Supplemental  Report. 
(See  page  26.)

THE  SCHOOL. 

Important  extensions  in  the  artistic  as  well  as  in  the  industrial 
direction  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

Mr.  John  J.  Boyle,  the  distinguished  sculptor,  has  been  secured 
as  instructor  in  modelling,  and  a  Chemical  Department  for  instruc- 
tion in  thechemistry  of  dyeing,  bleaching,  etc.,  has  been  established 
under  Mr.  R.  L.  Chase,  a  graduate  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology. 

Room  for  these  additions  has  been  obtained  temporarily  by  leas- 
ing a  large  room  in  Odd  Fellows'  Hall,  corner  of  Broad  and  Spring 
Garden  Streets,  where  a  class-room  for  the  Department  of  Textile 
Design  and  a  well-equipped  chemical  laboratory  have  been 
fitted  up. 

Six  new  looms  and  other  machinery  have  been  purchased  for 
the  Textile  Department  by  the  Pliiladelphia  Textile  Association, 
under  whose  auspices  this  department  is  conducted,  and  at  whose 
expense  the  new  laboratory  and  class-room  were  fitted  up. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  facilities  provided  for  the  class 
in  chemistry  as  well  as  for  that  in  sculpture  were  immediately  ap- 
preciated by  an  earnest  class  of  new  pupils,  whose  number  was  suf- 
ficiently large  to  fully  occupy  the  additional  room,  and  to  empha- 
size the  need  of  greatly  enlarging  the  accommodations  of  the 
School. 

With  the  exception  of  the  additions  noted  above,  no  change  in 
the  corps  of  teachers  or  plan  of  instruction  has  been  made.

Supplemental  Report. 


MEMORIAL  HALL 

AND 

The  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art. 


Memorial  Hall,  commemorating  the  Centennial  Celebration  in 
Philadelphia,  is  the  result  of  several  years'  previous  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  and  other  promi- 
nent citizens  to  establish  an  art  museum  in  the  Park  for  the  enjoy- 
ment and  improvement  of  the  people.  As  early  as  1869  Mr. 
Joseph  Harrison,  with  this  object  in  view,  proposed  to  present  to 
the  city  the  Catlin  collection  of  Indian  pictures — which  was  after- 
ward secured  by  the  National  Museum  at  Washington — and  the 
little  building  at  the  Green  Street  entrance  of  the  Park,  now  known 
as  the  Pompeian  Museum,  was  built  for  temporary  exhibition.  At 
various  times  afterward  the  museum  project  was  revived  and  dis- 
cussed, but  not  until  the  approach  of  the  Centennial  did  it  take 
definite  shape. 

On  February  22d,  1873,  the  City  Councils  appropriated  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  on  March  27th,  of  the  same  year, 
the  Legislature  appropriated  oue  million  dollars  for  the  erection  of 
Memorial  Hall. 

The  ordinance  of  Councils  provides  that  "the  United  States 
Centennial  Commission  and  the  Centennial  Board  of  Finance  shall 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  city  of  Philadelphia  that  a  permanent 
building,  to  cost  not  less  than  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  in  said  Fairmount  Park,  as 
the  property  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  exhibition  and 
preserv'ation  of  works  of  nature,  art,  and  products  of  the  soil  and 
mine,  and  works  of  art  applied  to  industry,  copies  of  reproductions 

(26) 
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of  articles  of  skill,  for  the  free  education  and  enjoyment  of  the 
people  of  the  nation,  after  the  year  1876,  and  for  all  time  there- 
after, under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park." 

The  Act  of  the  Legislature  provides  that  a  contract  be  executed 
"  by  the  Centennial  Board  of  Finance,  incorporated  by  act  of 
Congress,  with  the  State  Centennial  Supervisors  hereinafter  named, 
the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park,  and  the  representatives  of 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  as  the  authorities  of  said  city  shall  appoint 
for  the  purpose,  stipulating  that  a  permanent  fire-proof  building 
shall  be  erected  in  Fairmount  Park  as  part  of  the  Centennial  Ex- 
hibition buildings,  to  cost  not  less  than  one  million  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  which  building  shall  remain  in  Fairmount 
Park  perpetually  as  the  property  of  the  people  of  this  Common- 
wealth, for  the  preserv^ation  and  exhibition  of  national  and  State 
relics,  and  works  of  art,  industry,  mechanism,  and  the  products  of 
the  soil,  mines,  etc.,  of  this  State,  and  that  it  shall  be  kept  open 
perpetually  after  the  year  1876,  for  the  improvement  and  the  en- 
joyment of  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Fairmount  Park  Commissioners  and  the  State  Centen- 
nial Supervisors  and  the  proper  representatives  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe."  *  *  *  "After 
the  Centennial  Anniversary  Exhibition  shall  have  closed,  the  said 
Park  Commissioners  and  State  Centennial  Supervisors,  and  the 
proper  representatives  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  may  admit  into 
said  building  the  works  of  art,  products  of  industry,  etc.,  from  any 
other  State  or  government,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be 
deemed  just  and  proper,  but  there  shall  be  no  discrimination  be- 
tween the  several  States  of  the  Union,  nor  between  the  govern- 
ments of  the  world." 

This  act  creates  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  provides  for  their 
succession.  They  were  to  have  charge  of  the  erection  of  the 
building,  but  not  to  exercise  any  control  or  authority  over  it  dur- 
ing the  exhibition. 

The  plans  finally  adopted  for  the  building  thus  provided  for 
were  agreed  upon  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Director  Gen- 
eral, and  the  Building  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Finance.     It 
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was  erected  under  the  direction  of  that  Committee,  at  a  total  ex- 
penditure of  one  million  five  hundred  and  sixty-four  thousand 
three  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents.* 

Thus,  Memorial  Hall,  costing  a  million  and  a  half  of  dollars, 
the  joint  property  of  the  State  and  of  the  city,  was  erected  in 
Fairmount  Park  for  a  specific  purpose,  namely,  to  contain  a 
museum  of  history,  science,  and  Art  for  the  free  education,  im- 
provement, and  enjoyment  of  the  people  after  the  year  1876  and 
for  all  time  thereafter.  But  this  purpose,  so  far  as  the  State  or 
the  city  is  concerned,  has  never  been  carried  out.  Neither  Legis- 
lature nor  Councils  have  ever  appropriated  one  dollar  toward  estab- 
lishing the  Museum,  nor  has  sufficient  provision  ever  been  made 
for  the  maintenance  and  necessary  repair  of  the  building. 

On  April  5th,  1877,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  representatives  of  the  city,  regu- 
lations providing  for  a  permanent  organization  were  adopted,  the 
body  to  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Memorial  Hall. 
The  Board  meets  annually  on  the  third  Monday  in  April,  and 
elects  a  President  and  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  three 
members  out  of  the  three  representative  bodies.  The  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Park  is  the  Secretary. 

On  April  22d,  1877,  this  Board  granted  a  license  to  the  Penn- 
sylvania Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art,  to  occupy  Memo- 
rial Hall,  with  permission  to  charge  twenty-five  cents  admission 
to  the  building.  It  was  provided  that  such  occupancy  should  ter- 
minate at  any  time  fixed  after  a  year's  notice,  and  that  the  Museum 
should  keep  the  building  in  good  order  and  repair. 

Shortly  after  occupying  the  Hall  it  became  evident  that  the  cost 
of  maintaining  and  keeping  the  building  in  repair  was  far  greater 
than  was  anticipated,  and  much  more  than  the  Institution  was 
able  to  pay.     The  first  year  (1877)  the  Legislature  was  asked  to 

*Mr.  R.  J.  Dobbins  was  awarded  the  contract.  On  July  4th,  1874,  ground  was 
broken,  and  on  July  4th,  1875,  the  figure  surmounting  the  dome  was  raised  to  its 
position. 

Mr.  H.  J.  Schwarzmann,  the  architect,  in  his  final  report,  dated  January  29th, 
1877,  says :  "  The  entire  structure  is  in  the  modern  Renaissance.  The  materials 
are  granite,  glass,  and  iron.  No  wood  is  used  in  the  construction,  and  the  build- 
is  thoroughly  fire  proof." 
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appropriate  twenty  thousand  dollars  to  the  corporation,  but  the 
bill  was  reduced  in  committee  to  five  thousand  dollars,  and  the 
expenditure  of  this  sum  was  limited  to  the  maintenance  and  repair 
of  Memorial  Hall. 

This  is  all  the  money  the  State  has  expended  upon  the  Hall.  In 
1881  Councils  appropriated  ten  thousand  dollars  "  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  repair  of  Memorial  Hall,"  and,  in  consideration  of  this 
assistance,  the  Trustees  of  the  Museum  agreed  to  open  the  building 
free  to  the  public.  The  appropriation  by  Councils  has  been  made 
annually  since  that  date,  and  the  Museum  continues  open  free  to 
all  visitors.  But  after  paying  the  necessary  maintenance  expenses, 
the  amount  left  for  repairs  is  not  sufficient  to  put  or  keep  the 
building  in  good  order  and  repair,  and  particularly  is  this  the  case 
with  regard  to  the  dome  surmounting  the  building,  which  each 
year  becomes  more  and  more  dilapidated. 

Of  late  years,  too,  the  Museum  has  languished,  although  the 
School  has  flourished  and  obtained  a  great  reputation.  Some  of 
the  friends  of  the  institution,  observing  this,  wish  to  see  the  Mu- 
seum removed  from  the  Hall  and  united  with  the  School  in  some 
central  location  in  the  city.  This  idea  appears  to  be  growing  in 
favor. 

But  whether  the  Museum  does  or  does  not  remain  permanently 
in  Memorial  Hall,  the  public  money  can  never  be  appropriated  to 
make  purchases  for  its  collections,  because  the  institution  is  a  pri- 
vate corporation.  So  long,  however,  as  it  does  remain  in  the  Hall, 
the  institution  could  very  properly  act  as  the  custodian  of  the  col- 
lections of  a  public  museum,  and  give  the  benefit  of  its  experience 
in  superintending  their  classification  and  arrangement.  It  is  sug- 
gested, therefore,  that  the  Trustees  of  this  institution  propose  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  Memorial  Hall  and  the  Park  Commissioners 
to  unite  in  an  effort  to  obtain  from  the  State  and  from  the  city 
such  legislatioa  as  is  necessary  to  establish  the  public  museum 
which  was  contemplated  when  Memorial  Hall  was  built.  A  very 
small  annual  appropriation  would  be  sufficient,  if  intelligently 
spent,  to  give  the  people,  in  a  few  years,  a  museum  in  Memorial 
Hall  for  their  "  free  education,  improvement,  and  enjoyment "  that 
would  be  a  worthy  memorial  of  the  Centennial. 
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It  can  hardly  be  that,  after  investing  one  million  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  of  the  public  money  in  a  museum  building, 
the  people  will  allow  the  project  to  die  and  be  forgotten.  And 
now  that  they  have  seen,  during  the  past  eleven  years,  what  en- 
tertainment and  instruction  a  collection  like  that  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Museum  affords,  they  are  better  able  to  appreciate  what 
pleasure  and  profit  would  be  had  from  a  large  and  constantly 
growing  public  museum,  like  the  great  National  Museum  at  Wash- 
ington, or  the  government  museums  of  Europe.  It  is  likely,  there- 
fore, that  the  revival  of  the  project  now  would  meet  with  their 
hearty  approval  and  co-operation. 


ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

ASSOCIATE  COMMITTEE  OF  WOMEN. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  (see  next  page)  gives  the  result  of 
the  work  of  the  Committee  during  the  year  1887. 

Each  year  brings  with  it  fresh  assurance  of  the  usefulness  of 
the  School  of  Industrial  Art,  and  of  the  favor  with  which  it  is 
regarded,  not  only  in  our  own  State,  but  in  other  parts  of  our 
country. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Institution,  we  have  the 
pleasure  to  record  an  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  of  Penn- 
sylvania toward  its  maintenance.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  as 
has  always  been  done  in  the  States  of  New  York  and  Massachu- 
setts, and  Pennsylvania  cannot  afford  to  be  behind  her  sister  States  in 
the  matter  of  "  protection  "  to  the  talents  of  the  rising  generation. 

We  can  scarcely  hope  that  the  Institution  will  ever  be  self-sup- 
porting. The  Museum  is  open  to  the  public  at  all  times,  free  of 
charge,  and  the  fees  for  instruction  in  the  School  are  necessarily 
small,  in  order  that  all  may  reap  the  advantages  offered.  Institu- 
tions of  the  same  nature  in  other  countries  are  supported  by  the 
governments  of  those  countries,  and  as  in  this  country  the  people 
are  sovereign  rulers,  we  invite  the  attention  of  our  people  to  the 
working  of  the  School  at  1336  Spring  Garden  Street,  feeling  sure 
that,  once  convinced  of  its  usefulness,  all  will  gladly  contribute  to 
its  support.

THE  THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1888. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  In- 
dustrial Art,  in  presenting  to  the  Corporation  their  report  for 
another  year,  take  pleasure  in  calling  attention  to  the  constant 
growth  of  public  interest  in  industrial  education,  and  to  the  con- 
tinued appreciation  of  our  collections  shown  by  the  vast  numbers 
who  frequent  thera ;  and  they  are  gratified  that,  in  spite  of  the  in- 
adequate resources  at  their  disposal,  the  condition  of  the  Schools 
and  Museum  continue  to  show  a  steady  and  increasing  degree  of 
improvement. 

The  subject  of  industrial  art  has  in  late  years  risen  to  a  foremost 
place  in  public  interest,  and,  both  in  our  own  country  and  abroad, 
elicits  widespread  discussion  and  with  ever  improving  results.  In 
this  movement  we  believe  that  your  School  plays  no  unimportant 
part.  Your  classes  in  the  Textile  and  Dyeing  departments  are 
unrivalled  among  similar  institutions  in  this  country,  and  so  soon 
as  sufficient  means  can  be  obtained,  it  is  desired  that  similar  classes 
should  be  established  for  the  different  trades  which  depend  upon 
decorative  design,  such  as  cabinet-making  and  metal  working.  The 
establishment,  among  other  branches,  of  a  school  of  architecture  is 
a  fit  subject  for  your  consideration. 

Although  crowded  for  lack  of  space,  and  suffering  from  incon- 
venient arrangement,  the  numbers  attending  your  School  have  been 
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maintained,  and  the  proficiency  of  your  scholars  has  been  raised  to 
a  higher  level.  Tlie  evidences  of  appreciation  of  the  metliods  and 
results  of  your  School  is  shown  by  the  increasing  numbers  who 
come  from  a  distance  to  secure  its  advantages.  There  are  now 
upon  its  rolls  students  from  Arkansas,  Delaware,  Georgia,  New 
Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Khode 
Island,  South  Carolina,  and  Canada.  The  eiforts  to  extend  the 
interest  of  the  School  throughout  our  own  State  have  also  been,  in 
a  measure,  successful.  From  ten  counties  outside  of  Philadelphia, 
we  have  twenty-one  students,  and  are  encouraged  to  believe  that 
the  continuation  of  the  efforts  recently  made  will  lead  to  even  better 
results. 

By  relieving  our  Principal  of  a  portion  of  the  clerical  duties 
which  have  heretofore  devolved  upon  him,  and  which  have  ab- 
sorbed much  valuable  time,  we  hope  that  leisure  can  be  afforded 
him,  which  will  be  used  to  very  greatly  promote  the  efficiency  of 
the  School,  and  to  spread  throughout  this  community  and  State  the 
knowledge  of  the  facilities  which  it  affords,  and  to  foster  an  interest 
in  artistic  and  industrial  education. 

An  opportunity  was  afforded  by  the  munificence  of  the  late 
Joseph  E.  Temple,  to  hold  an  exhibition  of  porcelain  and  pottery 
in  Memorial  Hall  in  the  autumn.  Although  organized  too  late  for 
the  full  co-operation  of  manufacturers,  it  was  still  in  a  good  degree 
successful  in  promoting  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  furtherance 
of  genuinely  artistic  work,  and  in  attracting  attention  to  the 
great  strides  that  have  already  been  made  in  this  direction  by 
our  countrymen.  Should  the  way  open  to  repeat  such  exhibitions, 
it  is  hoped  that  their  advantages  will  be  still  more  evident. 

A  valuable  addition  has  been  made  to  the  Museum  by  a  loan 
from  Dr.  Robert  H.  Lamborn,  of  a  valuable  collection  of  Etruscan 
antiquities,  and  of  old  Mexican  paintings  illustrative  of  a  period  of 
pictorial  art  in  America  which  flourished  years  before  the  first 
settlement  of  the  United  States.  The  work  of  cataloguing  and 
arranging  these  collections  is  now  in  progress,  and  it  is  intended 
that  they  shall  be  placed  upon  exhibition  in  the  coming  spring. 

The  occupancy  of  Memorial  Hall  has,  since  the  foundation  of 
the  Museum,  provided  spacious  and  convenient  accommodation  for 


your  collections.  Your  Trustees,  nevertheless,  feel  that  the  time 
may  be  approacliing  when  a  building  of  our  own  should  be  provided 
in  some  more  central  location,  where  the  Museum  and  School  could 
perhaps  be  united.  The  opportunity  which  this  would  afford  of 
coming  in  closer  touch  with  the  life  of  the  community,  and  the 
stimulus  to  the  highest  educational  work,  are  objects  to  be  greatly 
valued.  Such  an  arrangement  would  also  make  possible  an  economy 
and  efficiency  of  management  which  is  perhaps  not  attainable  while 
located,  as  at  present,  in  buildings  of  which  we  have  not  the  entire 
and  unhampered  administration.  To  provide  in  this  way  a  perma- 
nent and  truly  suitable  home  for  schools  and  museums  of  industrial 
art  is,  we  believe,  an  object  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  those 
who  desire  to  bestow  great  public  benefactions  upon  their  city. 

Since  our  last  annual  report,  material  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  reduction  of  the  floating  debt,  which  then  stood  at  the  figure 
of  $14,101.50,  and  is  now  $6,300.  The  further  sum  of  $4,100 
has  been  subscribed  for  this  purpose,  payable  when  the  full  amount 
necessary  to  exting,uishing  the  debt  has  been  raised.  The  Trustees 
have  full  confidence  that  this  will  be  accomplished  at  an  early  day. 
The  sum  needed  is  a  comparatively  small  one,  and  it  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  the  members  of  the  Corporation  will  co-o|)erate,  and 
aid  the  Trustees  in  finally  relieving  the  institution  of  the  debt 
which  has  so  long  weighed  upon  it. 

Your  Trustees  have  long  felt  the  importance  of  increasing  the 
membershij)  in  the  Corporation  to  correspon<l  with  the  importance 
of  the  work,  and  with  the  extent  of  the  responsibility  laid  upon 
us.  With  the  view  of  doing  this,  it  was  determined  early  in  the 
year  to  reduce  the  annual  dues  of  members  to  five  dollars,  proviiled 
the  annual  membership  should  be  increased  during  the  year  1888  to 
the  number  of  four  hundred.  They  regret  to  say  that  their  expecta- 
tions in  this  matter  have  not  been  fulfilled,  and  that  the  present 
membership  is  only  183.  In  this  mutter  they  also  solicit  the 
earnest  efforts  of  the  metubers  to  secure  an  improvement,  and 
although  the  reduction  in  the  dues  is  not  at  this  time  possible,  they 
stand  ready  to  make  it  whenever  the  membership  has  been  suffi- 
ciently enlarged. 

Your  Trustees  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  continued  zeal  of 
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the  Associate  Committee  of  Women,  whose  interest  and  activity 
iu  promoting  the  efficiency  of  the  Museum  and  School,  and  in 
obtaining  funds  for  their  support  has,  as  always,  been  of  inestima- 
ble value.       ♦ 

Following  are  the  reports  of  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  and 
Principal  of  the  School  : 

THE  MUSEUM. 

During  the  year  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  thousand  four 
hundred  and  seven ty-tiiree  persons  visited  the  Museum.  Of  these, 
one  hundred  and  forty  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  were 
Sunday  visitors.  Tiie  special  exhibition  of  American  Pottery  and 
Porcelain,  held  October  16th  to  November  13th,  attracted  thirty- 
two  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  persons;  nevertheless, 
the  total  number  of  visitors  for  the  year  were  some  thirty-five 
hundred  less  than  in  1887. 

The  purchases  made  at  the  Exhibition  on  account  of  the  Joseph 
E.  Temple  Trust  consisted  of  five  vases  and  one  plaque.  Further 
additions  to  the  Museum  collections  purchased  out  of  the  Temple 
Fund  include  a  cabinet  and  four  chairs,  examples  of  early  Eng- 
lish workmanship,  specimens  of  French  and  Flemish  metal  work, 
original  and  electro-reproduction,  a  miniature  suit  of  plate-armor, 
and  an  illustrative  example  of  embossed  leather  -work.  These 
were  bought  in  Europe  by  Mr.  Miller,  the  Principal  of  the  School. 

The  autotype  reproduction  of  the  Bayeux  Tapestry,  purchased 
last  year,  has  been  framed  and  mounted  behind  glass  on  the  wall 
of  the  West  Gallery.  A  translation  of  the  text  of  the  Latin 
inscription,  explanatory  of  the  figures,  has  been  printed  on  the 
frame  above  each  group.

THE  SCHOOL. 
The  work  of  tiie  School  continues  to  be  as  satisfactory  as  is 
possible  with  the  limited  accommodation  at  1336  Spring  Garden 
Street,  which  is  much  overcrowded. 
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No  changes  in  the  departments  as  organized  last  year  have  taken 
place,  except  that  the  Wood- carving  Department,  which  had  hereto- 
fore been  conducted  as  part  of  the  evening  school  has  been  changed 
'to  the  day  school.  Four  new  looms,  two  of  which  are  Jacqiiards, 
and  other  machinery  have  been  added  to  the  equipment  of  the 
Textile  Department,  having  been  provided  by  the  Philadelphia 
Textile  Association,  under  whose  auspices  this  department  is  con- 
ducted, Tliis  makes  twenty-three  hand-looms  and  five  power- 
looms,  besides  card-stampers  and  a  great  deal  of  other  machinery, 
which  are  at  present  in  use  in  this  department.  The  most  gratify- 
ing progress  has  been  made  in  the  Department  of  Chemistry  and 
Dyeing,  the  facilities  for  this  branch  of  study  being  filled  to  their 
utmost,  quite  as  many  applicants  having  registered  early  in  the 
season  as  it  was  possible  to  accommodate.  The  corps  of  instructors 
remains  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  usual  closing  exercises  were  held  in  Memorial  Hall  on 
Saturday,  June  2d,  1888.  Addresses  were  made  by  the  President, 
Governor  Beaver,  by  the  Honorable  Robert  R.  Dearden,  and 
others. 

An  exhibition  of  students'  work  was  made  at  the  same  time  and 
place,  which  remained  open  during  the  summer. 

A  number  of  State  scholarships,  one  for  each  county,  having  been 
establisiied  by  the  Legislature  of  1887  as  a  feature  of  the  bill 
affording  State  aid  to  the  School,  appointments  to  several  of  these 
were  made  by  the  Governor  during  the  year,  and  nine  holders  of 
these  appointments  are  at  present  registered  in  the  School. 

The  scholarships  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  city  were  filled  as  usual  by  a  competitive  examination 
conducted  by  the  Principal,  each  grammar  school  Principal  being 
authorized  to  send  candidates.  It  is  gratifvinsi:  to  note  that  this 
method  of  making  the  appointments  which  was  adopted  in  1887 
is  producing  gratifying  results,  the  class  of  students  admitted 
being  better  qualified  each  year,  and  a  considerable  increase  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  pupils  alike  in  the  public 
schools  having  clearly  resulted  from  this  arrangement.

1888. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  gives  the  financial  result  of  labors 
of  the  Committee  during  the  past  year,  and  in  addition  to  the  sums 
paid  to  the  Trustees  by  the  Treasurer,  thirty  subscriptions  of  five 
dolUirs  each  have  been  paid  to  the  Trustees  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Associate  Committee. 

Greater  prosperity  tiian  ever  before  is  found  in  the  School,  the 
usefulness  of  wiiich  is  greatly  extended  through  the  appropriation 
from  the  Legislature  of  188G.  Eleven  counties  from  this  State 
have  sent  scholars,  and  students  from  nine  of  our  States  and  Can- 
ada are  now  enrolled  on  tiie  list  of  pupils  who  have  come  to  avail 
themselves  of  opportunities  more  favorable  perhaps  than  are  offered 
in  any  school  in  our  country. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Institution,  it  comes  before 
the  public  almost  free  from  debt  and  free  to  ask  from  the  Legisla- 
ture and  from  our  own  citizens  such  a  measure  of  support  as  will 
be  adequate  to  its  increasing  needs. 

In  view  of  this  prospect,  the  Committee  respectfully  present  to 
the  Corporation  the  imperative  necessity  of  securing  suitable  ac- 
commodations for  the  Museum  and  the  School  under  the  same  roof. 

The  School  building,  1336  Spring  Garden  Street,  is  totally  in- 
adequate to  furnish  accommodations  for  the  steady  increase  in  the 
number  of  pupils,  and,  at  the  same  time,  the  attendance  at  the 
Museum  shows  a  falling  off  from  previous  years. 

The  advantages  to  be  gained  by  uniting  the  two  branches  of  the 
Institution  in  some  central  location,  can  scarcely  be  estimated,  ex- 
cept by  those  who  have  taken  the  pains  to  examine  into  the  wants 
•of  both. 

The  Principal  of  the  School  and  the  teachers  employed  under 
him  command  the  respect  not  only  of  the  pupils,  but  of  all 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  School.

THE  FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


This  report  is  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1889. 

It  has  been  a  year  of  continued  progress,  showing  encouraging 
development  in  the  Museum  and  the  School. 

The  question  alhided  to  in  the  last  annual  report,  of  providing  a 
building  in  some  central  location  in  the  city  where  the  Museum 
and  the  School  can  be  united  under  one  roof,  has  received  careful 
consideration.  The  desirability  of  such  a  union,  if  it  can  be  accom- 
plished without  detriment  to  either  branch  of  the  Institution,  is 
conceded  by  all. 

Regarding  the  School,  almost  any  change  from  the  present  con- 
tracted, inconvenient,  and  inadequate  quarters  would  be  advan- 
tageous. 

Regarding  the  Museum,  the  case  is  different.  We  must 
remember  that  we  now  occupy  one  of  the  largest  and  finest  Museum 
buildings  in  the  country,  containing  galleries  unequalled  for  light, 
wall  and  floor  space,  and  general  arrangement. 

The  building  is  situated  on  the  borders  of  the  Park,  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  growth  of  the  city.  In  its  construction  and  location  it 
is  free  from  the  dangers  of  fire.  It  insures  permanency,  and  provides 
room  for  extension.  The  city  contributes  $10,000  annually 
towards  the  maintenance  of  this  building.  It  is  evident,  therefore, 
that  before  giving  up  so  many  manifest  advantages,  the  whole 
subject  must  be  carefully  considered. 
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One  suggestion  that  has  been  made  is  not  to  disturb  the  Museum 
in  its  present  location,  but  to  secure  a  site  for  the  School  near  by 
the  Hall.  Another  is  included  in  a  propQsition  made  by  Provost 
Wm.  PejDper,  on  behalf  of  the  authorities  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, to  transfer  to  this  Institution,  in  fee  simple,  at  cost  price, 
whatever  available  site  on  property  lately  acquired  by  the  Univer- 
sity may  be  selected — of  ample  size  for  the  erection  of  a  large 
building  for  the  Museum  and  School.  The  Committee  of  the 
Trustees  appointed  to  consider  this  offer  thought  so  well  of  it  that 
they  consulted  with  Mr.  Joseph  M.  Wilson,  the  architect,  who 
furnished  a  plan  for  a  building,  a  portion  of  which,  for  immediate 
occupancy  by  the  School,  could,  it  is  thought,  be  erected  at  a  cost 
of  about  $45,000. 

In  view  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  making  some  provision  for 
the  School,  if  its  growth  is  not  to  be  checked,  and  the  desirability 
of  agreeing  upon  some  definite  plan  of  development  for  Museum 
and  School  alike,  the  Trustees  ask  your  immediate  consideration  of 
these  matters. 

The  second  Exhibition  of  American  Art  Industries,  which  was 
held  in  Memorial  Hall  from  October  8th  to  November  18th,  was, 
in  an  artistic  way,  a  gratifying  success.  Upwards  of  28,000  per- 
sons visited  the  Exhibition,  and  had  not  the  weather  been  so  con- 
tinuously bad  there  would  probably  have  been  twice  as  many 
visitors,  and  instead  of  a  small  deficit,  the  Treasurer's  account  would 
have  shown  a  profit. 

Six  branches  of  Art  Industry  were  represented — Pottery  and 
Porcelain,  Glassware,  Terra  Gotta,  Tiles,  Stained  Glass,  and 
Mosaic. 

The  most  notable  display  was  the  Stained  Glass  Section.  It 
was  a  genuine  surprise  to  many  persons  to  discover  in  this  depart- 
ment of  Art  an  excellence  fairly  rivalling  the  best  European 
workmanship.  The  importance  of  these  exhibitions  as  a  practical 
means  of  educating  the  public  taste,  and  of  awakening  an  interest 
in  the  Museum  and  its  work  cannot  be  overestimated. 

The  last  annual  report  stated  that  the  debt  at  that  time  was 
$6,300,  and  that  the  further  sum  of  $4,100  had  been  subscribed 
towards  its  cancellation,  payable  when  the  full  amount  necessary 


for  the  extinguishment  of  the  debt  had  been  raised.  By  reference 
to  the  Treasurer's  statement  it  will  appear  that  the  donations 
during  the  year  ending  May  31st  last,  amounted  to  $4,143.  This 
would  leave  the  balance  due  on  the  debt  $2,337.  Since  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year  this  deficiency  has  been  met. 

The  number  of  students,  shown  by  the  Principal's  report,  is  242. 
This  is  quite  as  many  as  the  School  can  accommodate,  owing  to  the 
gift  of  power  looms  and  other  machinery  intended  for  the  use  of 
the  School.  In  respect  of  skilled  teachers,  appliances  for  work, 
and  instruction,  and  in  the  estimation  of  the  public,  the  School  is 
better  off  than  ever  before.  Only  in  this  one  particular — crowded 
and  insufficient  accommodation — is  its  growth  checked. 

A  most  gratifying  evidence  of  the  interest  taken  in  this  branch 
of  the  Institution  is  the  generous  gift  of  Mrs.  Wm.  Weightraan, 
Jr.,  of  $1,000  to  found  the  AVilliara  Weightmau,  Jr.,  Memorial 
Scholarship. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Search,  the  Textile  Department  has 
received  valuable  gifts  of  machinery  and  material,  including  two 
power  looms,  given  by  the  Knowles  Loom  Works,  of  Worcester, 
Mass. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  note  in  the  competition  for  prizes  in  De- 
signs for  Pottery,  instituted  by  the  United  States  Potters'  Associa- 
tion, and  recently  held  in  Baltimore,  between  pupils  of  the  schools 
connected  with  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston,  the  Metro- 
politau  Museum  of  Art  in  New  York,  and  our  own  scholars,  that 
the  judges  commend  the  work  of  our  scholars  as  "superior  in 
strength  and  originality,"  and  award  to  them,  and  to  the  Boston 
students,  a  series  of  first,  second,  and  third  prizes. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  an  acknowledgment 
from  the  Trustees  of  the  assistance  they  have  received  from  the 
Associate  Committee  of  Women,  to  whose  earnest  efforts  in  the 
furtherance  of  the  work  so  much  of  its  success  is  due. 

Following  are  the  reports  of  the  Curator  of  the  Museum,  and 
the  Principal  of  the  School. 

THE    MUSEUM. 

During  the  year,  two  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eight  persons  visited  the  Museum.     Of  these,  one 
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hundred  and  forty  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  were 
Sunday  visitors.  During  the  seven  weeks  of  the  Art  Industries 
Exhibition,  from  October  8th  to  November  18th,  when  an 
admission  fee  was  charged,  there  were  twenty-eight  thousand  five 
hundred  and  twenty-one  visitors.  Tiie  attendance  would  un- 
doubtedly have  been  greater  if  the  weather  had  not  been  so 
unfavorable. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  annexed  list  that  numerous  additions  to  the 
collections  have  been  made,  by  gift  or  purchase. 

The  Bloomfield-Moore  collection  has  been  enriched  by  Mrs. 
Moore,  by  the  addition  of  a  notable  picture  by  Benjamin  West ; 
several  choice  specimens  of  Wedgwood  ware,  and  a  number  of 
enamelled  and  jeweled  watches  of  the  Louis  XIV  period. 

The  southeast  pavilion,  a  room  forty  feet  square,  has  been  set 
apart  for  the  display  of  the  objects  loaned  by  Dr.  Robert  H. 
Lamborn.  These  include,  among  many  other  objects  of  interest 
and  value,  a  fine  collection  of  Etruscan  antiquities,  and  a  series  of 
pictures  illustrating  what  has  been  called  the  Mexican  branch  of 
the  Spanish  School  of  Painting,  in  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
centuries.  Dr.  Lamborn  is  now  preparing  a  catalogue  of  these 
paintings,  which  will  be  accompanied  by  an  essay  on  Mexican  Art. 

The  Robert  Nebinger  bequest  of  paintings  and  engravings  was  re- 
ceived in  July.  It  numbers  sixty-three  paintings,  including 
several  by  Wm.  Scarlett,  and  seven  engravings. 

Two  hand-books  have  been  issued  this  year :  "  A  Brief  History 
of  the  Bayeux  Tapestry,  with  a  description  of  the  Scenes,"  and 
"The  Lake  Dwellings  of  Switzerland,  with  a  catalogue  of  the 
Collection  of  Lacustrine  Antiquities."  A  hand-book  of  the  Bloom- 
field-Moore  Collection  will  shortly  be  issued. 

The  Museum  Library  now  numbers  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  volumes.  These  have  all  been  entered  in  an  Accession  Book, 
and  a  card  catalogue  has  been  written.  Remembering  that  large 
libraries  grow  from  small  beginnings,  the  Cutter  Rules  of  cata- 
loguing have  been  adopted  and  applied  to  this  work,  so  that  whether 
this  department  of  the  Institution  develops  rapidly  or  slowly  there 
need  be  no  change  made  from  the  present  system.  A  large  accu- 
mulation of  pamphlets  has  been  sorted  and  arranged,  but  is  not  yet 
catalogued. 
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During  the  year  the  Museum  has  purchased  the  Tatui  Baba 
collection  of  Japanese  Anns  and  Armor ;  also  specimen  blanks  of 
the  Gold,  Silver,  and  Bronze  Medals  presented  to  prize  winners  in 
the  recent  Exhibition.

THE    SCHOOL. 

The  work  of  the  School  continues  to  justify  the  confidence  in  its 
success  and  ever-increasing  usefulness  which  has  been  expressed  in 
former  reports. 

No  changes  in  the  Departments  as  organized  last  year  have  taken 
place.  Two  power  looms,  one  gingham  and  one  Gem — latest  im- 
provements— have  been  given  by  the  Knowles'  Loom  Works,  of 
"Worcester,  Mass.  Eight  hand  looms  (four  box  lays)  have  been 
purchased  from  Schaum  &  Uhlinger,  also  eight  30  hook  Dobbie 
machines,  including  100  bars  of  chain  stock  to  each  machine,  from 
G.  H.  Stafford  Manufacturing  Co.,  Providence,  R.  L,  for  use  in 
the  Textile  Department.  Gifts  of  yarns  have  also  been  received 
from  W.  C.  Houston,  Hope  Mills  Manufacturing  Co.,  North 
Carolina ;  Bradbury  Bros.,  and  Clark  &  Keen,  Philadelphia,  also 
small  shuttles  from  Sergeson  &  Co.  for  the  same  Department. 

The  corps  of  Instructors  has  been  increased  by  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Conyers  B.  Finckel  as  assistant  in  the  Textile  Department, 
Miss  Nelly  Slater,  assistant  in  the  Modelling  Class  ;  Miss  M.  L. 
Holt,  assistant  in  the  Drawing  Classes,  and  Mr.  A.  C.  Simons,  assist- 
ant in  the  Carving  Class.  The  two  former  are  graduates  of  the 
School,  and  the  latter  are  advanced  students. 

As  the  additions  to  the  School  Library  which  have  been  made 
since  1880  have  not  been  noted  in  the  reports  published  hitherto, 
the  following  list  of  these  accessions  is  inserted  here  : 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  School  Library  iu  1880  was 
seventy-four.  To  this  number  were  added  in  the  eight  years  end- 
ing January  1st,  1889,  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  volumes,  sixty 
of  which  were  gifts,  seventy  purchased  from  School  funds,  and 
thirty-seven  added  from  funds  derived  from  other  sources. 

In  1889,  seventy-seven  volumes  were  added.    Sixty-four  were 
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purchased,  of  which  three  were  purchased  by  the  School  and  the 
remainder  from  funds  derived  from  other  sources.  Thirteen 
volumes  were  given  by  Mr.  AVm.  Piatt  Pepper,  Mr.  John  Struthers, 
Mrs,  E.  E.  Denniston,  Dr.  Isaac  Norris,  the  Patent  Office,  and 
the  School  of  Art  Needle- Work. 

Late  in  the  year  just  past,  the  students  organized  a  Co-operative 
Association,  which  has  proved  to  be  not  only  a  valuable  means  of 
promoting  the  work  of  the  School  by  meetings,  discussions,  the 
preparation  and  reading  of  papers  on  topics  connected  with  the 
objects  of  the  Institution,  but  of  enabling  the  pupils  to  purchase 
commodities  at  a  discount  by  the  Association  of  a  list  of  affiliated 
tradesmen  who  grant  a  reduction  from  current  retail  prices  to  all 
members  of  the  organization.  Moreover,  from  the  small  fees  paid 
by  members  and  the  cards  and  other  advertisements  inserted  in  the 
hand-book  prepared  for  the  use  of  members,  a  certain  amount  of 
income  is  realized,  which  it  is  one  of  the  primary  objects  of  the 
Association  to  devote  to  the  interests  of  the  School ;  all  moneys 
derived  from  this  source  to  be  "  used  in  such  a  way  as  shall  be  of 
most  benefit  to  the  School  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  be  sanctioned 
by  the  Principal."  The  organization  was  not  effected  until  the 
latter  part  of  the  year,  but  about  one  hundred  dollars  have  already 
been  realized  from  this  source,  and  this  forms  a  part  of  the  "  funds 
derived  from  other  sources,"  from  which,  as  reported  above,  the 
additions  have  been  made  to  the  School- Library. 

The  usual  closing^  exercises  were  held  in  Memorial  Hall  on  June 
1st,  1889.  Addresses  were  made  by  the  President,  by  Mr.  Charles 
Heber  Clarke,  Mr.  Samual  Gustine  Thompson,  Mrs.  E.  D.  Gilles- 
pie, and  Mr.  T.  C.  Search. 

A  special  competition  for  prizes  in  Design  for  Pottery  was  in- 
stituted among  the  pupils  during  the  year  by  the  United  States 
Potters'  Association. 

The  pupils  of  the  School  of  Drawing  and  Painting  at  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston,  and  of  the  School  of  the  Metro- 
politan Museum  in  New  York  were  also  invited  to  coraj)ete  on  the 
same  terms  as  the  pupils  of  our  own  School. 

The  prizes  offered  were  as  follows  : 

For  the  best  design  for  a  covered  dish  for  a  dinner-service,  and 
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with  it  a  design  for  either  a  Ewer  for  a  Toiiet-set,  or  a  Vase  or  a 

Originality  of  design,  excellence  of  form,  ornamentation  and 
adaptation  considered. 

First  Prize,  fifty  dollars  ;  Second  Prize,  twenty-five  dollars  ; 
Third  Prize,  ten  dollars.  The  three  prizes  being  offered  to  each 
School  quite  independently  of  the  others. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  report  of  the  Judges,  which  is 
in  part  devoted  to  a  comparison  of  the  relative  merits  of  the  work 
submitted  from  the  different  Schools,  is  unqualified  in  its  com- 
mendations of  the  work  sent  from  our  School  as  "  superior  in 
strength  and  originality."

An  exhibition  of  students'  work  was  made  at  the  same  time  and 
place,  which  remained  open  during  the  summer. 

A  number  of  State  scholarships,  one  for  each  county,  having 
been  established  by  the  Legislature  of  1887  as  a  feature  of  the  bill 
affording  State  aid  to  the  School,  appointments  to  several  of  these 
were  made  by  the  Governor  during  the  year,  and  ten  holders  of 
these  appointments  are  at  present  registered  in  the  School. 

The  scholarships  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  city  were  filled  as  usual  by  a  competitive  examination, 
conducted  i)y  the  Principal,  each  grammar-school  Principal  being 
authorized  to  send  candidates.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  this 
method  of  making  the  appointments,  which  was  adopted  in  1887, 
is  producing  excellent  results  ;  the  class  of  students  admitted  being 
better  qualified  each  year,  and  a  considerable  increase  of  interest, 
on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  pupils  alike,  in  the  public  schools 
having  already  resulted  from  this  arrangement.

THE  FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


This  report  is  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1890. 

A  review- of  the  twelve  months  shows  that  while  substantial  progress 
has  been  made,  the  Institution  has  not  been  able  to  meet  all  the  de- 
mands for  the  extension  of  its  usefulness  because  of  lack  of  funds. 
Nevertheless,  in  some  respects  its  financial  position  is  better  than  ever 
before.     The  floating  debt  has  been  cancelled. 

A  bequest  of  $20,000  from  Geo.  S.  Pepper,  Esq.,  who  generously 
remembered  so  many  Philadelphia  institutions  in  his  will,  has  been 
received  from  his  executors.  The  terms  of  the  bequest  are  that  the 
income  only  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  Institution.  The 
principal  sum,  therefore,  has  been  added  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

The  Associate  Committee  of  Women,  still  as  untiring  as  in  the  past, 
have  this  year  sent  to  the  Treasurer  $4,500,  '^  tlie  interest  to  be  used 
for  the  use  of  the  School  as  it  now  stands,  or  for  a  nucleus  for  a  new 
building  which  will  be  able  to  accommodate  the  present  pupils  and 
those  likely  to  come."  Large  as  this  sum  is,  it  represents  but  a  por- 
tion of  the  benefits  the  Institution  is  receiving  from  the  interest  and 
co-operation  of  these  ladies  in  its  work. 

As  both  of  these  sums  have  been  received  since  the  first  of  June 
last,  they  do  not  appear  in  the  Treasurer's  report.  His  report  shows 
in  detail  the  receipts  and  expenditures  and  investment  account  from 
June  ist,  1889,  to  May  31st,  1890.  Here  we  shall  simply  direct  at- 
tention to  certain  general  considerations  suggested  by  it.  The  cost  of 
maintaining  the  Museum  and  School  was  $10,763.77  for  the  Museum, 
and  $17,323.72  for  the  School,  making  a  total  of  $28,087.49.  To 
meet  this  expenditure  we  had  the  income  from  the  Endowment  Fund, 
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$3)852;  membership  dues,  $950;  tuition  fees,  $4,599;  appropriation 
by  the  Legislature  of  $10,000,  appbed  to  the  School;  wages  of  the 
employees  at  Memorial  Hall  (the  Museum),  repaid  by  the  Commission- 
ers of  Fairmount  Park  out  of  the  appropriation  by  Councils,  $7,695.36, 
making  a  total  of  $27,096.36.  The  cost  of  heating  and  otherwise 
maintaining  and  repairing  Memorial  Hall,  provided  for  by  the  city 
appropriation  to  the  Park  Commissioners,  does  not  pass  through  our 
account,  as  it  is  paid  for  directly  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  fact  which  is  of  most  concern  in  the  above  statement  is  the 
small  amount  of  income  which  the  Institution  can  consider  as  its  own, 
as  against  the  total  expenditure,  showing  how  dependent  we  are  on  the 
appropriations  to  maintain  the  Institution  on  its  present  basis  of  use- 
fulness. While  we  may,  perhaps,  count  with  reasonable  certainty  upon 
the  continuance  of  these  appropriations,  such  continuance  is  by  no 
means  absolutely  sure,  and  in  the  meantime  we  should  strive  to  make 
the  Institution  independent  of  these  contingencies.  The  withdiawal 
of  one  or  the  other  appropriation  at  the  present  time  would  compel 
the  closing  of  the  Museum  or  a  portion  of  the  School. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  Temple  Trust  three-fifths  of  the  income  are 
to  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  objects  for  the  Museum.  Out  of 
this  fund  there  has  been  purchased  this  year  a  plaster  cast  of  the  fa- 
mous Pulpit  by  Niccola  Pisano  in  the  Cathedral  at  Siena.  Workmen 
are  now  putting  the  cast  in  place  in  the  Rotunda  at  Memorial  Hall. 
It  is  proposed  to  make  purchases  from  time  to  time  of  other  casts  of  a 
like  nature,  and  to  devote  this  portion  of  the  Hall  to  their  display. 

The  popularity  of  the  Museum  is  indicated  by  the  number  of  its 
visitors.  There  were  upwards  of  312,000  visited  it  last  year.  As  in 
each  previous  year,  more  than  half  the  total  were  Sunday  visitors.  In 
other  words,  the  number  of  visitors  on  a  Sunday  is  greater  than  the  sum 
of  all  the  visitors  on  the  six  week  days.  Granting  that  a  large  propor- 
tion of  this  multitude  are  mere  pleasure  seekers,  the  admission  carries 
with  it  a  strong  argument  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Museum.  With 
intelligence  quickened,  with  interest  awakened  by  the  sight  of  the  objects 
on  view,  many  of  these  pleasure  seekers  become  knowledge  seekers. 
Few  persons  besides  those  who  have  made  a  study  of  educational 
methods,  realize  what  "a.  persuasive  lure  "  to  study  a  public  museum 
can  be  made.  In  this  view  the  support  of  the  Museum  should  com- 
mend itself  to  all  who  are  interested  in  the  advancement  of  education.

in  last  Ncar's  rx'port,  room  has  been  made  at  considerahte  inconveni- 
ence to  teachers  and  pupils  for  some  fifty  more  scholars.  It  is,  there- 
fore, imjjerative  that  better  accommodation  be  jjrovided  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment.  We  have  reached  the  limit  of  our  usefulness  with 
the  means  at  our  command.  How  to  do  this  becomes  simply  a  ques- 
tion of  the  generous  philanthro])y  of  a  few  wealthy  ])eoi)le,  or  a  gen- 
eral subscription  measuring  the  i)ublic  interest  in  an  educational  work. 

The  ])roposal  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  to  sell  the  Institu- 
tion a  site  for  a  building  in  the  University  grounds,  which  was  referred 
to  this  Koard  for  action  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  was  carefully  con- 
sidered and  declined  on  the  ground  that  the  Board  did  not  see  its  wa\ 
clear  at  the  time  to  accept  the  proposal.  No  other  ])lace  has  since 
been  suggested. 

Correspondence  has  been  had  with  a  committee  of  the  U.  S.  Pot- 
ters' Association  relative  to  a  proposal  from  them  for  the  estal)lishment 
of  a  Ceramic  Department  of  the  School,  to  be  conducted  in  much  the 
same  manner  as  the  Textile  Department  is  conducted.  The  questions 
involved  are  still  under  consideration. 

The  record  of  this  year  is  clouded  by  one  sad  event — the  death  of 
Mr.  Frederic  Graff,  one  of  our  Vice-Presidents,  and  for  a  number  of 
years  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Mr.  Graff  was  one  of 
our  most  active  members,  a  man  of  conservative  mind  and  sound 
judgment,  a  wise  counsellor  and  friend. 

Two  vacancies  in  the  Trustees  elected  by  the  Corporation — one 
caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Graff,  the  other  by  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
S.  G.  Thompson  as  the  representati\  e  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fair- 
mount  Park — were  filled  temporarily  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Chas.  E. 
Dana  and  Mr.  T.  P.  Chandler,  Jr.  The  only  change  in  the  officers  was 
the  election  of  Mr.  Stuart  Wood  as  Treasurer  in  the  place  of  Mr.  J. 
H.  Dingee,  who  declined  re-election. 

Following  are  the  reports  of  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  and  the 
Principal  of  the  School. 

THE   MUSEUM. 

The  average  yearly  increase  in  the  numl)er  of  visitors  to  the  Museum 
since  it  was  opened  free  to  the  public,  nine  years  ago,  is  about  twenty 
thousand.  This  year  312,322  persons  visited  the  Museum.  Of  this 
number  171. 135  were  Sunday  visitors.     The  largest  attendance  on  any 
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one  day  was  on  July  4th,  when  14,036  persons  were  admitted  to  the 
building. 

The  large  marble  altar,  a  beautiful  example  of  modern  Italian  art 
workmanship,  which  was  loaned  by  its  owner  for  exhibition  at  the 
Centennial,  and  after  that  event  was  left  in  the  custody  of  the  Museum 
until  its  final  location  should  be  determined,  was  removed  during  the 
year  to  St.  Mary's  church  in  West  Philadelphia, 

Within  a  few  weeks  a  plaster  cast  of  the  pulpit  by  Niccola  Pisano  in 
the  Cathedral  of  Siena,  has  been  received  from  abroad  and  its  erection 
in  the  Rotunda  begun. 

It  is  proposed  to  devote  this  portion  of  the  Hall  to  the  display  of 
architectural  casts;  an  arrangement  which  will  accord  well  with  the 
plan  of  the  building. 

Last  spring  permission  was  given  the  Fairmount  Park  Art  Association 
to  exhibit  temporarily  in  the  Rotunda  the  original  plaster  model  of 
Wolf's  "Lion-Fighter."  The  group  was  brought  here  and  put  in 
place,  and  has  attracted  much  notice.

THE   SCHOOL 

The  growth  of  the  School,  as  noted  in  former  reports,  has  continued 
during  the  year,  not  only  without  interruption,  but  with  such  rapidity 
that  the  limit  of  our  accommodations  was  reached  some  time  ago,  so 
that  a  considerable  number  of  applicants  have  had  to  be  refused  ad- 
mission and  all  enlargement  of  the  facilities  has  been  effectually  stopped 
for  want  of  room. 

This  is  encouraging  in  one  way,  of  course,  as  showing  that  the  work 
of  the  School  is  receiving  the  kind  of  recognition  and  appreciation 
which  is  most  to  be  valued,  but  it  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  that  the 
accommodations  and  equipment  are  on  so  limited  a  scale  as  to  make 
further  advance  impossible  until  some  radical  change  is  made  in  the 
matter  of  buildings. 

The  most  important  change  that  has  been  made  in  organization  has 
been  the  incorporation  of  the  work  in  carving  with  the  course  in  mod- 
elling as  part  of  the  regular  requirements  of  this  course,  instead  of 
being  regarded  as  a  special  course  by  itself.  Special  students  of  carv- 
ing are  still  received,  but  the  best  and  most  important  work  of  the 
class  is  that  which  forms  part  of  the  modelling  course  and  which  is 
now  required  of  all  pupils  in  this  course. 

The  change  is  a  salutary  and  important  one,  and  is  quite  in  line 
with  the  efforts  which  have  been  made  all  along  toward  giving  as  far 
as  possible  a  practical  industrial  turn  to  the  work  of  the  School  in 
every  department. 

The  class  is  now  in  charge  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Simons,  who  was  the  assist- 
ant teacher  last  vear. 
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The  Department  of  Chemistry  and  Dyeing  has  been  placed  in 
charge  of  Mr.  Edward  Gudeman,  Ph.  B..  in  place  of  Mr.  R.  L.  Chase, 
who  resigned  in  October  last.  Mr.  Paul  Lachenmeyer,  Miss  Helen  A. 
Fox,  and  Mr.  Vernon  H.  Bailey  have  been  appointed  assistants  in  the 
Drawing  Classes.  % 

Gifts  of  materials  and  loom  fixtures  have  been  made  by  the  follow- 
ing to  the  Textile  Department  :  Mr.  Wm.  Weeden,  R.  Sergeson  .li: 
Co.,  and  Mr.  Albert  Coupe. 

Fifty-four  volumes  and  ten  engravings  were  added  to  the  School 
Library  during  the  year,  of  which  forty  were  purchased,  thirteen  by 
the  School  and  twenty-seven  from  funds  derived  from  other  sources. 
Ten  engravings  from  Raphael's  "Decorations  of  the  Vatican  Loggie 
were  given  by  Mr.  John  Moss,  Jr.,  and  fourteen  volumes  were  given 
by  Mr.  Richard  Cadbury,  Mrs.  Little.  Mrs.  Wm.  E.  Hulme,  Mr.  S. 
R.  Koehler,  C.  H.  Banes,  E.  H.  Coates.  E.  A.  Posselt,  J.  M.  Wilson. 
State  Library  University  of  New  York,  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art, 
and  Boston  Museum  of  Art.  This  makes  a  total  of  three  hundred 
and  sixty-two  volumes  now  in  the  Library,  besides  the  engravings 
noted  above. 

A   prize   of  Sio.oo,   which   was  offered  by  Mrs.  W.  Hinckle  Smith, 
'  of  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women,  for  a  design  for  a  jjrogramme 
to  be  used  at  the  ball  given  at  the  Academy  of  Music  on  the  evening 
of  December  nth,  1890,  was  awarded  to  Miss  Mary   L.  Price. 

The  usual  closing  exercises  were  held  in  Memorial  Hall,  May  31st, 
1890.  Addresses  were  made  by  the  President,  Mr.  Frank  Miles  Day, 
Mr.  D.  F.  Haynes,  Mr.  G.  H.  Davis,  Mrs.  E.  D.  Gillespie,  and  Mr. 
Frank  B.  Bennett. 

An  exhibition  of  students'  work  was  made  at  the  same  time  and 
I)lace.  which  remained  open  during  the  summer. 

Four  appointments  to  the  State  Scholarships  have  been  made  by  the 
Governor  during  the  year,  viz.:  For  Centre,  Chester,  Cumberland,  and 
Clearfield  Counties.  Eleven  holders  of  these  appointments  are  at 
present  registered  in  the  School. 

The  scholarships  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Education 
of  the  citv  were  filled,  as  usual,  by  a  competitive  examination  con- 
ducted by  the  Principal,  each  grammar-school  principal  being  author- 
ized to  send  candidates.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  this  method  of 
making  appointments,  which  was  adopted  in  1887,  is  producing  excel- 
lent results  ;    the  class  of  students  admitted  being  better  qualified  each 
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year,  and  a  considerable  increase  of  interest,  on  the  part  of  public 
school  teachers  and  pupils  alike,  having  already  resulted  from  this 
arrangement.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 


ASSOCIATE  COMMITTEE  OF  WOMEN 


The  work  of  this  Committee  has  never  been  undertaken  with  more 
zeal,  nor  carried  forward  to  greater  success  than  during  the  year  1890. 

Interest  in  both  Museum  and  School  is  aroused  and  the  public  awak- 
ened to  the  fact  that  in  the  institution  is  found,  as  ex-Governor  Beaver 
expresses  it,  "one  of  the  great  educational  agencies  of  our  goodly 
Commonwealth." 

Our  citizens  are  learning  that  if  the  purity  of  our  government  is  to 
be  preserved,  it  will  be  owing  largely  to  the  education  of  our  youth, 
girls  as  well  as  boys,  and  that  the  best  protection  for  our  manufactur- 
ers will  come  from  the  training  of  the  young  according  to  the  talents 
which  God  has  given  them. 

Thus  may  we  honestly  compete  with  workers  in  foreign  countries 
where  education  is  compulsory.  This,  in  a  small  degree,  we  have  al- 
ready accomplished.  Many  of  our  pupils  are  now  filling  positions 
heretofore  held  by  foreigners.  Our  graduates  are  scattered  over  this 
broad  land  as  teachers  and  designers;  some  appointed  to  places  after 
competitive  examination  with  pupils  of  other  schools,  and  nothing  but 
praise  of  their  capability  to  fill  the  positions  to  which  they  have  been 
called  comes  to  us  from  their  employers. 

But  we  cannot  stop  here ;  out  tree  must  put  forth  new  branches. 
Engravers,  potters,  architects,  etc.,  are  asking  to  be  engrafted  with  us. 
There  are  no  limits  to  the  "  School  of  Industrial  Art,"  and  there  will 
be  none  if  from  our  State  and  our  citizens  the  means  can  speedily 
be  found  to  enlarge  the  capacity  of  our  now  overcrowded  School 
Building. 

If  this  can  be  done,  those  who  live  after  us.  will  bless  the  Exhibition 
of  1876,  which  gave  birth  to  the  Institution  whose  claims  are  now  but 
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imperfectly  set  before  the  intelligent  public  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

During  last  season  a  public  reception  was  tendered  by  the  Trustees 
and  their  associates  to  Mrs.  Bloomfield-Moore,  whose  generous  con- 
tributions to  the  Museum  have  greatly  added  to  its  interest.  Ill  health 
prevented  Mrs.  Moore  from  accepting  the  invitation.
